The Firſt part. 


How Pariſinus, Son and Heir of the King of Bohemia, arrived in 
Thellaly. How he was entertained by Dfonyſlug the King, who 
kept his Court at the City of Thebes. And of a ſtrange Adven- 
ture that befell one Dfiris, one of Dionyſius's Knights, 


N the molt Rich and Famous Country of Theſſalv, Rejgned 
a King, named Dionyſius, whoſe Diſcretion in Government, 
and ſingular Wiſdom in Ruling ſo Mighty a Nation, made 
the ſplendid Fame of his Renown to ſpzead it telt to rhe uttermoſt 
Confines of all the Wozld; and moſt Countries made 1 — 
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Traffick thither, by Reaſon of the god and equitable Laws he had 
inſtituted, fo2 the Peace and Qutrt of his whole Country. 

Among the reft of his External Bleſfings,whereof he enjoyed abun: 
dance, his Court was much Renowned by the exceding Beauty, and 
Uertuous Sifrs of Olivia his Nun, by whom he had one only Daugh⸗ 
ter, named Lauraoa,whoſe rare Beauty (o far erceded all other Ladies, 
that ſhe was eſteemed in thoſe parts of the Wozld, the only Paragon 
of Beaugy, beſides the Uertuous qualities, and gzecioug giftsof Na: 
ture, Wheretwith her Mind was abundantly. Adozned, did lo much 
extoll her high Tommendations, that many-Paſnces of far Coun⸗ 
tries did Travel there to attain her Love. Jnſomuch, that by con- 
tinual acceſs of many ſtrange Knights, the Court of Dionyſius dat» 
ly encreaſed in Digniry : Who gave moſt Courteous Entertainment 


to all, as belt belitteq theit Honours, and accozded with his moſt boun 


teous Wiſdom. 


Amongſt the rel of the Knights that came to be Eye Mitneſſes 


of the Beauty of Laurana, it foztuned the young Pzince Pariſmus, 


Son and Heir to the King of Bohemia, to arrive in the Confines. 


of Tneſſaly, being accompanied with divers Nobles of his Father's 
Court, Who having befoze heard of the Fame of Dionyſius, the 


courteous entertainment he gave to Strangers,” and the etceeding- 


Beauty of his Daughter Laurana, determined to Travel thither, 


and try his Foztune in purchaſing her Love, as alſo ta be paftaker- 


of his Botinty : being dzawn thereunto by a vertuous inclination to 


imitate his Examples. And calling unto him one of his Knights, 


named Oriſtus, willed him to go io Dionyſius g Court, ind certille 
big Majeſty, that he was deſirous to viſit him; if fo be it would pleaſe 
his Majeſty to accept of him as a Guelf, 


Oriſtus making all poſſible ſpeed, ſon arrived at the City of Thebes, | 


where the King then kept his Court, and being admitted his Pze- 
ſence, dellvered his Mellage; which when Dionyſus underſtod, he 
told Qriſtus,that he would very willingly gratulate the Pzince's kinds 


neſs, and withall, deſired him to cerrie his Lozd, that he ſhould - 


be moſt heartily welcome, Whereupon Oriſtus departed, and Diony- 
ſius pzeſently commanded hig Noble:men to be in readineſs the next 
day, fo2 he purpoſed to meet the Pzince himſelf; and thereloze cauſed 
all pzeparation that might be deviſed to be in readineſs foz his mol 
boncurable Entertainment. |

Early the next mozning, Dionyſius, attended by his Nobility, 
rode fo2 to meet the Pꝛince come thiee Miles from the City, whom 
having met, he molt lovingly embraced, and welcomed with ercced- 
ing great Courteſie. Pariſmus marvelling very much at this un- 
expected kindneſs in him, ſaid, Moſt High and Magnillcent King, 
J being altogether unwozthp of this your ercceding fabour, mot 
humbly entreat pour Pardon to my pꝛeſumption, deliring pou to im- 
pure my raſhneſs to my Youth : which hath attempted this boldneſs, 
without any hope, in the leaſt degre, to deſerve this kindneſs. Dic- 
nyſius taking him by the Hand, deſiredhim to leave off theſe Speech: 
es, fo2 that he eſteemed his Court and Country inſufficient to enter- 
rain him as he deſerved, telling him, That he was the moſt welcome 
Gueſt to his Court that might be.

Then with all ſpeed he 
commanded him to be conveyed to the Court, that his own Phyſici- 
ans might look to him, and bind up his Woundg. In the mean time 
the King, Pariſmus, and divers other Knights, made diligent ſearch 
in the Wood, but could find no Creature there, whereby to know any 
certainty how Oſiris ſhould be thus Wounded. And being thus 
viſcontented, on a ſudden the King was certified there was great 
hopes of his recovcry, who ſpeaking to Pariſmus, ſaid, Moſt No:

thould be lo) ry you ſhould tonceſbe any occaſion of ſadnels therear, be-

Wy Lo2d, replyed Pariſmus, J have no cauſe to be grieved fo: my 
part, but to ſæ your Maſeſty hereby diſquieted Indeed, ſatd Dijc- 
nyſius, It ſomewhor grieveth me, becauſe Oſiris is one that J love, 
being well wozthy thereof, foz his Uertues do erceed many Mens, 
of whoſe Faſth ann Fidelity J have ſufficient Tryal, and a moze 
Topal Knight cannot be kound. By this time they were come to the 
Palace-Gate, where was the mm with all her Train of Ladies, 

. . reads 
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ready to welcome Pariſmus ; which was luch a pleaſant ſight to behold, 
that the Pzince with the ſudden view of their Beauty, was dziven 
into a deep ſtudy, from which he was revived by the Queen, who moſt 
graciouſly came and welcomed him, ſaying, In all kindneſs J bid 
your /Honour welcome into Theſſaly, where we will endeavour to 
requite pour Friendſhip in coming unto us. 

Molt vertuous Queen, quoth he, foz this your Honouc able ka- 
vour, both my ſelf, and all that are mine, thall be continually bound 
to do you all duriful ſervice., The great Glozy of the Palace made 
Parilmus to marvel; and the honourable Entert ainment, the ſump- 
tuoug Banquets, the rare Mulch, and gallant Shows, too tedious 
to rehearſe, made him think that Fame had-altogether darkned the 
Honour of that place : lo that all his Senſes were very much refreſh» 
ed with the variety or ſeveral Delights. 

At ſuch time as King Dionyſivs and the Pzince entered the 
Court, Laurana hearing of the Pzince's coming, ſtanding at her 
Chamber-Window, viewed them well; and knew, oz at leaſt 
thought that to be Pariſmus, that came with her Father and the Quen, 
attended by a gallant Train of Knights ; and calling her Paid 
Ledia unto her, the (aid, Surly that is the Famous Knight Pari(- 
mus, Pzince of Eohemia, that cometh along with my Father. — 
rilp, quoth Ledia, J think lo, foz a moze gallant Knight did J 
never behold. UWhereat the Crimlon Colour in Laurana's Thaks 
began to revive : which Ledia perceiving, (aid, It would become 
dur Court well to have his pꝛelence continually, fo2 by all likelihood 
it cannot chuſe, but a Knight oc ſs goodly a-p20poztion muſt needs 
be endued with as excellent Gifts. But Laurana anſwered, This 
Court cannot long continue ſuch Gueſts. Wyhercupon ſhe p2eſently 
going to Dinner kelt on a ludden a kind ok alteration in all her parts, 
which emed viry ſtrange unto her; fo? even then Love began to 
kintle in her tender Heart, which as pet ſhe did not well underſtand; 
but ſuddenly it grew to a burning heat, as hereakter ſhall be declared. 
She ulcd ſelcom to go abzoad, unleſs pzibatcly fo: Recreation, and 
tuch was her chalte Difpoſition, that ſhe deligyted in nothing but ver» 
tuous Miditat ions. | 

To relate the Conference the King and Pariſmus had, were ten 
tedious, and impertinent to the Hiſkozy. But the Pzince much mar: 
velling he could not fre Laurana, ſo famous fo: her Beauty, was 
hereby dz1awn into many deep Cogitations: by wlich thougits, 


and. 
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and remembzante of the late Journey he had paſſed only to behold h:r 
Perſon, and that now he tould not be aſſured he had ſeen the Beguty he 
erpected, he was fallen into luch a lad ſtudy, that in a manner he net 
ther heard what was ſpoken, noz regarded where he was. Atctthe laſt, 
reviving his Defiſes that were dulled with Paſſion, he ſuddenly ſighed, 
and fearing leaſt his heavineſs had been noted, ſmiling (aid, Your 
Majeſty map peradventure note my ſadneſs, the remembzante of 
your Knight's Injury maketh me Cudy how be ſhould be ſo grit vouſly 
Wounded, and no Man found that ſhould ac the, ſame. Which 
woꝛds he only (pake to excuſe himſelf. 
Surcly, anſwered the King, ſome Man by ſecret Treachery hath 
wꝛought him that harm, which, without doubt, at moze convenient 
time, we ſhall find out the Truth ok: which J willing would effeg 
with all ſpeed, but that J hope to be aſtertained by himſelf, whs my 
Phyſietans lay, is in good eſtate of amendment. Uirh thefe, and 
many other ſuch like Speeches, they paſs'd away the time fo2 the pꝛe⸗ 
lent. 8 
Dinner being fully ended, Dionyſius, Pariſmus, and the Queen, 
walked into a molt pleaſant Garden; and ſoon after, he was enter: 
tained with a moſt coſtly and rare Banquet; pꝛovided in an Arbour 
o; Banqueting-Youſe, adjoyning to a Gzove fraught wich many plea: 
ſant Birds, whoſe Cweet harmony much augmented the pleaſure of the 
place, all things being moſt Artificiallycontrived foz Delight; which 
when Pariſmus beheld, he then began to think with himſelf, how he 
ſhould le the Pꝛincels Laurana, fo2 whoſe ſake he undertok his Tra⸗ 
vels, whoſe Aimable pꝛeſente would have refreſhed his tired Senſes, 
and likewiſe erpell thole inward cares wherewith he was perplered. 
But when he ſaw none but the King and Queen, he began to 
war much troubled in his mind, to think what might be the cauſe, 
that ſhe, whoſe Fame had long Cince come to his knowledge, was 
not to be ſ&n : that by conſtrained Mirth, he paſſed away the time in 
ſuch Banqueting and other Paſtime, as the King entertained him 
withal; which was luch as he much wondzey at. Now Night being 
come, with all Catelineſs that might be, he was conducted to his 
Lodging, which was molt ſumptuouſly adozned with moſt coftly and 
rich Hangings, that rhe place ſeemed to be a new Paradiſe, fo there 
wanted nothing that might either delight the Ear oz Eye, As fo 
Lodgings ka his Roble-men, Knights, and Followers, they were 
plac'd in ſuch manner, that they ſemed by their dtuations, ts be

Guardians to their Loꝛd's Perſon. Having then taken his leave of 
the King and Queen, he tetook himſelf to his ref, 
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How Pariſmug, having Sojourned ſome days in the Theſſalian 
Court, being fruſtrated of ſecing the Princeſs Laurana, impar- 
ted his mind to Oziſtus, one of his Knights, by whoſe means 
he came to have a ſight of her. And what afterwards happened. 


Oriſtus, the only Man whom he truſted, and agked of him, 
/ . how he liked the Court of Dionyſius? My Lozd, quoth he, 

the ſhozt continuance Jhave had therein, might be ſufficient to excuſe 
me fo2 cenſuring thereof - but to ſatisfie pour demand, J do eſteem, 
and think of it as a moſt Renowned and Honourable place. Bur, ſaid 
Pariſmus, What if thy Lozd ſhall here purchaſe that which ſhall be 
wozſe then Death unto him, unleſs he have Remedy? What wouldſt 
thou think? J would, my Lo2d, ſaid he, ſpeak my Opinion, if J 
knew whence the ©2iginal of that Evil ſhould pzoceed. From my ſelf, 
{aid Pariſmus, fo2 thus it is: Thou, J am Cure, haſt heard of the 
Renowned Laurana, and of the Honourable Repozt that is ſp2ead of 
her Beauty and Uertues, which dziveth me into many thoughts, be 
tauſe I cannot behold that Beauty, therefozeJ impart mp mind to thee, 


as the only Man J truſt; and unleſs J tan by the means have ſome. 


hope of comkozt, J will both Curſe the Hour of my Nativity, and 
remain hereafter in continual Gzief. Therefoze Counſel me what J 
had beſt to do herein. 

My Low, ſaid Oriſtus, unte it hath pleaſed your bighneſs| o much 
0 fabour me, as to chuſe me to be your aſſiſtant herein, J will faith« 
fully and ſpeedily do to the uttermoſt to accompliſh your deſire. J 
map thee then do it, ſaid Pariſmus, with all ſped, fo2 my reſtleſs 
Paſſons riquire Counſel. J have, ſaid Oriſtus, ſome acquaintance 
with Lozd Remus, wpo is greatly favoured of the King, continually 
reſident in the Court, and well beloved of all, by whole means J do 
not doubt but both to have Come certain knowledge of the P2inceſs, ag 
alſo ſoon to hʒing you to her Speech; and acc22ding as you have put 
me in truſt, (0 will Jule all the means J can, to purchaſe pour 
Highneſs content. 1920 


Fter Pariſmus was come to his Chamber, he called to him 
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Molt part of the Night being paſt, Pariſmus berook himſelf to 
his reſt, and Oriſtus to his Lodging. Jn rhe Mozning, Dionyſius 
being early up, uſed his accuſtomed manner, to vilir his Gueſts ; 
and coming to Pariſmus's Thamber, he found him not thire, but 
walkiag in a Gallery thereto adjoyning, and Saluting him, ſaid, 
Noble Pyzince, if you are not weary with your late Journey, J 
would entreat your Company to go on Hunting this day, fo2 that J 
have appointed to meet a Noble Friend of mine at the Foreſt of 
Red Deer, fo2 lo it is called, by rcaſon of the abundance of thoſe 
Beaſts that the Country bzeedeth , where you ſhail ſee what Paſtime 
the Hounds can make, Which Pariſmus kindlp accepted. Oriſtus 
ſtaxed behind, to the end he might effc& his purpoſe, and walking in 
the Garden, he chanced, accozding to his deſire, to meet with the 
Lewd Remus; and having ſsluted him, ſald, He was glad to nd 
bim at leiſure, of having ſome Tonference with him, to renew 
their acquaintance, So walking into a ſolitary Arbour, talking . 
of divers matters, it chanced the Pzinceſs Laurana, thinking to re: 
create her leit in the Garden, fo2 that ſhe thought all the. Nobles-. 
had ben gone on Hunting with the King ber Father, chanced to 
come, accompanied with her Malden Ledia, unto the ſolitary plate, 
where the Lozd Remus and Oriſtus were then talking; and eſpying, 
the Loꝛd Remus, whom the preſcntly knew, My Lozd, quoth che, 
J had thought you had ben on Hunting this day, but J ſ& your mind 
is bulied with ſome other Exerciſes. Moſt Noble Painceſs, quoth he, 
{f. J had gone on Hunting, J ſhould have lefr this Honourable Lozd, 
my Noble Friend, without Company; ſo that J thought it my 
Duty to keep him from better tudies with my homely tall. So the 
Panceſs kindly ſaluting them, told Oriſtus, He was welcome to her 
Fathers Court, and therewith departed. 

Quoth Oriſtus, My Low, Js this the Pzinceſs Laurana, of . 
whom J have heard ſuch rare Commendatſons in Bohemia? It is, 
ſaid he, the very lame, and the moſt Uertuous and Courteous Lady 
that liveth this day; who very ſeldom cometh abzoad, but continually. 
giveth her mind to pꝛaciſe excellent qualities, among@ other er- 
tuous Ladies. During this their talk, they had walked about the 
Palace to the end, that Oriſtus might behold the ſfatelineſs thereof ; 
who having ſeen all things, and knowing which was Laurana's 
Lodging, was in ſome meaſure comfo2ted by that knowledge,

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'Thus the day being ſpent, and the Kjng returned from Hunting, + 


Pari mus came to Oriitus, and enquired of him, Ik he had heard of 
Laurana, and what tomfozt there was fo2 him? My Lo2d, quoth he, 
J have beheld her, and heard her Heavenly Uoice, who is able to 
aſtonich any Man with her cxceeding Beauty: relating unto him all 
the Conference he had with Lozd Remus, which did greatly rejoyce 
him to hear. So he betook himſelf to his reſt, where he lpent moſt 
part of the Night, in meditating how to come to the ſp&ch 02 ght of 
her. 

Uerp early the next Mozning, taking a Bok in his Hand, he 
walkt into the Garden that was under Laurana's Chamber- window. 
where having walked a while, he eſpying her Looking out ; - whoſe 
Heavenly Beauty ſo Captivared all his Senſes, that he ſtood ag one 
half amazed; and though he had never [een her bekoze, pet his fancy 
perſwaded him it was ſhe :, which ſhe perceiving, Clipping. back, cal: 
led Ledia unto her, asking her, Jf ſhe knew the Knight that walked 
under her Window ? who told her, That it was the Pzince of Bo. 
hemia. Whereat Laurana bluſhed ſo exceedingly, that her Heart 
ſ&med to leap within her. Then ſecretly looking out, ſhe diligently 
beheld him, raking ſuch a diligent view of his Comlineſs, that pꝛe- 
ſently her fancy began to commend his Perſon, feeling in her ſelf a 
kind of delight to behold him. Pariſmus ſ&ing her gone, began ts 
repꝛove himſelf of great folly, that by his rachnels had depzived him. 
ſcif of her ſight. 

By that rime he had walked there a good ſpace, Oriſtus came to 
tell him, That the King expected his coming into the Gzeat Cham: 
ber ; which cauſed him to depart, yung a lad look to the Window, 
as unwilling toloſe the light thereof, telling Oriſtus how koztunately 
he had beheld Laurana, 

By this time they were come to the King, whoſaluting Pariſmus, 
deüred his Company to vile Otiris, Ar their coming they found him 
very chcarful, which rejoyted Dionyſus to lee: who coming to him, 
told him, That he, with the young Pzince of Bohemia, were come 
to viſit him, and to be certified of the occaſion of his miskoztune. J 
yield my humble thanks, ſaid Oſiris, to your Majeſty, and that No- 
ble Pꝛince, for the care pou have ok my Welfare, being ſozry, that 
by my miſadventure. you have been diſquieted. But to ſatisfie your 
Highneſs therein, thus it was; 
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The ſame day your Excellency found me ſoze Wounded, J being up 
ſomewhat early, walking at one end ok my Ozchard, eſpyed an Ar- 
med Knight haling and pulling a beautiful young Maid in molt rude 
and diſcourteous manner; and notwityfanding the manifold en: 
treatics ſhe uſed, would not leave his Cruelty, bur uſed theſe Speches 
unro her: Content thy ſelf ro be thug uſed ar my hands, and take it 
fo2 a favour that Þ uſe the not wozſe, fo! the injury that thx Bꝛother 
bath done me, will Þ revenge onthe. 

hy? lam ſhe, it wag not my offence, no2 pzocured by my knows 
tedge 3 he is a Knight, and beareth Acmg, revenge jour ſelf on 
him, do not attempt to diſhonour me, that am a Maiden, but rather 
take my life, that thereby J may be rid lrom rh, ſhame you intend to 
my Honour. Nay, pꝛioud Damſel, quoth he, mow thinkeft the 
Uſage J intend a ſhame, J will the rather do it to\ver thee. 

J liftencd as long as J could, to. hear her talk, and marking 
which way they took, J went in, and with all the ſpeed J could, 
Armed mp ſelf, and followed alter them, but could not overtake 
them befoze they were gotten into the Wood ; where by the try ok 
the Damſel, J found him ready to accompliſh his Uillany, thzeat⸗ 
ning moſt grievouſly to toʒment her if ſhe yielded not to him. Tray- 
toz, ſaid J, what moveth thee to uſe this Lady ſo difcourteouſly ? It 
bcſeemeth not a Knight anda Gentleman, as thou lemeſt to be, to 
uſe ſuch rigour to a diſtrefſed Uirgin. Sir, be gone, ſaid he again, 
02 J will quickly ſend thee againſt thy will, and then tell thee my 
reaſon. Mherewith the Maiden deſired me J would pity her 1 
telling me, Thar ſhe was Daughter unto a Knight heten Hines 
the King of Salmatia, and was by that Knighr violently raken fozch 
of her Father's Garden, none being by to ard her, and bzought into 
that miſerable eſtate by the cruelty of that wicked \2omicide, who 
went to diſhonour her; deſiring me, if J were a Knight, and not 
bent to be Inhumane, thet J would releaſe her from his Tyranny. 
Whercwithal, his mind being pukt up with Uillanp, he ran upon 
me, and J defended my ſelf. We had not entountred long together, 
but there ifued fozth of the Wood, two Knights4n Armoz, being, 
as it læmed, of my Adverſary's acquaintance, and violently running 
upon me, without [peaking a wozd, lekt me in that eſtate you found 
me.

more buſied on his Love, than to liſten to Oſiris's Spech, being

not knowing there was any at hand to reſcue Ofiris. | 

Thus having conferred, and every ones Cenſure diverlly given, 


Dionyſius then ſaid, My heart earneſtly deſireth to know how this 
ſhould come to paſs, and to find out the poo? diſtrelled Maiden.

How Sitanus, Son to the King of Perſia, the King and Queen of 
Hungary, the Prince of. Sparta, and the Lady Jſabella, arrived 
at Djonyſiug's Court. How Pariſmus in a Mask, accompanied 
by the Lord Remus, and divers other Knights of Theſſaly, 
Couried the Princeſs Laurana, and how ſhe became enatnoured 
of him. 


4 Hen Dionyſius and Pariſmus had viſited Oſiris, and retur⸗

ned to the Court, they heard the ſound of moſt [weet 
accozding Mulick. which made Dionyſius wonder. But 
it was ſoon certificd him, that there were come to his Court divers 
Ladies of great account from fozth of Hungary and Sparta, whom 
the Nuen had entertained in great Mirth and Royalty, not knowing 
what they were, becauſe they concealed 'themfelves; and that there 
were alſo divers Knights Hunting in the Fozreſt of Red Deer; who 


intended that Night to come to the Palace; which made Dionyſus 


both admire who thoſe new-come-Gueſts (ould be, and ſtudy how to 


entertain them on fuch a ſudden Therefoze leaving Pariſmus to be 


accompanied with others of his Nobleg he gabe ozder fo2 the enter⸗ 
taining that company of Strangers. 5 
«When Pariſmus wag alone, he got himſelf to his Chamber, and 
began to think that now there being ſuch a Company of States that 
ei}: 7.8 | conceale? 
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coacealed themſelves, coming to the Court, and he lo unkoztunate, 
as not yet to habe made known his Love to Laurana, ſome of them 
might become his Rival, and make fir ſuit tinto her. and ſo be 
firſt accepted, and he diſappointed of his chiekeſt Felicity : therekoze 
be determined that Evening to uſe all poſible means he might, to 
make known his affection. Having ſpent moſt part of the Afternoon 
in theſe and luch like Meditations, he was certified by Orittus, that 
the ſtrange Knſghis were come to the Court; and that he knew 
them to be Antenor, the poung King of Hungaria, and his beauti- 
ful Mugen, the King's Son of Sparta, named Turnus, and one 
young Knight, who concealed himſelf, which ſeemed to be the great⸗ 
et Perſonage in the company; and that the Ladies that came bekoze, 
were the Queen of Hungaria, Lady Iſabella, Siſter to che Pzince 
of Sparta, and divers other ms! Honourable and Noble Ladies of 
very high Account. 

Pariſmus was much perplered in mind with Bedſtating who that 
unknown Knight ſheuld be, and began to be jealous of that which as 
pct he had no likelihood himſelf to obtain. Being in this Meditation 
be reſolved rhat Night ro Honour Dionyſius his Gueſts witha Mask, 
thereby to gain an oppoztunity (if it might be poſſible) to Court his 
Miſtrels: therefoze he willed Oriſtus to make ſome of the young 
Nobles acquainted with his intent, and to certifle Dionyſius that he 
was not in perfect health, deſtring rherefoze to keep his Chamber, 
Which when Dionyſius heard, he deſired Olivia to ſee he wanted no- 
thing, for he was the only Gueſt he eſteemed, 

The Queen coming” to Pariimus's Chamber to viſit him, found 
bim very buſie with other Knights about their Mack: who efpying 
her, began to be ſomewhat abaſhed, ſaying, Most Noble Queen, 
A defire your pardon, having taken me thus on a ludden: J dtd cer- 
tille his Highnels J was not well, to the intent our Magk might be 
preſented unlooked fo). | 

Noble Pzince, replyed the Queen, Jam glad that you are in this 
good eſtate of Þealth, and thus ready to Honour us with your vertuous 
Exerciſes, nomiſing to keep your intent ſecret to my ſelf; and ff 
you want any furtherance that J can pleaſure you withal, it ſhall be 
ready at pour command. UWhereupon the then departed to Laurana, 
telling her, that ſhe intended to pzovide a Banquet fo2 the new-come 
States, and therefo:e willed her to give ozder to have the lame perfor - 
med. Which news rejoyced _ to hear, hoping there to — the

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Pzince of Bohemia, go whom ſhe bare an inward Love and deſire of 
acquaintance ; lo that haſtening all things to a ceadineſs, and adoz- 
ning her ſelf in moſt coſtly Dznaments, the expected the wiſhed time 
of their coming. | 
When Supper was ended, the Queen commanded a Gentleman 
to invite Vionyſius, the King of Hungaria, the Printe of Sparta, 
and all the reſt, unts a Banquet, in an exceeding ſtately Gallery, 
where they were by the Queen moſt Royally entertained. All in ge- 
neral admired rhe erceeding Beauty and comely Statelineſs of the 
Pzinceſs Laurana; andthey almoſt fed themſelves as much with her 
lurpaſing Bcauty, as with the Dainties that were prepared. 


" **Laurana on the other ſide marvelled, that amongſt all thoſe 


Knights, che could not behold the Pzince of Bohemia, which had 
dꝛawn her into manifold Togirations ; pet tonceived hope to be aſſured 
of the Truth. 

By that time the Banquer was ended, and all ready to depart, 
they were ſtayed by the ſound of moſt Harmonious Mulick: which 
unerpeced noiſe made Dionyſius to wonder.

Next 
entred two Tozch-bearers and two Eunuchs, appareiled as the koꝛ- 
mer, and playing on ſeveral Inſtruments: then entred two Knights 
apparelled in Tawny, being mof richly adozned. Next them en- 
tred two other Tozch-bearers and Eunuchs, apparilled as the rt : 
alter wi om followed two other Knights, apparelled in Tawny as the 
other were: and laſt entred two other Tozch- bearers, and two Eu- 
”nuchs, apparelled, and playing on ſeveral Jnſtruments: alter 
whom followed the Lozd Remus, appareiledin Carnation, like PariC. 
mus, but not in ſuch gozgeous manner. All marching thzice about 
the Gallery whilſt rhe Yuſick ſounded. 

The Adembly well liked this Mask, eſpecially Dionyſius, who 
wondzed ar whence they were; fo that he was aitogether ignozant, 
and nothing ſuſpectingrhey were of his own Court, ſaid to the Pzince 
af Sparta, There is a poung Paince in my Court that is now ck, 
otherwiſe 
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etherwile J ſhould have thought he had ben the chief amongſt them. 
The Eyes of the whole Company were buſied with beholding their 
comely Perſons, and their Ears delighted with the ſound of rhe 
Muſick Laurana adviſedly beheld thoſe Knights, rhinking verily 
Pariſmus was one in the Company, fo2 ſhe knew not of the Mellage 
he had ſent the King her Father. UWhilt ſhe was in the midſt of this 
Meditation, Pariſmus came with great revercnce, and took her by the 
Hand to Dance. which ſhe courteoully accepted. Tozd Remus took 
the Pzince of Sparta's Siſter, Lozd Oriitus another Lady of Sparta, 
and ſo lik- wiſe the reſt. A : 

The Arſt Mealure being ended, Pariſmus reverently ſaluted Lau- 
rana with theſe Speeches, Moſt vertuoug Pꝛincels, pardon me, fdz 
pꝛeſluming to trouble your lacred Ears with my Spechcs, to: rhe 
Uertue of your Beauty hath over⸗maſtered my Affections, and my 
poo Life is devoted to your Service, deſiring you to accept me fo2 
your poo2 Servant, though altogether unwoꝛthy. And though rhe 
ſmall Trpal you have of my Truth, may diſcourage you ts credit 
me, pit notwithſtanding my un wozthinels, J deſire you to try me an 
way, thereby to ſee how willing J will be to merit your favour, 

Sir, replyed Laurana, J thank vou to; your kindnels, neither can 
I blame your Spceches, if pour meaning be good: but as J am 
unwozths® to entertain ſuch a Servant, co would J not willingly 
truſt him J know not: But hereafter, when your diſguiſe is baniſh: 
ed, as J ſee good, J will entertain you. | 

Noble Lady, ſaid Pariſmus, J have taken this Habit only there- 
by to be ſo happy, as to make manifeſt my affection to deſerve pour 
favour : and if you will but vouchſafe, to conceive aright of my god 
meaning, xou will ſay, He that pꝛoffered his Service, would refuſe 
to do it to any but pour moſt wozthy ſelf. 4 

Sir, quoth ſhe, As J know you not, ſo J am ignozant ot your 
meaning, and therefoze count me not unmannerly to make no moze 
eſtimation of pour pꝛottered Courteſie, Pariſmus being ready to 
ſpeak, the ſecond Mealure ſounded, which being ended, Loꝛd Rez 
mus began to parlcy with Lady 1:abella, Siſter to the Pzince of Spar- 
ta, Ccurteous Lady, quoth he, J being unknown, p2offer m 
humble Service unto your (elf, unts whoſe perkedions Jam ſo wholly 
bound, that unleſs it plcaſe you to accept of my Loyalty, J hall 
conſume my weariſome days in Sozrow. ' Sit, quoth the Uerruous 
Iſabella, your undeſerved kindneſs J know-not how to require; and 
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J ſpould be very (ozry, if by mp occaſion you ſhould be grieved: and 
this J faithfully aſlure you, that as occaſion ſhall ſerve, J will here- 
after entertain you. All this time Pariſmus was walking with Lau- 
rana, uſing thele Spe thes: | 

Molt admirable Pzinceſs, becauſe J am diſguiſed, you may think 
my w92ds to p2oceed rather of courſe then of true affection ; bur J 
aſſure you, never did any with moze zcal utter his fainting wozds, 
no2 mo2e abho2 unfaithfulneſs, then my ſelf doth. Being alſo un⸗ 
known, you may think my boldneſs to p2oceed out of hope not to be 
diſcovered. But to acquaint you with my Name, it is Pariſmus, 
who have kozſaken my Country and Friends, to ſerve your Uertucus 
ſelf, and do you Service. But unte my coming into your Fathers 
Court, A could never be ſo happy, until this moſt koztunate hour, 
ag to enjoy your pꝛelente, which is the only comfo2t whereon my hap- 
pineſs depeadeth. Therefoze, Divine Pzinceſs, weigh my intent 
in the Ballance of Equity, and let me by pour comfo2ztable anlwir be 
revived. 

My Noble Lozd, replyed Laurana, J heartily thank you fo2 taking 
ſo much pains fo2 my ſake, being unwozthy thereof, and alſo unable 
to be ſufficiently thankful unto you fo2 the lame: and whereas pou ſap 
your happineſs reſteth in my power, if J can any way pꝛocure your 
content, to the uttermoſt of my endeavour J will do it. 

Pariſmus was ſo raviſtzed with the Heavenly Uoice of Laurana , 
that he could habe wiſhed ns other happineſs then to enjoy her pꝛe⸗ 
ſence ; and was by her kind and modeſt anſwer ſo much comfozted, 
a8 he reſolved no miſcry 02 calamity whatſoever ſhould alter his true 
Aﬀcti | 

— on the other fide, whoſe mind was never befoze in thꝛal⸗ 
dom, began now to be lo far tyed in the bonds of friendſhip and good 
liking to Paraſmus, that ſhe was altogether unwilling to leave his 
Ccinpany. 

By this time the reſt of the Maskers having ended their Speech: 
es, the ſound of rhe Mulick made them remember their third Mea⸗ 
ſure ; which being ended, Pariſmus kiſſing the P2zinceſs hand, with a 
heavy Cigheft her in the place where he kound her: and all bcfng 
ready to depart, Dion yſius coming unto them, ſaid, Moſt courtcous 
Knights, J know not what entertainment to give you, becauſe pou 

are unknown ta me; but requeſt this at paur hands, That you will 
accept of a Banquet my Daughter hath pzovided you. Which —— 
. 3 tauled 
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cauted Pariſmus to be willing to yield his conſent, becauſe it was of 
the Pzinceſs doing. whoſe preſence was the pzeſervarien of his Life. 
our Majeſty, anſwered Pariimus, makcth us lo kind a pzoffer, that 
we cannor, being bound at pour command, deny your requeſt. So 
unmasking himſelf, he came with great reverence to Dionyſus, who 
knowing him, embtaced him, ſaying, Ye was glad that he had no 
wozſe ſickneſs than that. confeſliing he was much indebted to him fo2 
honouring his Court with his paſtime. So faluting all the Company, 
the Knight that concealed himſelf , ſuddenly departed the pꝛeſence: 
The reaſon ſhall be declared hereafter, 

All the Allembly greatly commended Pariſmus, being much de- 
lighted to behold his vertuous Behaviour, who waz indeed wozthy to 
be accounred the Pzince af Courteſie,» The Quen then told him, the 
had been his ſecrer Tounſel keeper : and he humbly kiſſing her hand, 
returned her thanks. Then being come to the place where the Ban- 
quer was pꝛobided, Dionyſus told them, He would leave them to be

Might J be happily al- 
cured of theſe doubts. then would my dilquiet mind ref highly con- 
tented; and until that time, J ſhall but ſpend my days in endleſs 
care and heavineſg.

Ledia rhereupon taking a fair Cloth in her hand, went into the 
Garden, as if ſhe intended to gather eme Herbs, and had not ſen 
him. When the came near the place where he was ütting in a dep 
ſtudy, which was under an open Arbour, having a ſight of her, he 
ſuddenly ſtarted, and knowing her to be Servant to Laurana, kindly 
faluted her, ſaying, Fair Damſel, It J be not d*ceived, you are 
attendant on the Pzinceſs Laurana, Sir, anſwered Ledia, J am. 
J pay pou, quoth he, How kareth your mot ertellent Piftreſs ? 
fo2 J am in doubt our laſt Nights Exerciſe diſquieted her: which 
were J allured, J would not hereafcer attempt ſuch boldneſs. Jn» 
ded, quorh Ledia, J know not, but J heard my Lady much coms 
mend the Pzince of Bohemia to be a gallant Knight, and that ſhe 
was much beholding unto him, and uſed many gracious Speches in 
his commendation.

Reply, that he 
eſteemed himſelf to be the foztunateſt Man living, a rhouſand times 
kiſing and reading thoſe wert Lines, that in his fancy he never felt 
any Joy like unto this his [wert Meditation. Then he ſhewed Oriſ- 
tus the ſacred Lines Laurana had ſent, willing him to be ready ro go 
with him to the place appointed, but unſeen, leaſt that che Pzinceſs 
ſhould blame him koz not fulfilling her mind. Thus (pending the 
day, (which leemed to be longer than twe) he again returned to his 
Chamber, thinking each minute a year, and%hund2ed times wiſhing 
the app2oach of the appointed time. Laurana in the mean time being 
not unmindkul of her pzomiſe, only attended by Ledia, was gon? 
down into the Garden, - by a we that opened out gf her Lodging ; 


where 
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where being come, Cynthia was pꝛoud to give light to her Bajcltis 
cal pzeſence : and by the clearneſs of her Cplendoz, (had any beheld 
her) ſhe might have been eſteemed to ſurpaſs the comelineſs of Dia- 
na, walking in her chaſte conceſts. 

Pariſmus lonie what befoze the hour, was likewiſe gone fo2th in his 
Night:Gown, with his Swozd under his Arm; and coming to the 
Gate he was wont to go in at into the Garden, found it ſhut, and 
having no other means, got over the Mall, and wag gotten into a 
ſecret place, to entertain Love with a Curfeiting Delight. But 
when he bcheld his Divine Goddeſs enter into the Arbour, his heart 
was ſo ſurp2ized with Joy at her pzeſcnce, that at his coming to her 
he could not utter a wozd but with great reverence taking her te nderly 
25 the hand, which he was afraid to touch without her leave, at laſt he 
ald, 

Moſt vertuous Lady, fince it hath pleaſed you to grant me this 
exceeding favour, J here vow that J will not ſpeak a wozd, noz act 
any thing, wl ich ſhall not acco2d with your mind. By Lowd, ſajd 
Lzurana, Had J nos pꝛeſumed upon your Uertue, J would not thus 
have come hither. Ulhich kind Speech lo much emboldned Pari mus, 
that he embzaced her in his Arms, and biſt her, and atting down 
together, they folded each in the others Arms. Pariſmus began to 
recount unto her his Love, and how that his coming into Thcitaly 
was only to do her Service, vowing never to depart, if te would not 
accept him her pooz Servant; with many other kind p:;oteltationg, 
pzocceding from his unfeigned affection : That Laurana , being 
wounded with his entreatieg, could not chu'e but accept of his Love, 
uttering unto him thele comtozrable Speches. 

My Lo2d, fo2 that J am perſwaded of rhe conſtancy of your 
Love, and fo? that you vouchſafe to pzoffcr ſuch kindneſs to me that 
have not deſcrved the ſame, J will manifeit that which rather J 
Sould conceal, fo2 that you map ſuppoſe my yielding ſo ſoon doth pꝛo- 
tæd of light bzed affection : But, my Lo2d, J aſlure you, that at ſuch 
a time as J [aw you coming in this Court, my Heart was then ſur: 
p1ized, pzocured (as J think) by the Deftinics, that ever ſince J 
have vowed to reſt pours aſſured ro command, ſo that you no way pꝛe- 
tend any wzong : therefoze commitring all that is mine into your 
hands; I here give you allurante of my true and conſtant Love. 

hus they ſpent the Night in kind ſalutations and courteoug enbza: 
tings, to the unſpeakable joy and tomkozt of them both. Ledia all 
this while walking about the Garden, and carefully looking about 


her, 
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her, eſpied a light in the Queens Chamber, wh:reof che gave the 
two Lovers Intelligente. Pariſmus thought that news unwelcome, 
but being neceſſitated to depart, he ſadly took his leave, dcfiring to 
know when the would bouchſafe him her preſence again: which Ge 
told him ſhould be at his appointment, fo2 that he was now his to 
diſpoſe ok; ſo with many ſweet embzaces they parted. Laurana 
went to her Chamber very melancholly, becauſe ſhe had ſo ſon loſt 
his Company, and could not be allured leaſt any miskoztune might 
befall him; pet was ſomewhat com kozted in thinking of his fairhful 
Momiſes. | 

Pariſmus quickly got ober the Wall, and was ſoon ſafely come to 
bis Chamber, where he told ro Oriſtus his happy ſucceſs in Love, 
asking his Counlel how he might procure Diony ſius his good liking 
to Conſummate the Marriage betwirt them: which firſt he thought to 
mention himſelf, then he thought Dionyſius would not like thereof, 
without he had the conſent of his Father: and withal might blame 
Laurana With undutifulneſs, if he knew it were with her pzivitp. 
Again, he thonght it beſt to ſend Oriſtus into Bohemia, to give hiz 
Father knowledge thereof, and to intreat him to ſend Ambaſſadozs 
to that effec Contrarily he thought, that in the mean time ſome 
other of greater Birth then himſelf might demand her of the King, 
and ſs have the firſt grant; though he knew that Laurana would ne⸗ 
ver yield her conſent. 

Being in this perplexity, he could not fo2 the preſent reſolbe upon 
any thing, but walking in the Garden tro-eaſe his heart with ſome 
Recreation, he met Dionyſius, the King of Hungaria, the pꝛinte of 
Sparta, .and Sicanus, Son tothe King of Perſia, though unknown, 
* Dionyſivs, fo2 the moze honourable entertainment of his Guets, 
made one most Royal Banquet fo2 all in general. The Quen, 
and a gallant train of beautiful Ladies were there likewiſe, which 
was not uſual.

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Laurana's behavicur then any other, becauſe his coming was onlp to 
requeſt her in Marriage of her Father: and though both the young 
Pꝛinces was very circumſpect, yer Sicanus his curious Tye found, 
02 at :ealt ſuſpectcd, that there was ſome Love betwirt them, which 
they little thought of, having their minds buſted with mo2e pleaſant 
Meditations, And akter that, Sicaffus inwardly envyed Pariſmus in 
bis heart. 

Dinner being ended, the Knights ſpent ſome part of the Akter⸗ 
noon in dancing, which being ended, every Man betook himſelf to 
what er ertiſe liked him beſt, Pariſmus and Lo2d Remus accompas 
nied the Pꝛincels Laurana, and the Lady L/abella home to their 
Lodgings : which made Sicanus to fret inwardly, to think that Pa- 
riſmus (his only Enemy, as he thought) ſhould obtain the poſſeſſſ- 
= of Laurana's Love, which might debar him of his wiſhed 
hope. | 

Pariſmus ſ&ing Loꝛd Remus talking to-Iſabella, ſaluted his Lau- 
rana with theſe Speeches, My dear Lady, although J confeſs my 
(elf far unwozthy of that kindneſs you have granted me, pet J hum⸗ 
bly requeſt one favour moze at your hands; which is, That you 
would vouchſafe to meet me to mozrow at night in the happy place, 
where J received the firſt allurance of your comkoztable kindneſs ; 
fo: my paſſions are ſo extream, that my life would periſh, were it 
not maintained by enjoying pour Love: where J will impart a le⸗ 
cret unto you, that now J have no time to utter. 

My Lo2d, laid Laurana, you need not uſe ſuch entreatſes to her 
that is not unwilling, neither hath ſhe power to deny your requeſt. 
The Queen coming into that place where they were, cauſed Paril- 
mus with a heavy gh to depart, and Lozd Remus with him, between 
whom there began a firmleague of Friendſhip. 

Now Lozd Remus did bear great affection to the Lady Iſabella, and 
had ofrentimeg ſolicſted his Suit unto her, which ſþe in a manner 
yielded unto ; which made Pariſmus the rather chuſe him koz his 
Companion, by keeping his Company, to have the oktner acceſs un- 
to Laurana, The King of Hungaria, the Pzince of Sparta, and 
Sicanus, they were encountred by King Dionyſius; unto whom the 
King of Hungaria began to declare, How that the Pzince of Sparta 
and himſelf, had a matter to treat with his Bajeſty (ik he would 
douchſafe them Audience) from the mighty King of Perſia ; who 
having a great delice to be allied unto him, and having heard m_ 
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{old repozts of his vertuous Daughter Laurana, had ſent them ts 
intreat a Marriage between her and Sicanus his Son, and Heir of 
Perſia, who was there then pꝛelent with them, though until that time 
be was unwiliing:to make himſelf known, 

Dionyſius then moſt kindly embzaced him, telling him, that he 
thought himſelf much hononred with his company; and that ſince it 
pleaſed his Father to treat of Alliance betwire them, he would wil⸗ 
lingly give his conſent, ſo he could firſt get his Daughter*s god will, 
whom he would not willingly match contrary to her liking, pzomiſing 
to uſe his commandment unto her fo2 the perfozmance thereof : Foz 
which dicanus thanked him. Thus having ſpent rhe day in this and 
ſuch like talk, Supper was ready, which being ended, they all be» 
took themſelves to their leveral Lodgings.

How Dfonvſiug ſent for Laurana, and declared to her the cauſe of 
Sitanus's coming; and how ſhe made it known to Pariſmus, 
and gave him full aſſuraace of her Love, 


| Arly the next Mozning Dionyſius ſent a Meſſenger to will 
E Laurana to come unto him: Laurana marvelling at her Fa: 
. ther'g ſudden ſending fo2 her, ſuſpedted that he had heard lome 
News of her love to Pariſmus, otherwiſe ſhe could not tell what the 
cauſe might be: but making her ſelf ready, ſhe pzeſently came to 
him, and having done humble reverence unto him, he uttered theſe 
Speches. . 

Laurana, my chief care is to ſee thee Married actozding to thy 
ſtate, which hath made me ſend koz the, to know whether thou haſt 
already placed thy affc&ion oꝛ not; ctherwiſe there is tome into this 
Country, a Knight of great eſtate and honourable parts, Son and 
Heir unto the King of Perſia, who concealed himſelf until peſter⸗ 
night; in whole behalf the King of Hungaria and Pyince of Sparta, 
are come from his Father to crave the in Marrlage. Now if thou 
canſtfancy him, thou ſhalt highly honour thyſelf, have an honourable 
Hugband, and rejoyce my heart to ſee thee ſo well matched befoze my 
death, which will come very ſhoztly. J have given my content, ſo 
it be with thy liking : ko; Co dearly J love thee, that J would as well 
have thy fancy pleas'd, as mine own mind ſfatisfiev. Therefoze 

let 
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let me know thy mind. Whereupon Laurana made {int this An- 
[wer. ; 

My dear Lozd and Father, J humbly thank you koz the manifoly 
benefirs received by pour fabour , being pet at liberty from all, 
knowing it my duty to have pour conſent, befoze J would pzeſume to 
match my (elk; truſting that J ſhall ſo place my affentions, as ſhall 
be agreeable to your pleaſure, Well, do lo then, (ſaid the King) 
and this was the cauſe J ſent koz you. 

Laurana departed with a heavy ſigh, wiſhing that the time of 
Pariſmus appꝛoach were come, that ſhe might impart this News un: 
to him, which grieved her, and ſhe knew would not pleaſe him, re: 
ſolving wich her ſelf never to give conſent. And after Dinner 
(by the commandment of Olivia the Queen) ſhe accompanied the 
Lady Iſabella, by means whereof, Sicanus had occaſion to Court 
her: whom he found to be of ſo mild behaviour, and pet ſo far 
differing from his mind, that he ſaw no likelyhood of attaining her 
Love. 

His {mpoztunate demands (which he builded upon her Father's 
p20miſe, and his own hope of aſſurance) ſhe anſwered ſo wiſely and 
courteoufly, that his Love thereby encreaſed, but his Hope was no

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ber fo2 him, which ſhe thought to be the firre{t place fo2 their pzivate 
Conference, fo2 that ſhe was now fully alured of his honourable 
meaning. So directing him. the way, he quickly found Laurana, 
who was come to the Stairs-head ro mer him; whom he kindly 
ſaluted, and ſhe as lovingly weltomed him, ſpending th ir time in 
ſwer Gzeeting, bur far from any thought of Unchaſtneſs, their 
Embzacings being grounded upon the molt vertvous Conditions that 
might be. And litting together upon the Beds de, Laurana taking 
Pariimus by the hand, the Tears ſtanding in her Eyes, told him all 
the Speeches her Father had uled unto her, and of Sicanus his Love: 
repeating all that had paſſed betwixr them. Which extreamly 
grieved Pariſmus to hear; not that he doubted her change, but fo? 
that he was thereby diſappointed of the firſt grant from Dionyſius, 
who he was fully perlwaded would have given his conſent. 

Dear Lady, ſaſd Pariſmus, - fince theſe miſchances are unkoztu- 
nately happened, J know not how to remedy them: but it reſteth .

My Low, replyed Laurana, pou need not uſe theſe Speeches, oz 
any way trouble pour mind; fo2 J p;omiſe and pꝛoteſt, that not the 
loſs oz diſpleaſure of my Friends, oz any other miſery 02 tozment 
whatſoever , ſhall make me any way infringe that P2zomiſe J have 
made you, fo2 your Love is moze dear unto me, than my Like: but 
J defire you to tell me how J may any way wozk pour content, and 
J will do it. Moze the would have ſpoken, but the Cryſtal Tears 
that fell from her Eyes, and ertream ſozrow to ſ& Pariſmus ſo ſad, 
ſtopped her Specch, Who was dzawn into ſuch admiration to think 
of her kindneſs, that he could uſe no wozdg to comfozt her, but with 
his Theeks wiped away the Tears that bede wed her Face, and be⸗ 
ſtowed ſweer Kiſſes on her Cozal coloured Lips : and at lack he 
ſaid, Dear Laurana, dear Laurana, J would deſire you not to think 
J any wap call your Loyalty in queion, but only uſed rhoſe Speth- 
es to allure you, that whatſoever pleaſeth you, J account my great: 
eſt Blils; but (ince you vouchlafe to grant me that favour, to be con: 
tent to endure your Parents diſpleaſure fo2 my ſake, that am unwozthy 
ok that kindneſs, J will hercafrer ſo fully reſt at pour command, to 

da 
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do what:oever lieth in my power, that you ſhall ſay, Pariimus is not 
unwilling, although unable, ro be ſufficiently thankkul. 

Thus thinking roo much of their ſtolen time ſpent about this un- 
pleaſant Newa, they began to uſe wozds of moze comfo2r, pꝛocee- 
ding krom the bindeſt triendchip that might be: foz lo pleaſantly [wert 
wece their lovely joys, and true-heartcd meanings, that they far ſur: 
palled the admirable kindneſs of Lovers, bur might be rermed the 
true Duijects of perfect Pleaſures; wherein thele two harmleſs 
Souls continucd the greateſt part of rhe Night with joy, that had Si- 
canus (who moſt envied Variſius) ſeen and beheld them, he would 
never have attempted to part ſuch a pair of faithful Friends. 

Now the dilmal hour of their parting being come, by reaſon of 
the light which the Sun began to give into their Chamber, Pariſmug 
Taking Laurana in his Arms, dzawing ſweet Bzeath from her Lips, 
told her, That now to his hearts grief, he muſt leave her to be Cour: 
ted by his Enemy Sicanus; relating th: long Mars that had paſſed 
between their Fathers, and rhe late weace that was concluded, and 
how that he knew Sicanus at his firſt coming into Theulaly. He de⸗ 
fires her to let him underſtand ſuch evo from her, os did concern their 
Love : which ſhe pꝛomiled him (ze would, and wirhal, that che would 
never yield to love him that was an Enemy to Variſmus, but would 
hate her own Heart, ik ſt could buc think a thought to wzong him. 
Thus, with a thouſand times embracing one another, they parted, he 
to his Lodging, and ſhe to her reſt.

How Sitanus hired three Tartarians to muster Pariſmus ; and 
how he was taken up by certain Cut-laws, and had his Life pre- 
ſerved, What ſorrow Laurana made for his loſs ; and what be- 
fel at Dionyſus his Court, 


7 de next Mozning Sicanus ſought all the means he could to ſoli- 
| cite his Suit again: but Laurana uſed the matter-in ſuch 

ſozt, that ſhe kept her Chamber thee oz kur days, to the 

end he ſhould have no occaſion to ſpeak to her; which made him al- 
moſt mad. And [eeing himſelf fruſtrated of his del re that way, his 
mind, being apt koz any impreſſion, began to deviſe how he might 
either find out the cauſe of Laurana's (ttangenels, oz revenge = 
el 
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ſelf on Pariſmus, who he thought was the only Man thatHindzed his 
Love. Studying how to bzing that about, he began to weigh how 
greatly Parilmus was eſteemed of Dionyſius, and that his vertues 
made him ſo well beloved of all, that to offer him any abuſe openly, 
every one would condemn him, and thereby his Honour would the 
moe fncreaſe, and he himſelf be cvil thought on by Dionyſus, and 
condemned by Laurana, and pet notwithſtanding be nothing the 
nearer his purpoſed determination. At length giving Lis mind over 
to all Uaickedneſs and Cruelty, he thought the beft courſe he had, 
was to murther him ſecretly ; rherefo2e calling unto him thee of his 
Servants, being Tartarians, he uſed a long circumſtance of kind 
Speches unto them, pzomiling, that if they would deviſe ſome 
means how ro revenge him on an Enemy that had done him greac 
injury, he would pzefcr them unto Dignity when he came into his own 
Country, and in the mean time he would give them a thouſand 


pounds 

Theſe Uillains, greedy of gain and pꝛekerment, and being at that 
p2eſent pooz and needy, ſwore that they would perfozm whatſoever 
he commended them, ſo they might know the Man. Sicanus then 
giving them the Money, told them it was Pariſmus, who had of 
late done him a monſtrous injury, (at whoſe name the Uillajns ſtared 
one upon another, as though they had repented them of their pꝛo⸗ 
miſe :) and that, when as he rode fo2th on Hawking (as his cuſtom 
was) they might wait an oppoꝛtunity until he was alone, and then 
accompliſh their intended miſchief, (being Beathens, and therefoze 
the moze eaſily dzawn with the hope of reward, to any treachery, ) 
— 2 waited their convenient time with an unmoveable Rela: 
lution. | 

Pariſmus all the day being in company of the King andother 
Nobles, having given his mind to quietneſs, fo: that he was ful- 
PD aſſuted of Lauran?'s favour, nothing doubting the Treaſon of Si- 
canus, told Dionyſius, That he intended to go on Hawking, dell. 
ring him to vouchſafe to ſee his Faulcon flee : which Diony ſius po: 
miledto do, fo2 that his Hawk was eſteemed above all orhers. Like- 
wile Sicanus, the King of Hungaria, and the Pzince of Sparta, 
would bear him company. 

The next Moꝛning very early, King Dionyſius, Pariſmus, and 
the reſt of the Company, addzeſſed themſelves to that Paſtime; and 
having ſpent moſt part of the * towards the Evening Par iſmus 
1. 1 loſt 
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loſt his Hawk, which he loved exceeding well, being pꝛotured by a 
Tempelt that ſuddenly aroſe , and thereby being wandzed from the reft 
of bis Tompany chanced to hear the noiſe of her Bells, as he thought, 
in the Wood hard by; where, becauſe he could. not ride, he alighted 
from his Þozle, and got in on foot. | 
He was not entred far, but thoſe Uillains that Sicanus had hired, 
having followed him ſecretly all that day, and now thinking and find- 
ing this the firret oppoztunity to do their purpoſe, were come into the 
Wood, and cloſe at Farumus his heels: who eſpying them looking 
with ghaſtly countenances, as he thought, and with their weapons 
about them, (rhe Uillians indeed being amazed at his very counte- 
nance) began to call to remembzance the late miſchance that Oſiris 
had received in the lame place: but that thought was (oon extinct, fo2 
that he knew them to be Sicanus his Servants. Ar laſt he agked 
them if they had not Len his Hawk? They anſwered not a wozd, 
bur one of”them Cared about, as if he had heard her near at hand, 
which cauſed Pariſmus to look Mligently the fame wap. But he in the 
mean time dzawing his Swozd, ſtruck Pariſmus ſo violently upon 
the Head, (being bare-headed by reaſon of the heat) and the blow ha: 
bing nothing to mitigate rhe fozce thereof, ſo grievoully wounded 
him, that he fell to the Earth : then, becoze he could recover himſelf, 
and withal being without a Meapon. (fo2 orherwiſe thoſe there could 
not have withſtood his kozte) they had given him two oz thzee moztal 
Wounds z and lecing him not able to reſiſt them, they began to con: 
ſult what rhey ſhould do with his Body. 

In the mean time Pariſmus, having gotten Szeath, began to in⸗ 
treat them to ſpare his Life, (fo2 thꝛeats in ſuch a caſe would not pꝛe⸗ 
vail) pzomiſing to reward them with great kindneſs, {f they would 
not murther him; perſwading them withal, that this their deed 
would be known, fo2 that ſuch wickedneſs is commonly revealed, 
and always grievouſl puniſhed ; and he that had ſet them about that 
Uillanous Agion, ' would always hate them in his heart, though 
putwardly he might pꝛetend a ſhew of fricndſhip 7 telling them like: 
wife, That he was a Pzince, and able to pzefer and plialure them; 
pꝛomiſing them that they ſhould not need to fear Sicanus his diſplea- 
ſure, if they would ſave his Life , and how all Men would hate them 
ka; de ſtroping him; but on the other ide, Men would commend them 
ko; being lo merciful, as to ſpare his Life. All thele perſwaſions 


auld nothing prevail, bus. without making him WW 
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thzuſt their Swoꝛds into his Body in divers places; and thinking 
him to be dead, they toverꝛd him with Mols and Leaves, leaving his 
Carcaſs to be devoured by ſome ULild-Beagt, His Yozſe they found 
tyed without the Wood, bur him they unbzidled and let go, to avoid 
ſuſpicion ; their own Weapons they ſunk in the bottom of a deep 
Pool of Water that was by the Woods ide, and ſo d:parted, not be- 
ing diſcovered, oz ſuſpected by any. 

While they were friving with Pariſmus in this ſozt, it chanced that 
there was a Knight, as he ſeemed be his Armour, that heard the 
noiſe, and haſting by gueſs, ſo well as he could to tie place, at 
length he come where Fariſmus lap covered, and looking about, could 
ſee no body, but might perceive the Earth trodden, and all⸗ to be⸗ 
ſmeared with Blood, and the Mols tozn up, and removed from its 
uſual place: whereupon diligently Cearching about, he eſpied the 
lump of Wols and Leaves, where Pariſmus lap covered under, 
which was the only pꝛeler vation of his Life ; fo2 the Mols lying cloſe 
/ abour him, kept the Wind from his Wounds, - otherwiſe he had 
periſhed. 

The Knight removing off the Leaves, found the Body of the 
goodlieſt Man that ever he beheld, moſt grievouſly Wounded, and 
gaſping fo2 its laſt Bzeath of Life: which ſo mollifled his Peart, 
(though he was ok a cruel diſpoſition) uſed all the means he could to 
reſtoze him; and labouring to recover his Senſes, he perceived 
heath to teal fozth of his Noſtrils, which perſwaded him that there 
was hope of Life. Therefoze raking Pariſmus in his Arms, he con- 
veped him to the place of his abode, which was within thoſe Woods, 
Now you muſt underſtand, that rhis Knight was one of the com: 
pany of thoſe Dut-laws that kept in that Mod, being dziven to live 
in luch an obfcure place, fo? fear of puniſhment fo: divers Outrages 
they had committed, and taking a Felicity in that kind of Life, they 
continued a great Fraternity amongſt them: he being the very 
ſame that had Wounded Ofiris, as befoze rehearſev. Amongſt 
whom we will lcave Fariſmus to declare what happened at the 
Court. 

Dionyſius marvelling that when the day was ended Pariſmus was 
not returned, both he and the ret (icanus excepted) diverflp conjec: 
tured, moſt thinking that he was gone aſtray, and being unacquain- 
ted, might be gone to the Palace, not knowing which way to return 
to the place where ge left them. Sicanus 12 leemed as careful 

2 as 
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as thereſt, Pet atlalt, by rhe Nighrs appzoach they all departed 
towards the City; and at their arrival, Dionyſius earneſtly enquired 
ko Pariſmus his return, but could hear no News thereof. 

Being herear much perplered in mind, he imagined that Pariſ- 
mus might be gone ſo far in ſearch of his Hawk, that he could not at: 
rain to the City that Night, and therefoze might lodge by the way, 
and lo return the next Yozning, Thus, with this hopeful perſwa- 
fon, being perſwaded fo2 that pzeſent, they betook themlelves to 
their reſt. Sicanus being glad with this news of Pariſmus'g want, 
called the Tartarians unto him, and enquired what they had done? 
who certified him of all their villanous exploit, and how cunningly 
they carried it to avoid ſuſpicion 3 to whom he pielded many diſhonour» 
able thanks, fo2 that moſt impious fact. | 

Thus all continued in good hope until the next Mozning, which 
being come, and moſt of the day ſpent, there was no ſucceſsful 
news of Pariſmus his return, and all his Servants were come, only 
the Pꝛinte was iff miſſing. Dionyſius being there with wonderful- 
ly grieved and troubled in mind, ſpeedily cauſed a hundzed Knights 
to make all diligent ſearch and enquiry that might be to hear of bim, 
who were all moſt willing, bearing an inward love to the young 
Paince, above all the Knights that ever arrived in Theſſaly, The 
Bohemian Knights likewiſe made ſuch lamentation fo their Lozd, 
that it was ſoon blazed though the Court and City, that Pariſmus 
was not returned from Hawking: which coming to Laurana's 
hearing, at the firf repozt thereof ſhe was lo tozmented in her thoughts 
that ſhe could hardly refrain from diſcovering her Love by extream 
complaints; as alſo by the manifold queſtions and enquiries ſhe made, 
with whom he went, how long they miſt him, and where, when, and how 
they loſt his company? being dziven into a thouſand ſundzy doubts 
of his ſafety, and ſhewing an extraozdinary care of his Welfare. 
Thus by deviling what ſhould become of him, ec could enjoy no: 
quiet no2 content: but her greateſt comfozt was, That te ill 
hoped ſhe ſhould hear ſome news of his return, by ſuch Knights as 
were gone in ſearch of him; amongſt whom were his own Knights, 
— care ſhe thought would be greater than any others foz his pre- 

tion. 

Oriſtus took his want in ſuch heabineſs, that he ſeemed to be kran · 
kick with extr tam ſozrow. And Sicanus having now accomplithed- 
the thing he purpoſed, uſed oftentimes to vit Laucana, and earneftly 

pzoſecute 
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proſecute his fozmer ſuit; wherewith Laurana was ſo much grieved, 
to remember another Love than Pariſmus, oz to think that any other 
ſhould offer him ſo much wzong, that ſhe ſhewed her ſelf ſo bertuouſly 
diſdainful to Sicanus his Suit, and ſeemed ſo little to regard his 
Wozds and Pꝛoteſtations, that he began to deſpair of obtaining her 
good will. Yet he was fill comfozted in this, that he had her Fa- 
ther'g conſent, which might be a means to pzocure her liking : be- 
ſides, be thought the greatnelg ot his Birth would be a chief means 
to further him in his Suit. x 

Dionyſius, Olivia, and the reſt, were much troubled fog Pariſmus, 
whom thep all deemed to be fallen into ſome Miladventure, ether- 
wiſe they could not imagine what might be the occaſion of his ſay : 
ſs that the whole Court in general was dziven into ſadneſs, that it 
ſeemed not like the ſame it was wont to be: eſpecially rhe King and 
Queen took it ſo heavily, that all their joys was turned to ſozrow, 
and their pleaſant countenances into ſad looks, but pet all continued; 
in hope to hear ſome news of him by the return of ſuch as went in 
ſearch : but moſt of them returning in thꝛee oz four days, fruſtrated 
all their hopes. 

Oriſtus being yet behind, at laſt returncd, having by diligent 
enquiry found our the Hoꝛſe whereon Pariſmus rode, who was taken 
up ſome twenty Miles diſtant from the place where thoſe Uillains 
had lekt him. This augmented their grief when they ſaw all that 
were in ſearch of him returned with no good news, and that Ociſtus, 
the laſt of their hopes, infead of joyful tydings, bzought farther 
cauſe of ſozrow, They were fully allured by his finding the Þozſe 
whereon he rode, and he by no means to be heard ok, that he wag 
eſther fallen into the hands of ſuch as had murthered him; oz by 
miladventure might be deboured by ſome Mild⸗Beaſt that had ſei zed 
on him unawares. And in general, all made ſuch ſozrow fo? the loſs. 
of ſo vertuous a Pzince, that it was to be wondzed ar, that a Man in 
ſo ſhozta time of acquaintance could behave himſelf ſo vertuouſiy ag 
to be ſo well beloved of all. 

Laurana trempting her (elf from all quiet, and baniſbing from: 
her mind all mirth and joy, withal hearing the news Oriſtus had 
bꝛought, fell into ſuch an extream paſſion of Gztef, that fox a long. 
ſpace ſhe continued, as one wholly. bereft: of Life; and notwith: 
ſtanding Ledia and all the reſt of the Ladies uſed all the skill they had, 
pet could they by no-means recover her ;. whereupon. with —_— 

thetrc 
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their hands, tearing their hair, and wie geievous Exclamations, 
- they made luch an eutcry, that the b2uir ther: ol come to the hearing of 
- the King and Queen, and all the reſt: by which occaſion a new 
ſozrow began: By that time the King and Queen were come into 
rhe Chamber, the Pzinceſs began ſomewhat to come to her ſelf ; and 
lifring up her Epeg, and fetching 4 grievous ſigh, looked upon ber 
Father and Mother with ſuch a pitiful countenance, that at the ſight 
rhereof, they could not refrain from tearg, and fill earneſtly looked 
about her to le if Pariſmus were returned. Ar laſt being fully rero⸗ 
vered, Dionyſws asked her what might be the cauſe of this her ſud: 
den ſickneſs? telling her, That if it lap in his power to comfozt 
her, the might be fully allured he would not deny her any thing. 
Laurana kneling down, to have [laid ſomething, was ſo overcome 
with the remembzance of her dear Friend's want, and ertream ſo» 
row ſo fully poſſeſt her Heart, that her Spech was turned to Tears, 
which fell in ſuch abundance from the Cryſtal Fountain of her Eyes, 
that the King and Queen not able any longer to behold her extalle of 
Soꝛztow, left her tothe care ok Ledia, and the rest of her Eadies. 
The King being departed, ſhe diſmiCed all the reſt of her Attendants, 
except Ledia, and began to lament in this manner. 

Unhappy Wzerch that J am ! to what a miſerable eſtate am J 
bꝛought having loſt my greateſt comfozt, and rhe only maintainer 
of my Bliſs, without whole preſence, J neither can noz will enjoy 
my unkoztunate Like! Noble and moſt vertuous P2ince, what is be⸗ 
come of you + what miſadventure is befallen vou? what Tyrant 
could be ſo barbarous ag to do thee injury? what Creature ſo in- 
humane as to wich thee harm? oz what mind ſo malicious as not to 
wiſh pour good? Woe is me fo2 the loſs of my Fariſmus ! Beavi- 
nels ſhall be my Delight. Care and Sozrow my Companions, till 
my Pariſmus return, Oh. but my Heart gives me he will never re- 
turn, he is ſurely dead by lome untimelp accident, 02 he would not all 
this while have been ablent from me. My deareſt Pariſmus, would 
4 were with you whereſoeber you art, then would mp Heart be at 
quiet, then Could J be happy, then (Mould J be rid of my fear, 
Frick, care, lozrow, and pain; koz un you only is my tomlłozt. 

In theſe and ſuch like -plaints, ſhe would have continued ſtill, but 
that Ledia comfozted her with all the perlwallons that ſhe could 
deviſe; telling her that ſhe ought nor to griebe ſo much, fo2 that he 
would lately return again, and that he might abſent himſelf fo2 lundꝛy 
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and ſpecial cauſes not yet known to her, uſing many other devices to 

dzaw her from that extremity ot (ozrow ; in which eſtate the conti- 

nually remained, but pet lomewhat comto:red with hope of his re: 
turn, being thercunto perſwaded by the Speeches of Ledia, whouſed 
the lame only toaſſwage her Miſtrelleg ſozrow, ſhe her ſelf fearing 
* that ſhe ſhould never ſ him again. 

Pariſmus remained all that while amongſt the Dur laws, who kept 
themlelves in a Cave, which they had lecretly and artificially made 
under the (ide of a Hill, in the midi of a Mood, where they could 
hardly be found by any: therefoze there they wought themlelves ſe: 
ture. Theſe were the very ſame that had wounded Oſiris, and had 
with them Diana the Uirgin, in whoſe refcue Oſiris was hurt; rect hy 
Ofiris's Adventure, ſhe was p2cſerved from the outrage the Knight 
intended to her: Foz theſe Dut-laws being without a Captain, they 
therefoz: thought themſelves to be equals, which happened well fo the 
Uirgin; fo2 one of them, that came fo2th with the noiſe of Oſiris 
and the others ught, took ſo good a liking to her, that he repꝛoved the 
others incivility, telling him, That it were a Uillanous Act to de⸗ 
flowze a Uirgin that had not offended him: by whoſe perſwaſions he 
deſiſted from farther Truelty, and carryed her away to the Cave, 
where (he was appointed to dzeſs ſuch proviſion as they bzought in, 
which the willingly did, to defend her ſelf from farthec injury. Pa- 
riſmus his comely p20po2tion made him well liked of all of them; 
who ſe@med to be a Man of great account by his Apparel, and in 
time ther thought he might do them many pleaſures : therefoze they 
commanded this Uirgin'to uſe all her gkill, and endeavour to cure 
bis Wounds who within two daps by her diligent care, had bought . 
him to his Seales, and he began to ſpeak to them, which rejopced 
them to hear. He being thus recovered, wondzed into what place he 
was bꝛought, becauſe ft was dark and in a Cave, having in his pꝛe- 
ſence a company of rude and ſhag-haic*d Fellows, he was half per- 
Cwaded he was metamozphoſed ; but retatning his Manly Courage, 
he demanded of them how he came into that place, and what they 
were that had thus p2eſerved his Like? At laſt he that had bzoughs. 
him thither, told him, That walking into the Wood, being direge 
by a noiſe that he heard, he found him covered with Mols and Leabes, 
almoſt paſt hopes vf Life, and pitying his condition, bzought him 
to that place, being all the Habſtation zhey had; koz that they wers 
ſuch as wanted Wealth, and were dziuen to take that caurte ot Lifs 
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to maintain themſelves ; and that he was to be by diligent paſns of 
that Uirgin bzought into the good effate he was in: Alſo that they pure 
poſed ts elect him fo their Captain. 

Pariſmus thauked him, telling him that he was a Traveller, any 
having loſt his way in thole Woods, met with ſome of their com- 
pany, (as he thought) and was by them lefr in the caſe he found him, 
without any cauſe of offencerhat he had done them. Thus ceaſing to 
commune any further with him, he began to meditate how koztunate⸗ 
ly the Gods had ozdained him to be p2eſerved by them that had deſtroy» 
ed many, and to live in hope to be revenged on Sicanus, that had. lg 
diſhonourably intended his Rnine. Therefoze feeling himſelf in 
good eſtate of recovery, he uſed all the means he could to purchaſe the 
good Opinion of the Dur-laws, whom he durſk not truſt, becauſe 
their minds were addicted to Uillany. Butmoſt of all he marvelled 
ſo Brautiful a Damſel ſhould frequent their Company, And on a 
time, when Pariſmus ſaw all the Dut laws gone out of the Cave, 
and he left alone with Diana, he enquired of her whence fþe was, 
and why ſhe lived there? Having alſo marked her behaviour to- 
wards them, he did admire her vertue, fo2 ſhe ofren repzoved the be⸗ 
havlour of thoſe rude Men. She told him ſhe was Daughter unto a 
Knight of Salmatia, whom one of thoſe Dui-laws had violently raken 
out of her Fathers Garden, in revenge of a wzong he ſaid her B20- 
ther had done him, telling him, the whole manner of her coming 
thither. Whereby Pariſmus underſtood, that ſhe was the very lame 
in whoſe reſcue Oſiris was hurt. 

By this time the Dut · laws were come in (whereby the Uirgin lefr 
off her ſpeech) bꝛinging with them great ſtoꝛe of Money, which they had 
taken from ſome honeſt Pallengers : Pariſmus, although he lap very 
weak, yet marked well their Behaviour, whith made him mar- 
vel that Men could be ſo inhumane as by their own repozt they ſeem» 
ed to be: wiſhing himſelf with Laurana, who he thought would ac- 
cuſe him of dillopalty, oz that he made choice of ſome other. Ik ſhe 
did not ſo miſdoubt him, then the ſozrow he thought ſhe endured fo2 
his loſs. which might ſome way come ts her knowledge. (o galled 
him to the Heart, that his inward paſſon would not ſuffer his out- 
wurd Phyſick to do him good. The continual care he was in, did 
much hinder his health, being likewiſe as much tozmented with the 
grant Dionyſius had made to Sicanus, concerning the Marriage be- 
ten him and Laurana, who he thought might now be enfozced ” 
7 | yield 
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yield her conſent, being out of hope of recovering him. This grief 
far exceeded all the ret, and the whole company began to note his ſoꝛ · 
row, koz he was ſcarce able to contain himſelf within the bounds of 
reaſon. 

Jn theſe perplexities he continued the ſpace of thz@ Months, in 
all which time he could not recover his Health. There we will 
leabe him, to ſpeak of Dionyſius ; who by trac of time having 
mitigated the remembzante of Pariſmus his want, (moſt of his No- 
bles being returned home into Bohemia, Oriſtus only excepted, who 
by no means could be perſwaded to leave Theſſaly, becauſe there he 
had loft his Lozd) began to confer about the Marriage of Laucana, 
being often impoztuned by Sicanus, who cauſed the King of Hun- 
garia, and Pꝛince of Sparta, to be earneſt Soliciters in his behalf ; 
at whoſe inſtante Dionyſius pzomiſed to give them anſwer the next 
day. Therefoze ſending fo2 Laurana, he demanded of her how ſhe 
fancied Lozd Sicanus, who was a moſt Honourable Gentleman, and 
every way wozthy to be beloved; telling her, That he had given 
bis full conſent, and therefoze it did not become her to ſeem range, 
02 ſhew her ſelf undutiful. Laurana hearing her Father's Speches, 
being much amazed, Cood fill, and gabe no anſwer a long ſpace ; at 
laſt kneeling down, ſhe began in this ſor. l | 

J moſt humbly beſeech your Maſeſty to vouchſafe to hear me with 
Patſence, and not to impute any thing J deſire at your Maſeſtles 
hands to tindutifulneſs: J cannot pet fancy the P2ince, 2 A 
confeſs my ſelf far unwoꝛthy of the our he poffers me, but have 


geſumed (upon your favourable pzomiſe, not to marry me to any 


contrary to my liking) to refuſe the offer Sicanus makerh, fox my 
fancy tells me he will bing ſozrow to you, and to all the Court. 
And J am alſo unwilling to poke my ſelf to my betters, but rather, 
if pour Highneſs would needs have me Marrp, to match me with 
ſome Honourable Gentleman of my degree: but moſt of all my 
deſire is, to continue this my happylife, wherein J intend to ſpend 
the reſt of my days. 

Dionyſus hearing her Anſwer, began to be very angry with her. 
and ſaid, It wag his pleaſure ſhe ſhould Marry with him, and he 
would have it ſo. My Lord and Father (quoth ſhed becauſe J am 
wholly pours to diſpoſe of, J humbly crave that I may have a months 
reſpite to adviſe mp ſelf, and then J will acconpliſþ your demand; 
To which he conſented, and ſo left der. Laurana being alone, be. 

gan 
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gan to think of the ſad condition (he was in, ſtuͤdying how to avoid 
Sicanus, and keep her pꝛomiſe inviolable to Pariſm is; reſolving 
ſooner to deſttoy ber fclf, than be content to Marty him ſhe accouns 
ted Pariimus Lis Enemy: and with this reſolution departed to her 
Lodging. | | 

Sicanus the next Mozning attended Dionyſus his Anſwer ; who 
told him, That Lauraia had given her conſent, upon condition that 
he would give her a months reſpite to conſider of her Duty therein, 
wherewith he was contented : being now fully allured cas he thought) 
of his deſire, and therekoze began mote boldly to viſit L.aurana, who 
little eſteemed his friendſhip, though ſhe uſed him kindly, but far 
from any ſhew of Love, to avoid ſuſpicion in him of that ſhe inten: 
dd, 
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CHAP. VII. 


How Sicanus his Treaſon being diſcovered, he fled into his own 
Country, How Dionyſius departed towards Bohemia unknown 
to any, in the diſguiſe of a Palmer, and what ſorrow Dlivia the 
Queen made for his abſence, who created Lord Remus Regent, 
during the King's abſence. 


S theſe things were acting, it happened (contrary to Sicanus's 
expectation, who now thought all things ſo buried in Oblivion, 
that his Treacherp could by no means be revealed) that the 
Tartatians began to contend about the Money Sicanus had given 
them, inſomuch that one of them did tr{ke the other ſuch a blow on 
the Head, that he had almoſt lain him, and would have Eruck him 
again, but that Oriſtus coming by, repzoved the other that had 
truck his fellow, and defended him that was already wounded from 
farther harm; and divers of Dionyſius his Knights coming together, 
conveyed him that was hurt into a Chamber, and the other was car: 
ried bekoze the King to be examined, who anſwered Dionyſus, He 
would be examined by none but his own Pꝛince; which made Diony- 
ſius the mote earneſt to know the cauſe. He thereko:e willed Lozd Re- 
mus to entreat Sicanus to come unts him, to end a doubt which none. 
but he could decide. Sicanus marvbelling what the cauſe ſhould be, 
immediately come; but Cceing one ok the Tartarians which he 
had h(red. to Mur ther Pariſmus, Canding befozethe King, he began 

do 
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to mil doubt (accozding to the guiltleſs of his Conſcience) that his 
Treaſon was come out: notwithfanding he demanded why he had 
ſo wounded his fellow > The Uillain being amazed to ſ& his Walter 
fo ready to examine him, and not rather to excuſe him, could not tell 
what to ſay: but in that little ſpite of deliberatien, he anſwered, - 
That he had done him injury, and that was the taute he Eruck him; 
which wozds he utrered with great fear, Caring upon Sicanus, as if 
he ſhould have told him what to ſay, Dionyſus noting Sicanus his 
countenance,. and the Uillain's anſwer, whom Sicanus would er⸗ 
amine no furrhcr, began ro miſtruſt that ſome fo2zmer miſchief had 
bzed this contention, therekoze he commanded the other Tartarian that 
was wounded to be ought befoze him; who feeling himſelf almoſt 
paſt Life, confeſſed the cauſe why they kell out, and how Sicanus 
gave them a ſumm of Money to murther Pariſmus, whoſe want wag 
potured by their means. Sicanus ſtanding by, and hearing his 
Speech, ſuddenly dzew his Dagger, and ſtabb*a him bekoze he could 
utter any moze of his Treachery. At this all the company were lo 
amazed, that fo2 a ſpace they knew not what to ſay. At laſt Oriſtus, 
being filled with fury, boldly Rept to Sicanus, and challenged him as 
a Ulllain and Traptoz, foz Conſpiring his Bafters death, who like: 
wile ſtruck at Oriſtus to ſtabb him alſo : but he cafily avoided the blow, 
and with his fiſt firuck him with ſuch violence, that the Blood ran 
exceedingly front his Mouth: his Knights perceiving the lame, be: 
gan to dzaw upon Oriſtus, who had been there lain, but that many of 

Dionyſius his Knights (dearly loving Pariſmus, and hearing the 
Uillains confeſſion) 1ikewiſe dzew, and aſſailed the Perſian Knights 
do fiercely, that manp of them were wounded, and had not Sicanus 
fled, he han there dyed And notwithſtanding Dionytus laboured 
all he could to pacifie this upzoar ; pet befoze he could do it, thee 
- — his Knights were dailn, and the reſt fled with their 

alter. 

After the tumult was appeaſed, Dionyſius began to examine the 
matter moze (ſtrictly, and found by all circumfances, that rhe Tar- 
tarian had ſaid true. Sicanus with great hazard of his Tikt having 
eſcaped out of the Court, with ſome fo2ty in his Company, being 
aſhawed (as knowing himſelf guilty of the fan) with all the halt 
he could, got to the Harbour where his Ships lap, and fCpeedily 
hoiſ.ed Sall, not once taking his leave of the Kinx-; which was a 
lufficicnt perſwaſion to all, that = P1ince of Bohemia was — 
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thered by his means : the remembzance whereof renewed their ſoz- 
row. 

The King ok Hungaria and Pzinte of Sparta, being much acha⸗ 
med of Sicanus his behaviour, deſired Lionykus not to impute his 
impiety any wap unto their dichonour, koz that they Gould cver abhoz 
him fo2 that monſtrous att, and reſt ready to dekend him, ik ever he 
ſhould tand in need of their aid to revenge this injury; determining 
to ſtay till with Dionyſus, to d2ive out of his mind, if they could, 
the remembꝛzante of this miſchance. Dionyſius being moſt extream- 
ly overcome with rage and grief, began to take the Murther of Pa- 
riſmus with ſuch ſozrow, that he determined to ſpend the reſt of his 
days out of the company of all Men. And the next Mozning, giv- 
ing delay nolcope to hinder his purpoſe, dilguiung himſelf in Pal- 
mers (Weds, he departed the Court, and travelled towards Bohemia, 
— hear whether the King his Father had knowledge of his Song 

eath. 

Dinner-time being come, Dionyſius was wanting, which made 
the Queen marvel, fo: that he was not wont to be abſent : bur 
thinking he was got alone to Meditate, ſhe made no great enquiry. 
After Dinner, going her ſelf to ſeek him, ſhe could by no meang 
find him, which made ber make deen enquiry, but none could hear of 
him, ſo that upon the ſudden there began luch an up2oar, (when they 
bad ſearthed all the Palace, Gardens, Oꝛchards, Walks, and every 
place,) ſuch Exclamations, ſuch Lamentations, and ſuch Out⸗ 
tries, that all ſeemed comfoztleſs; yea, rather Mad and Luna: 
tick, ſome running this way, and ſome that way, pet all to no 
effect, 

This made both the Queen, the King of Hungaria, the Pꝛinte of 
Sparta, and all the reſt in miſdoubt, that they could neither tell 
what to do, 02 what to conjecture of his abſence, fearing that Sica- 
nus by ſome Uillany had pꝛotured his Death alſo. Divers of his 
Knights went in ſearch of him, but could not findhim ; and ſaw 
bim, but knew him not; fo2 they okt en met with him in his Palmers 
diſguiſe, and asked him koz himſelf; which made him oftentimes 
in mind to return, but his fozmer determination confirmed him. 

The news of Sicanus his departure, and Dionyſius his want, hap- 
pened in two days, yet neither of them was come to the knowledge of 
Laurana, who abſented her ſelf from all company, byreaſon of the 
care the endured foz Pariſmus, 

; Ledia, 
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Ledia, our of the tender care ſhe had ot her Miſtreſſes Health, had 
all this while kept Sicanus is Treaſon, and Pariſmus his Murther 
from her knowledge. but contrary to Laurana's thoughts, and Le- 
dia's erpecarion, Olivia the Queen came to her Todging, wzing⸗ 
ing her Hands, and making moſt grievous Lamentation; and e⸗ 
ſpying her, laid, O Daughter, what ſhall betide us: that Uillain 
— having murthered Pariſmus, hath now likewiſe deſtroyed thy 

ather. . 

Laurana hearing her Mothers Speeches, ood as one amazed, not 
once firring, ſpcaking, oz moving her Eyes- at lag, thinking it 
was strange news to be trite, che ſaid, Dear Mother, J hope your 
Gzace meanerh not as pou ſay. Whereupon the Queen told her all 
that had happened to Pariſmus, by Sicanus'g procurement. 

Laurana not being able to hear out the reſt her Mother would habe 
ſald, immedlately fell down dead amongſt the Ladies ; who endea» 
voured to recover her. but could not bzing her to her Senſes again in 
the ſpace of half an hour; which began a new Sozrow amongſt them, 
the ſeeming be paſt all hope of recovery. Thus all being tired with 
extrcam grief, gave their minds no reſpite to conſider the adverſity 
they werte in, but ill continued making ſuch lamentation, as the 
place ſeemed a deſolate Habitatſon of ſoxrow. The Pzinceſs as 
length coming to her (elf, could not ſuddenly utter a wozd, fo2 the ex⸗ 
tremity of care had ſuch full poſſeſſion in her Yeart, that ſhe could nei. 
ther eaſe it by lamentation no tears: and the whole company were. 
conſtrained to employ their beſt endeavours to remedy this p2eſent 
evil, the laſt of their hope; fo2 kk ſhe had periſhed, the. Heir of 
Theſſaly had been {oſt. ; 

Lozd Remus being a Man of great Wiſdom and Policy, began 
to weigh the fickle eſtate of the People and Cotintry, who having 
ben a long time ſubject unto Peace, therefoze were not able to en- 
dure the haunt of Mar, and that it was pꝛobable Sicanus would 
ſ&k to rebenge himſelf againſt them, and take, if he could; out of 
their hands the Pzinceſs Laurana, Heir apparent to the Crown; 
and thereby get the Kingdom into his poſſeſſion : which-the Theſſa- 
hans would never endure. Reſolving theſe thoughts in his mind, he 
came to the Queen, and the reſt of the Nobles, and requeſted her and 
them together, to have Come regard to their Country, and not to ſhew 
themſelves unpzovided to defend themſcives from farther miſchief. 
Which Counſel was very well app2oved of by all in — but 

pecially 
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eſpecially by the Queen, who with the conſent of the Peers, made 
him Lozd Regent of the Country. Upon which.Charge committed 
to him, he pꝛeſenily gave c2der fo2 the muſtering up of Men, and 
foztifying of Caſtles and places of irong dekence; appointing Cap- 
tains and Governours under whoſe charge he co:nmitted thoſe places, 
and within a ſpozt ſpace bought all things to ſuch perfection, that the 
Country was well foztified, and able to reſiſt a potent Enemy, 

The Nuen Olivia, being very much rozmented in her Thoughts, 


was now aſcercaſned by the return of ſuch as were gone in ſearch 


of the King her Hugband, that he was no where wirhin the bounds 
of Thellaly alive; and therefoze alluredly thought he was dead: 
which ſo inwardly gricved her, that ſhe gave her ſelf only to Wourn- 
ing, not giving her perplered mind one minutes reſpite of quiet. 


In which elate fo2 a time we will now leave her, to (peak of Pariſ- 
mus. 
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CHAP. VIII. 


How Pariſmus in Palmers Weeds found means to ſee the Princeſs, 
unto whom he would not diſcover himſelf, hearing of Dijonyſlus's 
abſence : and what befel Dionyſius in Bohemia. 


Ariſmus having well recoveredhimCſelf, being able to walk up 

and down, was dcſirous to hear ſome news from Dionyſius's 
Court, but could not deviſe how to ling the ſame to effect : 

but thus foztunately it fell out, Thoſe Outlaws were ſo far in Love 
with him, that they with one conſent entreated tf at he would vouch- 
ſafe to continue amongſt them, and be their Capatin, koz that they 
being without a Guide, they thought ſo well of him, as that above 
all Men they were deſirous he ſhould be the Man: But he began to 
refuſe it, alledging, that being a ranger in the Country, and un- 
acquainted with their Cuſtoms, he was altogether unfit ; uſing 
many reaſons as excuſcg. But conſidering with himſelf it might 
much avail him, at their cntreaty he was content, and ſo behaved 
himſelf, that within e very ſhozt time his wozd and counſel wag an 
Ozatle amongſt thein, and by his wiſdom he kept them fron doing 


much harm, and pet notwithſtanding (in their fanty) he ſeemed to 
further them greatly.

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Oftentimes he was in mind ro go and make himlelt known 
at the Court, and ſo to enjoy his Mictrelles ighr, which he was grie⸗ 
ved to want: but being diverſly minded this was his reſolution, He 
fittedhimſclf on a day with Palmers Weeds, and diſguiſed himſelf 
fo artificially, that by reaſon of his long Sicknels which had (ume- 
what altered his Tomplerion, none could know him, telling the 
Outlaws that he was determined to le the Court, which he 
had heard was ſo famous, and that he would return ar icht. 

When he was ſomewhat near the City, he eſpyed upon a Plain 
great Peparation fo2 War; which made him much to macvel. 
At laſt, coming to the Palace, he got Finſelf to the place where 
Laurana cbery Woznir.g uſually at her coming from the Chapel gave 
her Alms, and put himſelf among the reſt of rhe Palmers, and be: 
ing raller than any of the reſt, he was noted of many. When the 
Ptinceſs came to give her Alms, being in Wourning attire) ſhe 
called them all unto her, and began to demand of whence they were, 
what Countries they had Travelled, and whether they had heard any 
News of King Dionyſius that was miſſing, oz whether they heard 
any body in their Travel ſpeak of the dead Body of Pariſmus, who 
was murt hered by Sicanus: which wozds the uttered with ſuch Soz- 
row, that the Tears ran abundantly down her Cheeks. 

Pariſmus was raviſhed with the ight of Laurana, to (ee her weep 
fo2 his loſs : and withal, hearing from her the heavy news of Diony- 
ſius g want, could not refrain krom letting fall a few Tears. 
Which Laurana perceiving, and viewing them withal, began ro 
fel a ſudden alteration in all her parts, ſo that ſhe was not qufer 
until ſhe had found a means to have conference with him; and giving 
all the re(t their Alms, they departed, tur to him, ſhe did give no⸗ 
thing, to the intent he ſhould tay. But he leeing the reſt gone, was 
_ with them; till Ledia called him back, whom he well 

new, 

Pariſmus being returned, Laurana demanded of him what was 
the cauſe that he wept. when he heard her (peak of Dionyſins's lol 
and Pariſmus's Death, Pariſmus anſwered, Moſt vertuous Ladp, 
J wept not to hear Pariſmus named tut to hear of Diooyſius's lofs : 
ko; Pariſmus J know is at this pꝛeſent living, and in good eſtate of- 
Health, with whom J had ſome talk within theſe thiee Mels in: 
the Country ot Salmatia ; which was the cauſe of my coming hither, 
being (ent by him unto a Lady of this Court, whom J know —— 
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bow to [peak withal, neither must J tell to any her Name. 

Laurana hearing his wozds, bluthed erceedingly, and intreated 
him to tell cur his news, fo2 that it might be ſhe was the party Lofy 
Pariſmus meant; kez J am Laurana whom Pariſmus div once think 
well ok. Whereupon Pariſmus kneeling down, ſaid, Then to pour 
Tafghneſs will J do my Mellage, fo2 unto you was J lent. Pꝛinte 
Pariſmus growing into ſome good likfng of me, and having received 
my Oath to be his faithful Mellenger, willed me to give pour High- 
neſs this Jewel, whereby pou Could be allured he was living, but 
conftrained to abſent himſelf fo2 canſes that he will hereakter let 
you underſtand : he deſired you to let him, though unworthy, enjoy 
but the leaſt of your vertuous Pzomiſes, ind he ſhall ever hereafter 
account himCſe!f to have received his Life and Liberty from you. | 

Laurana ſeeing the Jewel, which ſhe knew to be the lame ſhe had 
befoze given him, and hearing the Palmers credible repozt that he 
was in perfect Health, being alſo aCured of the truth of that Mellage, 
by the certain and firm pꝛoteſtation of the moſt noble Pariſmus him- 
ſelf iv the diſguiſe of a Palmer, ſhe was ſo ſurp2ized with Joy, that 
ſhe could not refrain from kiſſing the Jewel, ſaying, Melcome 
ſweet Token from a faithful Friend; andcalling Ledia unto her, 
told her the News the Palmer had bought, rejoycing with ſuch ver: 
tuous Kindneſs , that Pariſmus thought himſelf the happieſt Man 


bing, toenjoy the Love of ſo Loyal and Conſtant a Lady. Lau- 


rana coming to him, told him, That ſhe was ſo much bound unto him 
fo2 bzinging her this happy News, that ſhe did not know which way 
ſufficienrly to recompence him fo2 his pains: and were it , laid 
fhe, but that J and in ſome doubt thereof, as being too good to be 


"true, J Qhould reſt in ſuch happy content by thy News, that no Ad- 


verſity whatſoever ſhould cauſe my ſozrow but only his abſence 3 though 
my Father's loſs doth nearly touch me. The Patmer \&ing the 
Conſtaney, uſed ſuch pꝛoteſtations, that Laurana could not chuſe 
but belſeve him, as alſo by reaſon of the Jewel which ſhe knew ſhe 
had gfvenunto Pariſmus : ſo taking a Jewel from her Boſom, the 


gabe the fame to him, which he willingly received, and killing her 


Hand departed. 
When he was out of ſight, he began to meditate on the Uer: 


tues of Laurana, and therein took ſuch felicity, that befoze he wag 
aware, he met with Oriſtus who had been walking ſolitary abzoad 
in great heabiaeſs, Pariſmus fecing hſm, was once in a mind 1 
revea

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reveal himſelf to him only; but being palled by him, he coulo not 
chuſe but turn back and look after him, his Heart being touched with 
bis kindneſs : but the remembzance of the loſs of Dionyſius did (6 
much grieve him, that waſting the time with rhoſe thoughts, una; 
wares in a heavy dump he ſuddenly arrived ax the Cave; where he was 
very kindly welcomed by the Dutlaws, to whom he uſed ſuch Com- 
mendatſons of the Court, as it pleaſed them well to hear: and alſo 
he told them that the King was milling, and no Man tould tell what 
was become of him; and ſaid, that he thought there was ſome pꝛe⸗ 
paration fo2 Wars, by the Muſtering of thoſe Soldiers that he ſaw 
befo2e the City. 

When he was alone, he began to condemn himſelf of hard hearted - 
neſs, that ſeeing the moſt Conſtant and Uertuous Lady living, to 
mourn fo2 his loſs, and he being ſafe, and in her fighr, would not 
make himſelf known to her, thereby to put a period to her grief. 
But yet his comfozt was great onthe other ſide, that he ſaw her Love 
ſtedkaſt and firm, though ſhe was paſt hope of ever leeing him 
again; accounting himſelf far unwozthy of the Favour the had al- 
ready ſhewed him, and growing ſo far in admiration of her Conſtan- 


cy, that no thought was ſo pleaſant as the remembzance of her. | 


Love. 
Dionyſius as is befoze ſaſd, having met with many of his own 
Knights that went in ſearch of him, was almoſt, thꝛough remem⸗ 
bzante of the ſozrow he knew would ariſe by his abſence, altered 
from his fozmer determination; yet remembzing Pariſmusg mur⸗ 
ther, which he knew could not chuſe but come to the hearing of his 
old Friend the King of Bohemia, whereby his Honour might be 
talled in queſtion, of which he was Jealous, he reſolved to travel 
thither ; and having ſojourned many days, he arrived in Bohemia; 
where lighting into company with an Ancient Palmer of that Coun- 
try, he enquired of him what News et the Bohemian Court: who 
taking Dionyſus to be but a Palmer, told him, that the News was 
chle fly of the Pzince Pariſmus, who being in the Court of Diony- 
ſius King of I heſſaly was there murthered, oz by ſome other Trea- 
ſon deſtroyed; but by whom, oz how it was, yer is not known; 
by means thereof there was ſuch Lamentation in the Country, eſpe« 
cially jnthe Court, that he thought the like never had been heard of 
in ant place, 
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This repozt cauſed Dionyſius to grieve exceedingly, and he was 
do much rozmented in mind, that he reſolved there to abide unknown 
ro any, till he ſaw hw the King. of Bobeinia, would digeſt his 
G:fef; and allo to hear the general repoꝛt that would be given of 
him, becauſe he did not revenge the Death of the Prince on Sica- 
nus when he had him in Theſſaly; ag alſo to (ee the Event of thoſe 
Stratagems. 

Having good ſtoze of Money, and Jewels, he got him a Lodging 
in an Ancient Burgomaſter*s Houle, where (fo2 his Money) he was 
kindly uſed. His uſu?! cuſtome was every day to go to the Court, 
where he heard nothing ro comfozt him withal, but ſaw the King of 
Bohemia in mol hcaby plight fo; his Sons Death. All the Joy he 
had was, that he heard all Men, notwithſtanding the Deathof their 
Pzince, repozt very honourably of him; that he continued, as he 
thought ſecure, being not known, oz of any ſuſpected fo2 rhe Man he 
was. But at laſt thus contrarily it happened. 

The Burgomaſter having diligently obſerbed the behaviour of his 
Gueſt, found him far differing from all other Palmers in Perſon 
and Nuatiries ; and bcſides, ſeeing daily the Charge he was at, 
degan toſuſpect him, having ſuch ſtoze of Toin to maintain that 
charge, ſo that when Dionyfius went to his Lodging, he would okten 
liſten at his Chamber ⸗dooz to hear his Speeches, and mark his Be⸗ 
habiour: where he oftentimes heard Dionyſius bewailing his eſtate, 
in molt heavy plaints, often naming himſelf and Pariſmus. On a 
time he declared the ſame ro a Noble:man of the King's Court; who 
ſecretly» repairing to the Burgomaſter'g Boule, and obſerving his 
Behaviour, did ſuſped him to be ſome Spy, appꝛebending him, and 
cauſing him to be caſt in Pʒiſon without any examination, 

This unerpeacv Accident cauſe Dionyſius to wonder, fearing leaſt 
he ſhould be known: but pet he thought that could not be; therekoze 
with great partence he endured this Impziſonment, continuing in 
that moſt vile place, amongſt Rogues and Uagabonds, being ex- 
empt from rhe clear Uught of rhe Sun to comkozt him withal, fox 
the [yace of fir days, by reaſon that the Noble:man that laid him there 
was gone about affairs of his own. But at his return he certified 
the King of luch a ſuſpicious perſcn he had found. 

Upon this Dionyſius was ſcent fo2 ; who being examined, told 
the King, That the occeſlonof his coming into that Country was to 
no it intent, bur ik it liked him to hear him privately, he wary 
declare 
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declare to him the wholg. intent of his coming. The King hearing 
his Speeches, commanded all to depart : whereupon Dionylius dif: 
covered himſelf, 

The King of Bohemia knowing him, being amazed at his strange 
diſguiſe, ſuddenly caught him in his Arms, and embzaced him with 
great kindneſs. Dionyſus then declared unto him the heavy loſs of 
Pariſmus, and his own ſudden departure out of Theſſaly, requeſting 
him that he would joyn with him againſt Sicanus, to revenge Pariſ- 
mus's Death: which the Bohemian King did willingly conſent to. 
So with theſe, and mapy other the like Speeches which "od be- 
tween them, let us leabe Dionyſius to be entertained by the King of 
Bohemia.

CHAP. IX. N 


How the King of Perſia, at kis Sons entreaty, brought a mighty 

Army of Þerſians into Theſſaly; and how the Lord Remus ſlew 

a multitude of them at their Landing; alſo how Pariſmus gain» 

ed both Horſe and Armour from a Knight of Perſia, 

N reſolved either to obtain Laurana in Marriage, oz waſte al 

Theſſaly with continual Mar. Therekoze he came unto his 
Father, and told him, Thar being in Dionyſius his Court, he was 
accuſed by two Perjur*d Uillains fo2 the Death of Pariſmus, Pꝛinte 
of Bohemia; upon whoſe accuſation, Dionyſus having befoze pꝛo⸗ 
miled him his Daughter, denyed her unto him; and had he not e: 
ſcaped by flight, he had been Cain in the preſence of Dionyſus, with 
the of his Knights that loſt their lives in defence of hig Perſon. 
Whereupon kneling down, he mo humbly entreated his Father ſpee- 
dily to rajſe a potent Army, to revenge the wꝛong and diſgrace he 
had received, 

The King of Perſia by his Countenance diſcovered the inward 
fire of his Heart, and without any conſideration of the truth of 
his Sons repozt, he preſcntly vowed to revenge thofe injuries, oz 
elle bzing perpetual infamyto his Poferity/; and to that effec com- 
manded a mighty Army to be levied in readineſs, which was ſo in: 
numerable, having called all his Contributaries together, that it 


was the mightieſt Army that ever went our of Perſia, Ye alſo pꝛo⸗ 
G 2 vided 


O ſooner was Sicanus returned into Perſia, but be lp 
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vided a mighty Navy of Ships, which ys Rigg'd and Fitted, 
they with all rhe haſte that might be, the Welnd favouring their de- 
fign, hoiſcd Sail, and made towards the Country of Theſſaly, 

A pcoz Filſher-man sf Ticllaly that was abzoad at Sea, eſpy- 
ing luch a mighty Navy, wich all ſped bzought wozd unto the 
Court, and certified Quten Olivia thereof ; who deſired the Toꝛd 
Remus to uſe his utmoſt endeavours fo2 defence of the Country, to 
whole fidelity the charge thereof was wholly committed. He Cuſ- 
pecting, as befoze rehearſed, ſuch a miſchick, of a ſudden, raiſed 
ſixty thouſand Foot men, and twenty thouſand po2ſe:men, being all 
expert Soldiers; and ſecretly conveying them to the Haven where 
he knew the Perſians would Land, there ſtayed, The Perſians think- 
ing themſelves ſecure, and that they might land without contradict- 
on, had ſent ſome twenty thouſand Perſians on ſhoze : which Lozd 
Remus and Oriſtus perceiving, ſuddenly iſſued out upon them; who 
being diſozdered, were unable to reſiſt the Theſlalians, who coming 
upon them unawares, ew the greateſt part of them. The King 
of Perſia [ging this, being full of rage and fury, violently thzuſt 
all his Ships into the Harbaur, and with all ſpeed Landed his whole 
Army; in which time the Thellalians had deſtroyed the Perſians to the 
number of thirty thouſand, inlomuch that the Colour of the Waters 
was turned into Purple; which ſo vered the Father and the Son, 
that cauſing a Trench to be made foz the koztikying of the place of 
their Landing, without any further trouble they ſafely Landed the 
remainder of their Army; which was fo huge a Multitude, that the 
Lozd Remus, though he was a Man of invincible Courage, and the 
Theſlalians being but a handful in re{S> of ſo mighty a Hoſt, began 
to be ſomewhat diſcomfozted, and rFrefoze Ketreated to the City of 
Thebes, to defend that "from the klose of the Perſians, (who were 
much pꝛovoked to anger by the laughter the Theſſaliaas had alrea⸗ 
dy made amongſt. them) Foztikping the ſame ſo with all kind of 
Pooviſions, that it was invincible, unleſs it were deſtroycd by Fa⸗ 
mine. 

The Queen leeing her ſelf thus diſtreſſed, nevertheleſs chewed 
ſuch magnanimous Courage, as the like had not been len in a ddio- 
man: which dirred up ſuch Reſolution in the Hearts of her Sub- 
jecs, that they had determined to fight it out till the laſt Man, rather 
than pield to their Enemies. Th 
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The King of Perſia having landed his Army, began to march in» 
to the Country, where they could ſcarce find Uiguats to ſuffice ſuch a 
Multitude, the Country being large and full of Delartg, Fozreſts 
and Wilderneſſes, Ar laſt they came to the Plalns of Pharlaha, 
where in time paſt were the Blody Wars of Czar an? onpey, 
being of ſuch a huge length and bzeadth, that they exceeded all the 
Plains in the Wozld ko; targeneſs, on the one (ide whereof runneth 
the River Peneus from the foot of Mount Oympus; and in this 
Plain the Perſians Encamped themſelves rowards rhe further end 
thereof, being not above twelve Miles diſtant from the City of 
Thebes, whither they might eaſily march, and loon return, Sicanus 
with an hundzed thouland Perſians, made towards the City; which 
the Watchman perceiving, fired their Beacon? but Lozd Remus 
and Oriſtus gabe p2cſent command that there ſhould be no ſign oz ſhew 
made in the City, whereby the Enemy might know of their coming. 
Where we will leave them within the City, making all pzeparation 
to withſtand their Enemies, and Sicanus at the Walls begirting the 
ſame, to ſpeak of Pariſmus. : | 

Pariſmus being all this while in the Cave amongſt the Outlaws, 
(till d. viſed how he might have further tryal of Laurana's Tonſtancy 
and therecoze determined (fill to conceal himſelf until he heard news 
of Diony ſius's return, and was alſo deſirous to know wherefoze there 
was ſuch pzeparation fo2 Mar. On a day he could endure no longer 
fiom beholding his Miſtrels, but diſguiſed himlelk in his Palmers 
Weds, and departed fr:m the Cave ro the City, with intent to ſee 
her beſtow her accuſtomed alms, Bur no fon:r was he come ncar 
the City, but he eipyed the Band of >icanus's Soldiers, which (truck 
ſuch amazement to him, that he ſtood like one without ſenſe, being 
enraged with kury to le the City begirt, wherein his dear Lady was. 

The conſideration of which, Uruck to near his Heart, that fitting 
down upon a Molly Bank, he utterev rheſfe heavy plaints. 

Unhappy Wyzerch that Jam! inco hat a diſtreſſed eſtate am J 
bought, that by my miſvoubrful mind have (a much wꝛonged the 
molt conſtant Uirgin living, and thereby have depzſved my ſelf of 
her fight, which 4 might have enjoyed z bur now by my own folly am 
Hut fromir by a multitude of Enemies, that ſeek rhe deſtruction of 
my Beloved ! What (ſufficient recompence may J make koz this mp 
monſtrous Ingratitude ? 02 how may J wirhaut thame call her mv 
Beloved, when J have ſhewed my [elf fo range ? being in her 7275 

sight. 
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fight, and hearing the plaints ſhe made koz my abſence, ret would J 
not make myſelf known unto her, thereby to dzive away ſuch paſſions 
from her Heart: well, ſince my unlucky Stars have allotted me 
this hard koztune, J will either recompence the wzong J ive done 
her, and purchaſe her Liberty by chaſing away theſe Enem les, oz elſe 
loſe my wozthleſs Life in her defence. 

Jn thig ſo2t he complained, until he was wearſed with uttering 
ſuch heaby Paſſions. At laſt, ſtarting up as one newly raiſed from a 
Trance, he ran with all haſt towards the Tave, purpoſing to get 
ſome Armour and Weapons wherewith to defend himſelf; and on 
the way he mer a comely Knight all in Black Armour, mounted 
upon a gallant Black Bozle, being a goodly pꝛopoztioned Man, with 
all Furniture readily appoſnted koꝛ War, making ſped towards the 
City. Pariſmus ſuppoſing him to be one of their Company that Be- 
ſieged Thebes, came boldly. to him, and laid, Stay, J pꝛay you, 
Sir Knight, and let a Palmer demand one Nueſtton of thee. IJ may 
chuſe, ſaid the Knight, and lo diſdainfully rode on. 

Pariſmus was ſo enraged with fury at this ſcoznful Anſwer, that 
carching up a great Stone, with all his kozce he thꝛew it at this dil- 
courteous Knight, and hit him with ſuch violence on the Back, that 
it made the Blond (fart out of his Noſe. The Knight turning about 
came p2eſently to Pariſmus, and alighting from his Hozſe, pulled 
a Coꝛd out of his Pocket, wherewich he thzeatned to bind him, and 
ſo to dzag him at his Pozſe-heels: and laying hands on Pariſmus, 
thinking eaſily to have bound him, fo2 that he took him to be a Pal- 
mer; contrary to the Knights Expectation, Pariſmus ſtrook him ſuch 
a blow on the Face with his Fiſt, that he ſtaggered as one amazed: 
and pzeſently catching hold on his Swozd, told him, That unleſs 
he wauld declare unto him of whence he was, and what Army that 
was that beſieged the Cityof Thebes, he Qhould there dye with his 
own Weapon. 

The be rſian took theſe mozds ſo diſdainfully, being aſhamed to be 
over-matched by a Pilgrim, that with his Fot he (truck Pariſmus 
ſuch a blow on the Bellp, that he with much pain could ſcarce 
ſtand; which cauſed him to. ſtrike the Knight lo vehemently with the 
Ponimel ok his Swozd, that he fell down half dead, and leeing him: 
[cif in that Eſtate, deſired Pariſmus to ſave his Life, and he would 
tell him the Truth.

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Jam, quoth he, of Perſia, an Attendant on the King thercof (my 
name Toledo) and now come into this Country with his Wajelty, 
big Son Sicanus, and his Contributary Ki1igs, to revenge them 
ſelves on King Dionyſius, who hath falfly accuſed Sicanus fo; mur: 
thering Parumus Pzince of Bohemia, who J think is run away from 
the Court lo; ſome notozicus Fac he hath committed: Allo he is 
come to fetch from thence the King's Daughter by fozce of Arms: and 
therefoze my Lo2d is now hiniſelf befoze the Walls of the City, with 
an Hundꝛed thouſand armed Perſians, ard the reſt of the Fo2ces have 
encamped themſelves upon the Plains of Pharſalia, . 

Pariſmus being moved with ertream Choler, could not contain 
himſelf; bur his Mind being overcharged with Fury, he uttered 
theſe Speeches: Traptoz, although yet unknown to any but thy ſelf, 
behold Pariſmus whom thou halt ſo kallly belied, and whom that U1t- 
lain Sicanus did intend ts murther, though J was p2eſerved by the 
Heavens to be the Death of Twenty thouſand Perſians; and unte J 
ſee thy graceleſs Mind ſo far from Uertue, that in this extream 
peril of thy Life, thou wilt ſcandalize that Honourable King, of 
whom thy baſe Tongue is not woꝛthy to ſpeak, thou art the firſt that 
ſhall dye by the hand of Pariſmus, UWhereupon dzawing his 
Swozd, he ſoon diſpatched him ok his Life, and pulling the Ar- 
mour from off his dead Cozps, Armed himſelf therewirh ; and 
mounting on his Hozle, ſet his Spear in his Reſt, and rode to- 
wards the City, 
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CHAP. X 


How Pariſmus ſlew three cf the Perſian Knights in three ſeveral 
Combats; and how they had taken him Priſoner, if he had not 
been reſcued by the Lord Remus and Dyiſtus : All this being done 
in the ſight of Queen Olivia, and her Daughter the Princeſs 
Laurana. 


Fter that Pariſmus was parted krom the Knight, he came to: 
Sicanus's Camp, and waving his Spear above his Head, 
challenged all the Knights in Sicanus's Company. Where» 
with one ing.iing hiarſelf from the Army, came with his Spear touch 
ed againſt Pariſmus ; who ſetting Spurs to his Hozſe, ran at him 
with ſuch fozce, that his Spear palled though the Knights _ — 

ere with 
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therewith he fell down dead. Then Pariſmus catching (with ſuch 
nimblenels, that the whole Army ſtood in admirattien chereof) the 
vanquiſh.d Knights Spear, he waved the ſame the ſecond time above 
bis Bead: ar the ght whercof, another Perſian ran at him, who Pa- 
r:{mus ſo valiantly encountred, that he overthzew both Bozſe and 
Man to the ground; in which fall the Knight bzoke his Leg, where: 
of he dycd. | 

S;ca''us ſrefnx two of his Knights thug foylcd, commanded one 
Bruſter, a mighty huge pꝛopoztioned Man, and eſtemed to be (ex: 
cept his two Bzethzen) one of the beſt Knights in Perſia, io encoun- 
ter that Knight: who coming fozth on a mighty Hozſe, met Pari(- 
mus with ſtich violence, that ſhivering rhe ſpelz of their Lances in- 
to the Air, Pariſmus loſt one of his Stirrups, and Bruſter lay ſenſes 
leſs backward upon his Hozle:CTrupper z but with the Cpzing of his 
Hozſe, was raiſed into his Saddle; and by that time he came to him- 
ſelf, he ſaw his Adverſary bꝛandiching his Swozwd, which made him 
dzaw alſo ; between whom began lo flerte a Combat, that their Ar- 
mour began to flye in pieces, and the Blood illued from them in many 
platccg, eſpecially from the ran Knight, whom Pariſmus ſo ſierte- 
ly aſſailed, that he dꝛove him only ro ward ſuch blows as Pariſmus 
lent him, which Pariſmus elpying Cruck a focible blow at his Arm, 
and quite parted the ſame from his Body. | 

The Ferſian (&ing himſelf bzought to that low eſtate, turned his 
Hozfe, and fled towards the Camp: which ſo amazed Sicanus, that 
he thought the Slack Knight, (fo ſo they called hint, becauſe he was 
in Black Armo2) to be ſome Devil in the ſhape of a Man, ſent to 
tozment them, who notwithſtanding theſe his Tombats, ſecmed to 
be as frech as he was at the beginning, ſtill waiting to encounter the 
next. 

The Nugn of The ſſaly / Laurana, the young Quen of Hungaria, 
Lozd Remus, Oriſtus and Oſiris having knowledge of the coming of 
theſe Fozces to the City, were gotten to the top of a Tower to be⸗ 
told their Camp; and at their firſt coming they beheld the Arrival 
of Pariſinus in his Black Armoz, and the Thice*noble Combats 
he had fought ; which made them to marbel who that Knight 
fho1;!a be, that had ſo valiantly Cain thee ok their Enemies. 
Whi!& they were in this Meditation, Laurana having well marked 
the Slack Knight, began to imagine that he might be Pariſmus: but 
again the thought it was impoſſible, At laſt ſhe ſaw a great Trap 
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of Knights allall him all at once, which made her call and cry, 
Help, help; her Senſes being tranſ;o:ted fo with fear and remem⸗ 
bance of Pariſmus, that ſhe neicher thought of the place where ſhe 
was, no2 in whoſe Company. Lo2d Remus and Oriſtus (&ing this 
Heroick Knight in ſuch diſtreſs, iCued kozth of the City with twen⸗ 
ty thouſand Hozſemen, and commanded fozty thouſand of the beſt 
Soldiers to come our at another Gate, on the back of the Enemy, - 
under the Conduct of the Majoꝛ General. All this while the Black 
Knight ſo valiantly behaved himſelf, that befoze the Theſſalians could 
tome to his reſcue, he had lain above fo2ty Perſians : but unable to 
oppole ſo great a multitude, he at length loſt his Weapon, and had 
there been taken Pziſoner, but that the Lo2d Remus ſuddenly iCuing 
upon the Perſians, made a great flaughter amongſt them, and let 
the Black Knight at Liberty. Having recovered his Hozſe, and be 
ing cheered with the ght of the Lozd Remus, and his truſty Knight 
Oriſtus, with his Swozd he made ſuch havock amongſt them, that 
none durſt abide his coming; and whereſocver he went, he made a 
Lane fo2 the reſt to follow him. 

The Perſians by this time having jopned all their Fo2ces together, 
thonged by ſuch multitudes upon the Theſſalians, that they were 
conſtrained ſomewhat to retire ; but in their retreat, the Black 
Knight ſent many of the Perſians Ghofs to Hell, and behaved him- 
ſelf with ſuch Magnanimitp, that all rhe whole Army was amazed 
at his Ualour. By this time the Theilalians Footmen allailed the 
Perſians on the other fide, which did dzive them into ſuch a fear, that 
thouſands of them were determined to flee, but ſeeing no hope of lakety 
by flight, were ſo amazed, that their kozce was quite turned into 
cowardice : which the Theſlalians perceiving, aſſailed them with ſuch 
fury, that in a ſhozt ſpace they had deſtroycd a great number of them. 
The Black Knight dill purſued his Enemies with ſuch fury, that 
by the death of ſo many he was gotten into the mid(t of their Armp, 
where he found Sicanus encouraging his Soldiers, and knowing him 
by the Kichncſs of his Armoz, ran at him with luch toꝛte, that with 
a mighty blow he beat him quite off his Hozſe ; and had it not been 
ko the rwa Brerhzen of Bruſter, who attended on him, he had been 
trodden to Death. The Black Knight gift ruſhing among the 
thickeſt of the Perſians, came to the place where Oriſtus was unhoz ⸗· 
{ed and ſtrongly allailed; who ſeetng = in that diſtreſs, laid on 

with 
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with ſuch fury, that happy was he that could get the lartheſt from him: 
by which means Oriſtus recovered his Hozle, 

Thus all the day the Battle continued, to the terro2 of the Perſians, 
comfozt of the Iheſlalians, and the honouc of rhe Black Knight, 
who till behaved himſelf with ſuch an undaunted Courage, chat all 
that beheld him, admired his deeds of Chivalry: and the Queen 
and Lauranz, who all this while beheld rhe Battle, could nor other: 
—— = fudge the Black Knight, to be the ſkouteſt Man in the 

621d. 

Thus rhe day being (rent, rhe Theſſalians ſounded a retreat, 
which their Enemies were glad ok; only the Black Knight departed 
awap diſcontented, becauſe he thought he had not pet ſufficiently 
recompenced his (wert Love's favours : and akterwards he ſecretly 
conbeyed himſelf, unſgn of any, unto the Mood, wherein his 
Cave was, Where we will leave him to be entertained by the 
— and to be cured of his Wounds by the Uirgin J ſyake of 

ekoꝛe. 

The Toꝛd Remus and Oriſtus habing bought their Fozces into 
the City, ſought foz the Black Antght, but could not find him: 
which made them marvel what was become of him; whole behaviour 
had been ſo magnanimous, that he was taken notice of by the-whole 
Armp: but ſeeing their erpecations fruſtrated in ſging him, they 
gabe oder foz ſuch as were hurt oz maimed; and having muſtered 
their whole Army, found but a thouſand Theſfalians miſting : and af: 
texwards with great Joy, went to the Palace, where they were 
jopfufty received by the Queen and Laurana; and relating the whole 
circumfance of that days Exploit, their chiekeſt diſeourſe was ol the 
wo2thy Foztitude of the Black Knight. 

Pꝛinte Sicanus on the other ſide, ſecing himſelf ſoze bꝛuiſed with the 
fall he had received, and all his Soldiers ſo weakned, and ſuch a 
multitude of them lain, departed towards the Camp that was pitchet 
upon the Plains of Pharſalia, being not able to lodge befoe the City- 
Walls, by reaſon the Gꝛound was lo wet with the Blood of rhe Per- 
ſians, who lay in ſuch heaps, that had not the Theſſalians next day 
conveyed their Bodies into a dep Pit, rhe ſmell of them would have 
much annoyed the Jnhabirants of rhe whole City. 
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CHAP. XI. 


How the King of Perſia removed his Camp from the Plains of Phar 
ſalfa, and beſieged the City: of Thebes. How Dionyſius the King 
of Bohemia, the Prince of Sparta, and the King of Hungaria, 
landed in Theſſalp with ſeveral Armies; and what afterwards 
happened to Pariſmug (called the Black Knight) in a famous Bat- 
tle fought between the Perſians and Theſſalians. 


be King of Perſia ſeeing his Son thus foiled and ſoze hurt, 
with ſuch a number of his Soldiers dain by ſo (mall a Com · 
| pany of Theffalians, his Men being thzee to one, wag lo in⸗ 
wardly vered that he gave Commandment to remove all his Fozees 
unto the City, which were ſo innumerable, that within thꝛe oz four 
days all the City was begirt round with Soldiers. The King of Per- 
ſia lay upon a Hill hard by the City, in a Tent moſt richly and rarely 
contrived, and all his contributary Kings round about him; which 
made luch a glozious Appearance, as though a mighty multitude of 
ſeveral Nations had ben gathered together, to deſtroy the whole 
Earth: Which when the Theſlalians beheld, they conjectured that 
unleſs Pꝛovidence ſhould ſend ſome ertra0Qdinary Supplies to relieve 
them, it was impoſſible fo2 them long ro withſtand (o powerful an 
Enemy : but pet they perſiſted in their good opinion they had of the 
King of Hungaria, and Pzince of Sparta, who were gone into 
their Countries to raiſe Soldiers, and the time of their pzomiſed re- 
turn was almoſt come, 

The King of Bohemia likewiſe having knowledge of Sicanus be- 
ing in Theſſaly, being urged with hope to revenge his Sons Death, 
muſtred up all his Fozces, and gathered out of them a mighty Band 
of expert Soldiers; who were much deſirous to fight with the Per- 
ſians, beceuſe of all Nations they hated them moſt. The one half 
marched under the command of Dionyſius, and the other half he led 
himſelf, Thus having all things in a readineſs, within a Qo2r 
ſpace thep arrived at the Coaſt of the City of Thebes. 

Dionyſus by his Spyes being advertized where the Perſian Camp 
lay, conveyed his Pen into the Wood where Pariſmus's Cave was ; 
and the King of Bohemia with his fifty thouſand marched over the 
Plains ot Pharfalia, and encamped themſelves near unto the City 
hard by the Perſians; of whoſe Peu Sicanus and his father had 
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lon intelligence The (ame day the Punte of Sparta had Landed 
th:ecſeoze rhouſand Wen of Arms under his own Conduct, and en- 
camped on the other (ids of the Ferſians: alſo the King of Hungaria, 
with fifry thoutand Men, had likewile pitched his Camp on the back 
of the Perſiaas: lo that they wece environed round with Bohemians, 
Hungariaiis and Spartans; and before tem rhe City, which much 
amazed the verſiaus; neberch:ieſs by rcaſon of. cheir mulritudes, | 
th.y thought themlelves ſecure. 

Clivia, E,aurana and the | h«ſ[alian Lows, ſeing ſo many news 
come Soldiers encamped near the Perſians, ſuppoſed them lidewiſe 
to be Enemies; and being much pzrplexed thereat, ſent our a Wef- 
lenger to know the cauſe rhereof.; who returning with Joy, terti⸗ 
fed them, that only rhe Blue Tents were their Enemies; that 
the Red Tents were the Bohemians, the White Tents the Spartans, 
and the Gꝛen Tents the Hungariaas: which News ſo comkozted the 
Nuen that ſhe could not have refrained from cxceeding rejoycing, 
had not Dionyſus been wanting. Laurana hearing that Pariſmus's 
Father was come to defend her, and revenge his Sons wong, who 
all Men thought had been dead, continually pꝛaiſed the Gods-fo2 the 
pzeſervation of that wozthy King; and oktentimes her Petitions 
p2ocecded from ſuch kind Uertue ; that what with the rememhzante 
of his great kindneſs, her Fathers loſs, and her Lozd's abſence, 
the Cryſtal Tears ran in abundance down her Trimſon Cheeks like 
dz0ps of Pearl. The Quen determining to ſend one of her Gen: 
tlemen with a Mellage ok Thanks, ro-the Camps of. her Friends, 
Qriitus deſired that he might be rhe Mellenger, which rhe Queen 

rantcd. 

N After he departed cut of the City, he went firſt to the King ok 
Bohemia, and delibered hin che Mellage the Queen had given him 
in charge. The King knowing him, and withal remembzing he 
was the Man his Son molt eſteemed. welcomed him very kindly; the 
remembzance of whom made the Tears to tcickle down his white 
Beard, being not able to utter his Mind 702 Gziek. And Oriltus 
was alſo lo moved to ſee the King ſo kind, that he wanted wo2ds to 
et pzeſs his ſozrows ; but ſadly raking his leave of his Bajelky, he 
went and ſaluted the King of Hungaria, and Pzince of Sparta, and 
ſo returned again unto Olivia the Queen. 

Dionyſius had ſo ſecretly lodged his Fo2ces in the Wood, that the 
Per ſians had no knowledge of his being there; but he often ye 
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hin elf in Palmers Weeds, and beheld the City how it was encom⸗ 
palfed with Soldiers; which druck luch lozrow to his Heart, to læ 
his Country ready to be walled, his Subjcts in diſtreſs, his Quen, 
and his fair Daughter like to be ſurpzizcd, and taken by the Enemp; 
and ſuch a multicude. of Blooty- nunded Verſtins, unto whom he had 
never done wzong, ready to deltroy all things: that he could nor res 
train from erclauning again Foztune, and his own Deſtinies. 
that had allotted him ſuch milchances; and having diligently viewed 
the Camp,. he eſpyed the Tents of the King of Hungeria, and 
Pzince of Sparca, who. had given him their taithful pzoniſe to aid 
m. 
4 At laſt, he elpyed Oſiris, riding toward the City, who had pꝛe⸗ 
pared in readineſs Twelve rhouſano | heſlalian Hozte-men, and had 
Nuartercd them dome ten Miles trom- the City; and knowing him 
to be a Man ok great Courtede, ſaid Wozthy Knight, may J be lo 
bold as to ask you one Queſtion, h ſuch a multitude of Soldi⸗ 
ers have begirt the City ? Father, quoth Oficis, troſe with the Blue 
Tents ate the Perſians, who without any juſt Quacrel are come to 
deſtroy us; and thoſe with the Red Tents are under the King of 
Bohemia, who come in revenge of his Sons Death, againſt 5icanus 
and his Father; the Gzen and the White Tents are the King of 
Hungaria, and Pyince of Spur:a*s, who are come to our aid. In- 
deed we are but a handtull in cecped of the Perftans, bur our greateif 
hope is in Divine Pꝛovisence; we are alſo much confone - by the 
Aidof a Black Knight, (ko; ſo we call him, becaule he ig ui. known) 
whoſe Ualour is able to diſtomũt a multitude ok Perſians, who have 
already taſted of his invincible Crengrh. Fo2 firſt he New thi& of the 
ftoute(t Perſian Knights in thice üngle Combats; aud atterwards : 
defended himſelf again a multitude of them, wio like Cowards, 
came ruſhing upon him in abundance : but at laſt he was reſcued bo 
Lozd Remus and Oriaus, who le ing his Perion endangered by luci 
an untqual Allault, iUued our of the City with their Power; b. x 
betoze they could get to him, he had Cain Fozty of them: ar which 
time, by tie aſuſtante of the wezthy Knight, there was Cain abote 
Filty thouland l eiſians. Amongſt the reſt, this Black Knight en⸗ 
tountred Sicanus Pzinte of Vcitia and at one encounter overthzew 
both Hozce and Man, that had he not ben taken up, he had been trod- 
den to Death: but our greateſt care is, that we know not what is bc- 
come of him; koz he (ecretly conveyed himſelk out of the Fleld. 
Whil& ; 
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Whilft Oſiris was telling this News to the Palmer, divers were 
gathered about him to hear his Wo2ds ; by which means the repoꝛt of 
the Black Knight came to rhe knowledge of the King of Bohemia, 
the King of Hungary, and the Printe of Sparta, ſo that the whole 
multitude were filled with a deſire to le this Heroick Knight. 

Diony ſius hearing this News, was lo diſcomfitted therewith, that 
he went unto his Soldiers, and ſent a Mellenger unto the Bohemian 
King, that he would have ſome conference with him, the King of 
Hungaria and Punce of Sparta, about giving a ſudden Onlet upon 
the Perſians, who were mightily troubled when they heard the King 
of Hungaria and Pzince of Sparta were come againſt them. The 
Mellenger returned Anſwer, That they would give rhe Dnſet the 
next Mozning. - 

Pariſmus by tyis time had fully recovered his Health, therefoze 
being till deſirous to revenge Himſelf on Sicanus, ag alſo to be aſſu - 
red in what eſtate his beloved Laurana was, thinking himſelf too 
ack in pertoꝛming his promiſed vow, he Armed himſelf in the Black 
Armour, and haſted towards the City; where he was no ſooner come; 
but he ſaw a ſudden and unexpected Alteration. And it ſe tozmented 
him to (& the City encompaſſed with ſuch a multitude that he deter · 
mined without any further conſideration to aſſault the whole Army, 
and dye nobly amongſt them. But calling to mind the fozepaſt Love 
between him and Laurana, he thonghr it an ungratefull part to de- 
froy himſelf, whoin ſhe tenderly loved; and therekoze taking to him: 
(ſelf a mote aid reſolution, he came unto the Perſians Camp, and 
well viewed the lame. Next he eſpyed the Gzeen Tent, and thither 
he went, and coming to one of the Soldiers, demanded whoſe Tent 
that was, who told him, That it belonged to the King of Hungaria, 
From thence he went to the White Tent, and asked of a Soldier, 
whoſe Tent that was ? who anſwered him, That it was rhe Pzince 
of Sparta's. At laſt he eſpyed the Red Tent, which he well knew 
to be his Fathers. which cauſed an ertream fear to poleſs him, doubt - 
ing leſt his Father ould be alſo come againſt the Lheſſalians: and 
coming thither, he demanded of one of his Fathers Knights, the 
cauſe of the coming of the Bohemian King into Theſſaly, The 
Knight p2eſently thinking him ro be the wozthy Black Knight, of 
whom (auch general commendation had been given, told him rhe whole 
cauſe of rheir coming, and withal, rhat the Hungarians and Spartans 
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were on their five. Which News lo revived Pariſmus to hear, that 
his joy leemid to erced all his ſoʒrow. 

The Perſians all this while viewed the Behaviour of the Black 
Knight, and likewiſe the knowledge of his being there, came to the 
dearing of the whole field; which cauſed thouſands to kozſake their 
Tents and follow him. The Black Knight riding into the Plain 
between the two Camps: waved his Spear above his Creſt, thereby 
thallengſng all rhe Perſians; who, beholding their rerrour, come 
Win to tozment them, ood Caring one upen another At laſt one 
Brant, a mighty ſtrong Knight, belonging to the Boſphöre of Thrace 
one of the Tontributaries, buckled on his Armour, and mounting 
himſelf, came our to meet the noble Black Knight; who no' ſooner 
eſpyed hint, but putting Spurs to his Hozſe, he encountred the Verſian 
with ſuch fury, that with the blow of his Spear he hit him full in the 
fight of his Beaver, which ſhivering into (mall pieces, truck into 
bis Bꝛains; wherewith he tumbled from his Ho2ſe dead. WMhichthe 
Perſians ſeeing, none of them at that time would come fo:th to meet 
him: ſo that the Black Knighr departed greatly dilcontented, that 
he could make no further p2oof of his Ualour, leaving thouſands pꝛai⸗ 
linghim ; ſome tommending his Tomelineſs, ſome his Perſon, 
fome his Courteſle, but all his Pzoweſs. And as he was going to⸗ 
wards the Cave, he efpyed ſeveral Regiments of Soldiers lye hid⸗ 
den in thoſe Woods, which made him wonder grearly ; bur he would 
not enquire of any, becauſe he knew them to be his own Subjects by 
their Enligns. So p2ivately getting into the Cave, he declared 
22 Dutlaws what a multitude sf Soldiers were come into the 

ountry. 

Whilf he continued his diſcourſe, one of the Outlaws came in, 
and certified them, that there was an Army of Men in rhe Mood; 
and withal affirmed, that Dionyſius the King was among them: 
which he pꝛoded by ſo many likelihoods, that Pariſmus could not 
thule butcredir him. He was now ſtricken with ſuch an inward ſoy, 
that pzeſently on a ſudden he was ſo ſocund and pleaſant,rhat the Out- 
laws wondzed to ſe ſuch an alteration, having never befoze in all the 
time of his being among them, ſ@n him ſo merry. 

Uery early the next Mozning, the Bohemmans, Hungarians, and 
Spartans, bythe ſound of a Dꝛum whith they heard within the City, 
underſtood that their Fozces were in reaadineſs to ſally fozth ; there 


fozethey marched all at once againſt the Perſians, being upon a god- 
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ly Plain, about half a Wile diſtant from the City; and lo furioully 
allailed the Perſians, that Thouſands ot their Ghoſts were ſent rg 
Elizium. The fight continued fo2 the ſpace -of two hours, in all 
which time neither Party had advantage of each other, and the Per- 
ſians kept lo cloſe together, that the adverſe Party could not bzeak their 
Banks. By this ume the King of Thellaly had joyned with them, 
and tell ſtoutip upon the Enemy; which lo amazed them, that they 
knew not vhich way to turn rhemſelves, Dionyſius having ben 
in his Youth a moſt Ualiant and Touragious Kaight, ſetting Spurg 
to his Hozſe. ran furiouſly againſt a Perſian Commander, and with 
bis Lance truck him rhzough the Body. Then began the berſians 
to be ſomewhat diſcomfitred ; and there was luch chivering of Lances, 
claſhing of Armour, ſounding of Trumpets, bearing of Dꝛums, 
and neighing of Hoſes, «that all the Cuy was affcighted: with the 
noiſe thereof. | 

Olivia, Laurana, Iſabella, and the reſt of the The ſſalian Ladies 

were gotten to the top of a Tower to behold them, and eſpyed the 
Black Knight come riding with all the ſped that might be towardg 
rhe Tamp; who hearing rhe Poile of the Battle, was come to la- 
tiate himſelf with the Blood ak the Perſians, ruſhing in amongſt the 
thickeſk: The firſt he met withal he ran though the Body, and cut 
off another's Head. Then the Perſians began to thzong about him 
by multirudes ; whoſe ſtrong and invincible fozce they were not able 
to withſtand, he laying ſuch blows upon them, that all that came 
within the compals ol his Swoꝛd periſhed. The News of his com: 
ing was ſoon known, which lo eacouraged all on the Theſſalian Par» 
ty, that they were reſolved to dye oz conquer. | 

The Black Knight having continued an hour oz moze in this 

cruel Fight, having aughtered many of the Perſians, bzandiſhed 
his Swo2d above his elmet; which rhe Theſſalian Hozſe:men- per. 
ctiving, made a head after him, and by his Ualour diſo2dered the Es 
-nemies, and were gotten into the midſt of their Battalia. With 
him were the King of Hungaria, Oriitus and the Pzince of Sparta, 
whom he very well knew. Here Thouſands of the Perſian Soldiers 
dyed by the unconquerable foztitude of theſe matchleſs Knights, 

At length rheſe four encountred with four of the Contributarſes, 
two of them being Bzethzen'of Bruſter, being the valianteſt Knights 
that cver were in Perſia ; the one named Brandor, and the other cal: 

led Ramon. The Black Knight encountred with render, The 
ing 
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King of Hungaria with Ramon, and the Pꝛinte of Sparta, and Oriſ- 
tus fought the other two: Between whom began ſuch a Battle, that 
the Earth was all Cained with the Blood that illued from them. In 
this cruel manner they continued foz the ſpace of half an hour. It 
exceedingly enraged the Black Knight, to ſee himſelf ſo reſiffed by 
one Perſian, that all his Senſes were turned into fury; and taking 
his Swo2d'in both Hands, he druck ſuch a blow at Brandor, - that 
with the fo2ce it bzoke ; and the leler end in the rebound ſtruck his 
Hozſe, that he fell down under him; and Brandor fell from his 
Hozſe as if he had been dead, which the Black Knighr eſpying, 
ſnatched his Swozd from him, and ran at Ramon with ſuch fury, 
that had de not avoided his blow, he had greatly endangered his 
Life ; and ſo he left him, — 

The Wnte of Sparta, the King of Hungaria and Oriſtus (il 
kept together. Thzee times did the Black Knight reſcue Dionyſius, 
and as often did he mount his Father, having bis Hozſe lain under 
him, Such noble Acts, and valiant Exploits did he there per- 
fozm, that my dull Pen is not able to ex pꝛeſs the lame; inſomuch that 
their Enemies lay laughtered upon heaps, and the Earth was dyed 
into Red with their Blood. When it grew towards night, Oſiris 
came in with his Twelve thouſand Hozſe ; which freſh ſupply made 
ſuch a Mallacre amongſt the Parſians, that they were kozted to uſe 
their utmoſt skill to defend themſelves ; and on the contrary, the 
Theſſalians were ſo mightily encouraged, that they ſcemed no moze 
diſcomfo2ted than at the beginning. 

The Black Knight all this while ranged up and down amidſt the 


"thickeſt of the Perſians, being dziven to and fro by the pzeſs of- the 


Soldiers; ar laſt he came to the place where Sicanus's Father was,who 
ran at the Black Knight with his Spear, and burſt the ſame ; bur 
the Black Knight would not grive at him, but bowed his Body in 
reverence to him; which made him wonder: Then he met with Si- 
canus, whom all that dap he had not ſeen ; and being glad he had 
found him, determined to end his Life, 02 dye himſelf: thereloze 
bzandithing his Swozd, he ſtruck at Sicanus with ſuch fury, that he 
made the Fire tart gut of his Eyes ; Sicanus [jkewiſe gave ſuch" a 
thzuſt at the Black Knight, that lighting near the buckle of his Ar: 
mour, it pierced into his ide. But the Black Knight being cloſed 
with Sicanus, caught holdon his Beaver with his left hand, with 
the Pommel of his Sword ſtruck 475 lo violently, that the Buckles 
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burſt, and his Helmet and Beaver fell krom his Head; and the 
blow having paſſage, by the weakneſs of his Armour, bwuiſed (o his, 
Face, thar he fell from his Þozſe, and, had not Brandor and Ramon 
ben by, with other of the Contcibutaries, he had loft his Like: 
which ſo enraged the Black Knight, that like a Man mad, he kuri- 
ouſly flung up and down, aughtering infinite numbers of Perſians, 
and deftroving all that he met, that his Hozſe and Armour were all 
Cained wich Blood, and would have continued longer, to the terrour 
of his Enemies, but that the day was ended: of which the Perſians 
were glad, and ſounded a Retreat, having loſt ſo many of their 
Men, that all the Earth was covered with dead Bodies. 

The Perſians in heavineſs having covered. their Tents, began to 
curſe 4he Black Knight, who had made ſuch a daughter, that all 
their Armp was diſcomfo2ted with the rem:mbzance of him. Dio- 
nyſius, becanſe it was. Nighr, conveyed his Soldiers into the Wood 
again. The Bohemians, Hungarians, and Spartans departed to their 
Tents, the Theſfalians to the City, and Oſiris back to the place from 
whence he came. Where J lcave them, to ſpeak of the Queen and 
Eaurana ; who, having all this while ben ſpectarozs of the Battle, 
flood amazed to ſee the Mallacre that was made amongſt the Per- 
fians, but eſpecially by the Black Knight : they alſo. marvelled what 
Fo1ces they ſhould be that come from the Mood, and wondzed much 
why the Black Knight concealed himſelf : . Whith made Laurana ſo 
- befirons fo2 to know, that ſhe ſent our a Page to attend his going 

from the Camp, and to certifle him that ſhe intreated him to Lodge 
within the City, that the Quen and ſhe might pleld him ſome part of 
Amends. 

The Page diligently attending his Buſineſs, eſpyed the Black 
Katzhr haſting out of the Field; and calling afrer him, he made 
a ſtand till the Page had overtaken him; who having delivered rhe 
Mellage Laurana had given him in charge, the Black Knight willed 
hint to return his moſt dutifull and humble reſpects to his divine 
WPiltreſs, whoſe requeſt he would moſt willingly fulfil, had he not 
been bound to the contraty by a ſolemn bow-; but in a ſhozt time he 
would diligently attend her pleaſure, having dedicated his Life to be 
kpent in her-defence ; which he would not deſiſt to hazard, whilſt he 
had an Enemy living: Whereupon rewarding the Page very-boun- 
rifully,. he departed. By the way he began-to-confder, that if he 
Huld now manifeſt hiniſelf, alt Men would think that Sicahus — ; 
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ben wongfully accuſed, and his own Honour called in queſtion; there⸗ 
fo2e yet again he reſolved not to manifeſt himſelf, until ſuch time as 
Sicanus had confeſt the Fac that was laid to his charge; and with 
this Reſolution went to the Cave. | 

Laurana expected the return of her Page with ſuch an earneſt de⸗ 
fire, that ſhe received no content till his return; who delivered pa- 
riimus'g Anſwer accozding as he had willed him, which dzove her ins 
to a thouſand ſundzy imaginations. One while ſhe thought ix 
was ſome ſtrange Knight, that lought her Love by his Ualour 
and then the thought again, it might be Pariſmus himſelf z but that 
Cogitation was ſoon extinguiſhed by a thouſand doubts and fearg. 
Being in this extremſty of Paſſion, ſhe burſt fozth into theſe Lamen⸗ 
tations. 

What diſtreſs and terroz is this that J endure foz the loſs of mp 
dear Pariſmus ! who J cannot ſuppoſe to be living, becauſe he is thus 
long abſent, who J know would not be out of my company, if he 
might enjoy the lame: but the Deftinies ſeek by his abſence to wozk 
my overthzow ; pet, nevertheleſs, were J bur aſſured he wereliv- 
ing, then ſhould mp Heart be at quiet; fo Jknow he would pzeſerve 
bis Life fo2 my ſake : oz were J but a ſſured he were dead, then would 
I oon reſolve to follow him, that my fatating Shot might enjoy his 
company: and knew he how dearly J love him, then J am ſure he 
would ſoon return: but he- hath heretofoze met with ſome falſe Creſ- 
ſida, and therefoze he ablenteth himſelf to make tryal of my truth. 
Mere J but ſure this was the cauſe of. his Abſence, then ſhould. J 
reſt in quiet: but my luckleſs Stars dſvine no ſuch good Foxeune, 
and to my grief J fear he is deſtroyed by the Treachery of that wick- 
ed Homicide Sicanus, who is not contonted-with his Tragedy, but 
alſo ſeeketh my Deſtruction. Well, wich what parience J may, J 
will live in hope once again to ſee my Lozd: fo2 J doubt nor but 
that the Palmers News was true; elſe how ſhould he tome by that 
Jewel my dear Pariſmus ſent me? fr. & 1 

In thoſe and ſuch like complaints, che cpent all that night, {he 
Cryſtal Tears diſtilling abundantly krom her Bek like Eyes, that it 
would have fozceda ſtony Heart to relent her doleful Lamentations. 
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C HAP. XII. 


How Dionyſius diſcovered himſelf to Queen Dlivia, and of the 
great Joy that was made in the Cy. How Pariſmus determi.. 
ning to ſee Laurana in his Palmers diſguiſe, lighted upon a pret- 
ty Adventure, at the firſt dangerous, but in the end pleaſant ; 
with the Famous Battels he afterwards fought againſt the Per- 
lang. 

Arlp the next Mozning, after the Battel fought agafaſt the 
Perſians, Dionyſius came marching with his Soldiers towards 
' the City, from whence the Enemy were removed half a mile 
further; and having viewed their Fozces, found them ſo much 
weakned by rhe laſt days infinite daughter, that they thought them- 
ſelves unable to withſtand another Alault, and rherefoze began to 
entrench themſelves : by which means the Theſſalians had free acceſs 
to the City, and by the appointment of Dionyſius all the Soldiers 
were conveyed thereto, every Band lodged ſeveral by themſelves, 
and all things in a readineſs ſoz a ſudden ſally, if need required. 

The Bohemian King requeſted the King of Hungaria, and Pzince 

of Sparta to accompany him to the Palace, to viſit the Queen, - 

mongſt whom was Dionyſius, unknown to any but the Boheraidh 

King ; who all marched in their Armour, with Dzums beating, 

Trumpets ſounding, and Colours flying, as Uicozioug.

Theſſalian Court, ſhewing by their outward habit their inward ſo2- 
row fo2 the want of him that was amongſt them. Being met, and 
baving courteouſly ſaluted each orher , the Queen gave them moſt 
hearty Thanks foz their friendly Aid and Succour ; and they faith- 
fniiz-pzomiſed never to fozſake her in time of need. Olivia marvel: 
led who that Knight ſhould be, that concealed himſelf, whom both 

Laurana alſo, and all the reſt diligenily obſerved, began to call her 

loſt Loꝛd into remembꝛante, and thereupon ſaid as followerh : | 

Molt wozthy King of Bohemia, Jam ſozry that the King of Theſ- 
faly is wanting to give your Majelty Entertainment, whoſe abſence 
is moſt grievous unto us, he being our only Joy and ——_ 7 
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which means we cannot give you ſo cheerfull a welcome as we ſhould, 
it our Sun were not eclipſed ; but now we are likely by our ſadneſs 
to make pou partners of our Moe: alſo the untimely Death of that 
Noble Pzince your Son, being acted in our Court, hath ſo overwhel⸗ 
med us with Gziek,! that you tannot expect ought from us but Sighs 
and Pourning ; and all the Entertainment we can gibe you, is, to 
bid you welcome to a Feaſt of Sozrxow, Wherewith ſhe and Laura - 
na, ſhewing Coumtenantes full of mild Pity, ſtood woping and la- 
menting ; inſomuch that the whole company were grieved to ſe their 
ſozrow : which took lo deep an impreſſion in Dionyſius's Heart, that 
with rhe Tears ſtanding in his Eyes, he unlaced his Helmet, and 
coming to Olivia, ſaid, Dear Queen, behold a Salve to cure your 
Sozrow ; Then the Mucen and Laurana = ſo amazed, that they 
could not tell whether they might credit their Eyes oz not: bur at laſt 
Olivia embzaced'him with ſuch unſpeakable Joy, that it delighted all 
to behold their kind reſoycings. f 

Laurana kneeling down did her humble duty, and Dionyſius ſeeing 
her kyeeling, and with blubbered Cheeks (as he thought) bewailing 
his abſence, took her up and kift her, which befozc he had never done 
unto her; which ſo raviſped Laurana g paſſionate Heart, that her joy 
fo: his return, and grief fo2 Pariſmus's want, might be compared to 
two mighty Fozces, ſtriving to maſter each other. The Lo2dsof 
Theſſaly were ſo revived with the pzeſence of their King, that 
Twenty thouſand Perſians could not daunt their couragſous Spirits: 
ſuch mirth and rejoyting was made thzoughout the whole Ciry, that 
ever after that, they kept that day as a Holy and Feſtival day : The 
Citizens cauſed the Bells to be rung, the Dzums and Trumpets 
ſounded, and they made Bonfireg fo: joy. The Perſians wondzed at 
this noiſe, and were aſtoniſhed to lee them in ſuch Mirth, lo little 
regarding their Fozces; but their doubts were ſoon ober when they 
heard of Dionyſiuss return: whom let us leave now in his own 
Court in great ſoy, welcoming the Strangers, and himſelf welcomes 
ed by his own Subjects. 

Pariſmus the ſame day was come out of the Cave in Palmerg

marvelled what might be the cauſe; eaſily getting into the City, (koz 
in that habit he was not miſtrufted) he ſoon heard of Dionyſius's

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return. Then he began to think with himſelf in this ſozt z How 
unkind am J, that do not manifeſt my (elf unto mp dear Laurana, 
who J know endureth much ſozrow fo2 my ſake ? She will keep my 
being alive ſccrer from all Men, and why then may J not comfozr 
her and my ſelf, by having ſome p2ivate conference with her? With 
this Reſolution he went to the Palace, and there walked up and 
down; and having a fight of Laurana and Ledia her Waiting-maſd 
all the day, knew not poſſibly how to come to give either of them no- 
tice of his being there, without ſulpicion, 

Thus he ſtayed until it began to be dark, and having no other means, 
be leapt over a mighty high Stone-wall into the Garden, where di⸗ 
bers times he had enjoyed thy ſweet pꝛelente of his beloved Lady, and 
there hid himſelf in a little Gꝛove that was by Art made foz Pleaſure 
whereinto any ſeldom entred ; and in this Gzove he was conſtrained 
to ſtay moſt part of the night,/ by reaſon that the King of Bohemia 
and the reſt Lodged in the Palace, and it were very late bekoze all

got as near as he could, and to his comfozt heard Laurana ſing this

Sweet Friend, quoth ſhe, howeſ- 
caped you the danger of our Dogs, coming on this (ide the Boule;

Pariſmus marvelled much at her kindneſs, and willingly diſem- 
bled as ik he had ben the Man che took him to be; koz her lovely 
Embzaces were ſufficient enticements to pzocure his conſent.

She (pooz Soul) with heavy 
fghs, and weeping eyes bad him adieu, giving him a ſweer Kiſs at 
parting ; and Pariſmus gabe to her a rich Jewel, which he defired to 
wear fo2 his lake; and took from off her Finger a Ring, which he 
p20miſed he would per petually wear as a Token of her Fabonte. 

She had no ſooner faſtned the Doozs akter Pariſmus, but the 'ap- 
pointed Lover came, who having ſcaped ſomewhat long, feared her 
diſpleaſure ; he knockt, which made Violetta (foz ſs ſhe was talled) 
open the Dooz again; marvelling he ſpould ſo ſuddenly return; 
But he at his Entrance Caluted her with a new Complement, and 
excuſed himſelf f62 his long tarriance; which dzove her into fuch a 
perplexity, that ſhe could not tell what to ſap; till at laſt the ſaid; 
What need pou uſe ſuch excuſes, when pou were (o lately with — ? 
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Dear Love, quoth he, account pou it ſo lately; J p2oteſt J thought 
theſe thee days unte J ſaw you, to be longer than thee years. By 
which Speeches ſhe thought ſome other had heard their Appointment, 
and by that means dcceived her: which made her grow lo much in 
loathing of her pzeſent Suitoz, that ever after that time ſhe chunned 
his company, bending her mind continually how to Meditate, and 
find him out that had cropt her Uirginity, vewing never to love any 
but him, and reſolving never to enjoy any quiet until (he had found 
him who he wag. 

pariſmus was no ſooner come out of the Merchants Dooz, rejoy- 
ting at his pleaſant Banquet, but with all ſpeed he haſed to the Cave, 
where he found the Outlaws in ſadneſs, erpecting his return; of 
whom being kindly welcomed, he betook Hiniſelf to his reſt 5 and 
with the contented Meditation of the Merchants Daughter, had not 
the remembzance of Laurana's Uertues ſomewhat reſtrained his 
Affection, he had fallen to a looſe and laſtivous Conceit; but calling 
to mind her Perfections and his inconſtant Ac, he tozmented himſelf 
with Ezicf, that he had done her lo much wzong : but yer it troubled 
his Mind the leſs, becauſe he knew it wag not redealed to any but him: 
lelf only; and likewiſe it ſome what urged his Mind ort Ingratitude, 
ik he ſhould altogether fozſake the Merchants Daughter, whom he had 
bereft of her Uirginity. In which diverſity of thoughts he ſpent 
that Moznings Repoſe; where we will a while leave him, to (peak of 
Sicanus and his Father. > 37h 36.2030 

The King of Perlia calling his Contributarieg together, by the 
Advice of all, concluved tp ſend inte Perſſa fo, moze Forces ; ng a- 
ſo to requeſt divers of his Alliance to Aid him in revenge of the 
injurious wzongs he alledged that he and his Son dicanus had fyltai- 
ned at Dionyſius'g his hands... " An 40 TE 

This Mellage was ſo ſecretly and ſpeedily diſpatched, that the 
Theſſalians had no knowledge thereof ; by which nwgans; then conti 
nued in great ſecurity and-joy ft the-great Ugozy they with the Ad 
of the Black Knight, had obtained againſt the Perfians; pea, ſo (4- 


cure would they have been, (had not the remembrance. of Pariſmus's 
Death ſomewhat calmed. r erceeding Joy) that, the, Perſians might 
many times hak hem but the Black Knight was ſuch a 
lett to them / that they £9uld attempt nothing againd the Theſſalians, 
but he wauld b ſome means 02 other dilcaver their intent}... 
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© Wany days continued the Perſians befoze the Walls of the City of 
Thebes, never giving any allault, no2 once coming fo:th of their 
Trenches , whſth cauſed the Theſſalians to count them half vanquiſh- 
td. During which time, Pariſmus (known by the name of the 
Black Knight) did fight many bzxave Tombafs with the Perſians; 
by which means the Court of Dionyſius was filled with erceeding 
pꝛeilcs, made in commendation of his Prowels, and untonquered 
Thibalry : but moſt of ail, they wondzed at his ſtrangeneſs ts be 
known; and the rather, fo2 that none could learn where he made 
his abode, knowing that it could not be far from the City. 

The Perſian Wellenger made ſuch hafte in perkozming his Mellage, 
that in ſhozt ſpace there were gathered together of ſeveral Nations 
another mighty Army. Firſt came the King of Natolia, being 
nearly Allied to the Perſian, with a great Army of Natolians; the 
King of Libya, with Thirty thouſand' Libians ; and the King of 
Lycia, with Fo2ty thouſand Men at Arms; andof Phrygia Twen: 
twy thouſand ; and to repair the decay's Camp of the King ok Per- 
ſia, came Fifty thouſand. Theſe laſt Armies ſoon Landed in Theſ- 
ſaly, and pitched their Tents on the Plalns of Pharſalia; of whoſe 

 appoach both the Theſlalians and Perſians had knowledge to the com: 
kozt ok the one, and terroz of the other; by means whereof the 
Theſſalians that were befoze in joy and mirth, began to be careful of 
their Eſtate and therefoze ſent Twenty thouſand Hozſemen well Ar- 
med out of the City, that at all times they might ſuccour them with 
a freſh ſupply; fo2 that they knew they ſhould need great help z who 
being abzdad, took ſuch an ozder that the Enemies could ſcarcely find 
any Cattle oꝛ other Uichafs, 

Theſe new Fo61ces being all joyned together with the Perſians, be» 
ſet the City anew, with double Trenches and Fozrifications round 
about, ſo that there could none pals in oz out: which cauſed Diony- 
ſius and the King 6 Bohemia (having made ſurvey of their (foze) to 
conſider, that there Wag not Pio vinon enough in the City foz ſuch a 
number of Soldiers to laſt one Month, making account that ſt was 
their only way to d2ibe back the Enewy,; — 2 than ignominioully 
to abide their merty; and rherefoze the nined the nert day to 
{ue out upon them, which they did in Polly, not with hopes to van 
quiſh ſuch an Army, but to let the Enemy know they were not dil⸗ 
couraged with their huge Multſtudeg. Which purpeſe ot theirs was 

* furthered by the Black Knight, who early that Wozning had 1 
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on his Armour, and was came befoze the Tents of the Perſians, and 
eſpying ſuch a mighty Multitude of new:come Soldiers that had 
ſopned themſelves to the Enemy, marvelled greatly: but at faſt by 
enquiry he knew who they were, and therefoze reſolved to uſe his 
wonted manner of challenge, 

The King of Perſia eſpying the Black Knight, made relation 
thereof unto the King of Natolia, and alſo of rhe admirable deeds 
he had perfozmed ; entring ſo far in commendation of him, that the 
King of Lycia ſtanding by, being of a pꝛoud and haughty diſpo- 
ſitfon, began to diſdain to hear him ſo highlp commended, thinking 
himſelf able to conquer and overcome any, to; that he was eſteemed to 
be one of the beſt Knights in the Would ; which did make Jim thus 
reply unto the Perſian King, That he wouldſoon p2obe there was no 
Knight in, Theſſaly able to combat with the King of Lycia. Thete- 
koze Arming himſelf, he rode lozth to meet the Black Knight; who 
no ſooner ſaw him, but he ſer Sours to his Boſe, and ran at him 
with luch fozce, that he overthꝛew both Man and Hoſe to the Gzound, 
The King of Lycia ſeeing himſelf thus foiled, ſoon got up and 
dzew his Swozd, but the Slack Knight diſdaining to cope any moze 
with him whom he had already vanquiſhed, turned hig Bozle, and rode 
from him, which ſa vexed the King of Lycia, being enraged to ſee 
his own ſhame, and with anguiſh of the Bzuile he received in the 
fall, = he would have murthered himſelf, but that his Knights hin- 
d2ed him. 
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CHAP. XIII. 


How Pat iſmus met with Pollipus of Phyygia, and knowing the De- 
vice in his Armour refuſed to Combat with him And how a 
Peace, with certain Conditions, was concluded betwixt the 
Kings of Perſia and Theſlaly.

Ariſmus being ready fo2 the next encounter, there were in the 
Tent of Phrygia two gallant Knights, eſteem'a the only 
Men in the Wold fo2 THalour , one whereof had befo2e ſer: 
bed the Perſian King in his Wars againſt whemia, whole name 
was Pollipus, the other named Zoilus, whoſe match, oz equal in 
Arms he had never met withal; being allo ſounmerciful and tyran⸗ 
nous, that by his Treachery in fight he had ſubdued many thouſand - 
Knights in his Travels, This 
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This Pollipus, deſirous to try his fo2ce. againſt the Black Knight, 
ſoon mounted himſelf, being a moſt goodly pzopoztioned Knight. 
The Black Knight, being >Cill ready. fo2 any encounter, met Pol- 
lipus with (uch kozce, that both theſr Staveg were ſhivered in pieces : 
the Black Knight not once moving in the Saddle ; but Pollipus with 
the fozce of his blow loſt one of his Stirrups. The Black Knight 
having dzawn his Swo2d ready to combate Pollipus, eſpyed upon his 
Armour thzee Faultong, and peſently put up his Sword again, 
which when bol ipus perceived, he marvelled thereat, and boldly de: 
manded of him the To;nbat, But the Black Knight ſaid, Pardon 
me, wozthy Sir, fo2 Jam bound nor to combat any that weareth 
that Armour, and without ſpeaking any further, departed, 

Pollipus wondzing thereat, at laſt, remembzed, that when he was 
with the Perſian King ol Bohemia, he made a covenant with Pari(- 
mus never to combat any that had the Device of the Bzanch of Roſes 
upon his Armour, which was Pariſmus'g Armour, and Pariſmus 
alſo pzomiſed him the lame. Therefoze he thought that the Black 
Knight was either Pariſmus Hhia:ſelf, oz Come Knight whom Pariſ⸗ 
mus had bound to the like Dath : the occaſion of which Now paſſed 
between Pariſmus and Pollipus was given though the ercecding Love 
that had paſt between them from their Youth, being bꝛought up toge- 
ther in the Univerſiey. Mherekoze Cudying what he might be, and 
rcjoycing he had lo woꝛthy a Knight to his Friend, he returned back to 
the Perſian's Tents, who (food gazing to ſee the vent of this Com: 
bat, but marvelled that they partcd (ſo friendly. | 

Pollipus being returned, told the Kings of Perſia and Natolia, 
that he thought the Black Knight knew him, becauſe he refuſed the 
Combat; etherwiſe he could not tell rh&caule. Dionyſius the King 
of Bohemia, Olivia, Laurana, and the deft, all this while won- 
dzed at the Black Knight's Behaviour, eſpecially to Cee him part ſo 
friendly with the Phrygian Knight. 

Whilt they were in this Admiration, they beheld the Ualfant 


Zoilus ready to encounter the Black Knight, the Perſians now think⸗ 


ing to ſee hs downfal, fo2 that Zoilus had vowed never to depart. until 
he had deſtroyed him, with whom the Black Knight met with lich 
adbantage, that he oberthzew him to the Gzound, and himſelf with 


the: foxce bꝛoke both his Stirrupg. Zoilus ſon recovered his Hoſe, 


and with furious rage they both met with their Swozds d2awn ; - be- 


tween whom began a moſt terrible and cruel Combat, that - — 
ä cheld 


| 
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beheld them were amazed at their Ualour. In which conflict they 
tontinued the ſpace of two hours, being both grievoully wounded, 
but neither of them weary oz willing to leave off. At laſt the Black 
Knight ſeemed weary, and onely warded the furious blows Zoilus 
gave him. Zoilus, not thinking that he had keigned, laid on his 
blows with ſuch [wiftneſs and fozze, that all the whole Company 
deemed the Black yp vanquiſhed, Zoilus ſtill purſued 
him with eagerneſs, an c> Knight only defended himſelf, ſo 
long did they continue” in this manner, that Zoilus began to be 
wearied, and alſo to ſuſpect the Black Knight's Policy; therekoze 
ſtaying his hand, he ſafd unto him, Sir Knight, J give thee leave ro 
agk 1 fo thy Life, oz elſe be ſure befoze we part thou ſhalt be 8 
dead Man. : 

The Black Knight cafting his Eyes towards the Tower where 
his beloved Laurana food. beholding the Combat, and waving his 
Swo2d couragioully above his Head, made this Reply: No, Phry- 
gian, (quorh he) J [con thy pꝛoffer; and thereupon fo freſhly aſſail- 
ed him, that in ſho2t ſpace he dꝛoͤve him how to deviſe to ſave his own 
Life; fo2 he had mangled and cut his Body in lo many places, that 
his Haile was all coloured with the Blood that ran from his 
Wounds : which cauĩed 20:12 ta thnuſt at the Black Knight with 
ſuch lozte and fury, that he wounded him mo arievoulſly. The 
ſmart of which, and withal the remembyance the Black Knight han 
who beheld the Combat, cauſed him with both his hands, to ſtrike ſo 
deadly a blow at Zoilus, that lighting full on his Beaver, the fo2ce 
theresf burſt the lame, and cut off his right Ear, and wounded him 
lo ſoze on the Face, that he fell on his Hozſes neck ſenſeleſs: and 
then again he ſtruck another blow at him with ſuch main fo2ce, that 
had not the Fhrygian's Yo!ſe ſtarted with the glimmering ſight of the 
Sw02d coming, he had parted his Head from his Shoulders, and 
his Hozle ran looſe about the Fields. At laſt the Viv y3ian recovered 
himſelf, and looking about him, elpped the Black Knight with his 
Swo2d put up; and ſeeing himſelk without a Weapon, with rage 
and furp he was almoſt mad. 

Theſe Champions were no ſooncr parted, but the The ſſaſian 
Hozſe-men by a pziby Watch:wozd from the City, ruſhed ſuddenly up: 
on the Perſians, who erpected no ſuch matter, and had their minds 
otherwiſe buſted ; fo that befo2e they could handle Arms to defend 
themſelves, the Theſſalians had ain a great number of them. 
Which 
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Which the Black Knight perceiving, (although he was grievoufly 
wounded) made ſuch a BaQacre amongſt the Enemp, that all Men 
demed him rather to be Devil than a Yoz2ral Creature, with whom 
Pollipus met, but would not once offer to Dffend him. 

Doiny ſius, the King of Bohemia, the King of Hungaria, the 

Pzince of Sparta, Lozd Remus, Oriſtus and Oſiris likewiſe iCued 
out upon the Perſiin Fozces in ſeveral Troops, which lo amazed the 
Natolians, Phrygians, and other Nations of the Army, that they 
marvelled from whence the Theſlalians could have ſuch Aid. But 
their coming amonglt them on ſuch a ſudden made lo cruel and mighty 
a ſlaughter, that by that time the day was ended, the Thellalians 
had llain above Fifty thouland Perſians : which cauſed them ever alter 
that, to be mo2s cirtumſpca and vigilant of their ſafety. 
All the Soldiers being retired unto their places, the Black 
Knight likewiſe withdzew ;himCſelf to the Wood. Pollipus having 
all the day letretly followed him, ſet Spurs to his Tzozſe and over: 
took hin: who eſpying him, ſaid his coming, and knowing him by 
the thzee Faulcons on his Armour to be rhe Knight with whom he 
refuſedto Combat, kindly ſaluted him, and demanded what might be 
the cauſe of his coming to him. Who made him this Reply; 

Molt wozthy Knight, ſaid he, my han:ble-iuit unto you is, That 
you will let me under tand ide cauſe why you refuſed the Combat with 
mL ois vay. 

Gentle Knight, replyed he, pou needs muſt parton me koz that, un- 
til J know whither you are Pollipus of Phrygia, whom J take you to 
be by thoſe Arms. | 

Indeed quoth he, J am the ſame, and the chlekeſt cauſe. of my 
coming unto poli is, the earneſt deſive_J have to be acquainted with 
vou, (though unwozthy:) fo2 that J know-pgu_cauld-aot come to the 
znowledge ot me but by the Ucrtuougs Pariſmus, who is now dead; 
in whole defence if you bear Arms, J will with you do my endeavour 
to revenge his Death againſt my own Country, fo2 J am bound there» 
to. | 

Courtcous Knight, quoth Pariſmus, if you will vouchafe to take 
ſuch imple entertainment as mp poo2 Lodgings affows, J will ful. 
fil pour dcfire. Which he willingly accepted of, and being come to 
the Cave, he marvelled to ſee ſo wozthya Knight in ſuch an obſcure 
place. But being come in, he ſoon unarmed himſelf: and then 
Pariſmus knew him to be his Friend, and taking him by the hand, 


led 
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led him aſide, and diſcovered himſelf. UWhercat Polſipus greatly 
wondzed, and with exceeding joy moſt lovingly embzaced him. And 
after Supper was ended (which was p2ovided by the Cutlaws, end 
cleanly dꝛeſt 02. che Damſel) he declared unto him the whole ctrcum- 
ance of his Tragedy: wherewith Pollipus was ſo enraged to hear 
of Sicanus's Treachery, that he vowed fo! ever to remain his p2otct: 
ſed Enemy. Thus they continued in the Cave all that night, the 
one recounting to the other fozepaſſed Friendſhip. At laſt it was thus 
concluded betwirt them, t hat Pollipus ſhould continue there; and to 
that end he pꝛovided him other Armour of good p2cof, rhar thereby 
he might not be known. 

Jt was ſome thze Weeks ſpace befoze Pariſmus could recover his 
Wounds ; during which time the I heſſalians had received much 
1 damage of their Enemies, growing into kear of Famine, koz that 
T their Uicuals began to war (cant, and their Courages began to a: 
p bate, by reaſon they ſaw not the Black Knight come into the Field, 
4 as his uſual manner was: therekoze the Tommanders of the 
e Armp concluded with a general conſent to Parley with the Perſian 
e King, and appointed Lozd Remus to be the Pcflenger : who coming 

to the King of Perſia, told him, That Dionyſius King of Theſſaly 
t did deſire to Parley with his Majeſty, whom he knew not that he had 
any way offended. The Meſſage the King of Perſia kindly accepred, 
and pzomiſed upon his Kingly Wozd to keep Truce koz that day; ap- 
* pointing their place ok meeting to be on the Gzen bekoze the Weft- 
[0 Gate of the City: whither he came, with rhe Kings that were with 
him, and Sicanus his Son; Dionyſius, the King of Bohemia, and 
w all the reſt os the Potentates on the Theſlalian party, alſo went fo2th 
th ok their Tents to met him. 
he Manp things being alledged on both ſides, the one in accuſation 
d; ok Sicanus, the other in dcfence of his innocency : at laſt, by con: 
ur tent ok all, a Peace was concluded foz Twenty days, and on the 
re. Twentieth dap it was concluded that the Controverſle ſhould be de- 
cided by Battle. And the Conditions were theſe, That if Diony ſius 
ke could not bzing the Knights io Combat tqꝛe of the Perſians, that 
ul. then he Could acknowledge himſelf ſubject to the Perſian King, and 
to FF alſo Qould deliver to Sicanus his fir Daughter to be at his diſpoſal, 
we and Sicanus to enjoy the Crown after his Death: and if Dionyſiuss 
thee Knights ſhould conquer the Perſian Knights, then immediate: 
iy the King of Perſia ſhould remove his Foztes, and Sicanus ſhould 
L acknowledge 
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acknowledge the Truth of the Fag. Upon theſe Tonditions, the 
Peace was concluded, and firmly ratified by the general Daths of 
both the Kings. During the time of the Peace, Pariſmus and Pol- 
hpus would uſually come abzoad both Armed in Whire Armour, 
with Plumes of White Feathers, and White Hozſes being gallane: | 
ly attired, and behold the Perſians and Theſſolians continually eve- 
ry day Combating each other to pꝛove their Manhood. But ill the 
Phrygian, Zoilus, anv the two Perſians, Brandor and Ramon did 
bear away the P2ize, that the Theſſalians would no 1302e encounter 
with th. Which dꝛove Dionyſius into & deep Dtuby what Knights 
to pꝛovidsagainſt the appointed dap of Combat, altogerher deſpairing 
of the Black Knight, fo2 that he had not a long time been ſeen a- 
monglt them; and alſo Oriſtus and Oſiris being fo grievoufly hurt, 

that it wag impoſlible fo2 them to recover their Healrhs by the time 
appointed. 

Pariſmus hearing of this, told Pollipus, That if he would accom: 
pany him to be one of Laurana's Champions, he would be fox ever 
bound to AI that courtefic. Which gentle Requeſt Pollipus kind: 
ly accepted. he third he had appointed was the Outlaw that had 
p2eſerved his Life, whoſe Malour exceeded mo{@ of the Knights in 
all Theſlaly, although he had endured ſome ſecret diſgraces. 

Laurana marvelled, that during the time of theſe Wars (being lo 
Famous that they could not chuſe but be ſpzead thoughout molt Parts 
of the Wozld) ſhe could hear no News of Pari mus, judging 
bim fo2 a certain truth to be dead; fo2 orhcrwiſe ſhe deemed it could 
not be: fo2 ſhe knew if the leaſt repozt of thoſe Wars were come rs 
his hearing, he would return to aid her from Sicanus, whom the fo 
much abhozred, that it was a terro2 to her to heat him named. 
Withal remembzing in what Peril both her Father, Country and 
her ſelf were bzought by his Tyranny, and that this Miſery, ex- 
teeding all the reſt, was now faln upon her, that ſhe muſt find 
Champions to defend her ſelf, oz elſe muſt be Thzall to him, 
which was moze gricvous untoher than Ten thouſand Deaths ; the 
remembzance of theſe extremitics cauſed her to burſt kozth in thele 
Erclamations. 

Wolt unhappy and accurſed Wyetch-that Jam! how can J ex- 
tlaim ſyffictent!y againſt my own hard Deſtinies, that have bzoughtr 
me in danger of him whom J hate moſt of all Creatures, whole ve- 
ry Name is odioug in my hearing, who by his Treachery hath * 
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ted me of my hearts delight, and continuaily wozkg my endleſs toz- 

ment? Had mp unlucky Stars allotted me to ſome untimely Death, 
dz otherwiſe wzought my Wiſery, then J could have enduredmy Bar: 
8 tryrdomt with patience,and quietly hav? ſuffered the ertrcameſt calamity, 
J but my evil Deftiny far exceedeth all wur and hath ſhut me krom 
B all hope of comkozt in this my affliction, by The death o my vertuous 
; Loꝛd and dear Friend Pariſmus, whoſe Ghoſt is buſied with Divine 
Contemplations, and not tozmented as J am with Tempozal 
Uexations: J would willingly follow him unto Eliz:um, there to 
i enjoy the fruition of his Angelical Companp, but my Deftinies have 
[ likewiſe allottedme a Cowards heart, not dating ts erecute my de- 
. fire upon my [elf : my fozward mind likewiſe dillwadeth me by many 
7 impoſlible perlwallons, that in this ertremiry J know not whole aid 
g to imploꝛe. My Pariſmus is dead, my Fathers Knights manglcd ko; 
my ſake, and all things lo contrary to good ſucceſs, that unleſs J 
be delivered from this Tyrant Sicanus by ſome admirable ſtrange 


p means, J muſt of ncceſſity fall into his loathſome power, whoſe Ser- 
: pentine Bzeath doth infec my heart with deadly fear. 

J With theſe and ſuch like erclamations Laurana tozmented herſelf 
1 continually.

the Damſel, marvelled what Meſſage ſhe had then bzought : who be: 
ing bekoze the King, humbly reverencing her ſelf upon her Knee, 
told him, That ſhe had a Mellage ta deliver unto the Pzintels Lau- 
rana, who being ſent fo2 and come, the Damlel p2eſented her with a 
rich Scutcheon, wherein was pourtrayed a Knight wounded by Slaveg, 
and a deſcription how they covered his Body, as dead, with Molg; 
and underneath how the ſaid Knight was found by a Gentleman, and 
carried ts a Cave, which was done in moſt exquiſite manner, 

Laurana having a while viewed the ſame, and read the Uerſes 
underneath, delivered rhem unto the King her Father z who when 
be had peruſed the ſame, moſt kindly thanked the Damſel koz her 
pains, and referred the Anſwer unto his Daughter ; who deſired the 
Damlel to tell the Knight that ſent her thus: That ſhe did moſt 
willingly accept him for her Champion, willing her to deliver un- 
to him a Scarf, which ſhe requeſted him to wear foz her ſake. The 
Damſcl, having received. her Anſwer and rich Keward, depar- 
ted. 

When ſhe was gone, all the Court was comfozted by this Mel⸗ 
ſage, and p2epared to attire themſelves in their ſatelieſt Robes the 
next day to biſcourage the Enemy. The Damſel being returned to 
Pariſmus , delivered rhe Meſſage Laurana had ſent him, and the 
Scarf, which the requeſted him to wear as her Favour : which he 
kiſt and re:kit, becauſe it came from the moſt Uertuoug Miſtreſs of 
his Afeftion. 

The 
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The next day the King or Theſlaly, the King of Bohemia, the 
King of Hungaria, and the reſt, ſeated themſelveg on the Scaffold ; 
likewiſe Queen Olivia, and the fair Qucen of Hungaria, and the 
beautiful Laurana, whoſe ſplendo2 ſo darkned all the reſt of the La- 
dies, that che ſcemed like Golden Cynthia among{ the Twinkling 
Stars, the Crimſon colour ſhining fo freſh in her Cryſtal Theks, and 
as Claret Wine and Milk mixt together, being ſo Fair andComely, 
ſo Uertuous and Chaſte, ſo Courtcous and Tonltanr, ſo Mild and 
Merciful, as that ſhe was no way to be equalled; and yer bearing 
a mind lo far from P2ide, that ſhe disdained not rhe meaneſt Perſon 
in Theſſaly; whole Majeſtical and Royal Perſon ſeemed a Glozi- 
ous Oznament to all the whole Allembly. 

The King of Perſia, the King of Natolia, the King of Lycia, 
and the King of Libya, were ſeated on the Scaffold, and next under 
them, the Perſian Contributaries : which when the Theſſalians beheld, 
they thought the greateſt part of the Wozld was come to deſtroy 


them. 
The Perſian Knights entred the Liſts : the firff being the valiant 
Zoilus, attired all in Red, with moſt rich Capariſons of beaten 
Gold, 

Then came the two Bꝛethzen, Brandor and Ramon, both attired 
alike, in moſt rich Colours of Blue, who managed their Steeds lo 
bꝛavelp, that one would have ji:dged three comlier Knights could not 
have been found ; and riding thꝛe oz four times about the Liſts, won- 
dꝛed that they ſaw no Enemy appꝛoach them, and ſtared and gazed one 
on another, as if they thought [com to ſtay their Adverlatieg coming : 
But ſtare, gaze, and ſtay they might, fo2 rhe Iheſlalian'g Cham: 
pions came not in an hour afrer that; which dzove Dionyſus into 
ſuch.fury, that he could habe tozn his hair from his Bead, fearing left 
the Mellage that the Damſel had bzought, might be.deviſed by the 
Enemy to delude him withal: So that he and all the reſt were 
dziven into ſuch a ſudden ſadneſs, that they ſar there like Men filled 
with amazement, not knowing how oz which way to ſave themſelves 
from diſhonour. 

Laurana ſging her Expectation croſſed, began to doubt the wo2 lf, 
waxing faint with inward grief, and the lively Red began to fade 
in her Cheeks, that ſhe had kaln krom the place where ſhe late, had 
the not been revived with a ſudden ſhout the People made, who then 
eſpyed the thzee Championg come galloping along the Plains, which 
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do revived the abated Hearts of the Ihellalians, that they leemed like 
Hen newly raiſcy from Death to Liſe. This ludden rejoycing 
fomewhat daunted the Perſians, becauſe they were bekoꝛt perſwaded 
that they (hould have the Conqueſt without Battle; withal they 
ſeared that the Black Knight was among( them. 

By this time Pariſmus, Pollipus. and the Out-law, were come to 
the Liſts, their Armour being Silvered all ober, their Apparel 
Plumes, and Hoſes all White, their Staves, Capariſons and Fur⸗ 
niture all alibe, not hing ditkering in all their Oznaments; only Yaril- 
mus had on the Scarf Laurana ſent him, and Pollipus in his 
Cret a freſh Branch of blooming Palm. And having in moſt gal- 
lant manner marched twice oz th2ice about the Liſts, they came 
back to the Races end, and there ſtayed to know Dionyſius'g plea: 
lure. 

Pariſmus all this while had his Eyes fired on the Princeſs Lau- 
rava, till ſuch time as King Dionyſius came down from his Stat 
of State and moſt kindly ſaluted him; telling them Cince it was 
their pleaſure to do him lo much Honour as to become his Comba- 
rants, he would (if it pleaſed the Heavens to grant them the Uico* 
cy) nor be unmindkul of their Tourtelie, no2 ungratefuÞfo2 their 

ains. 

P No ſooner was the King ſeated again, but the Trumpets (attoz⸗ 

ding to the wonted manner began to ſummon theſe Champions to 
the Battle. Pariſmus locking back upon Laurana, (as from thence 
he had received his being) waved his Spear above his Head; and the 
Champions met with ſuch Tury, that ſhivering their Lances into 
many pieces, they paſſed each other wirhout any harm at all. Then 
dꝛawing their Sons FPariſmus encountered Zorlus, Pollipus fought 
Brandor, and the Dutlaw Ramon; betwen whom began a moſt 
terrible Battle, that in ſhort time their Armour flew in pieces, and 
the 151055 ran abundantly down from either Party; in which mo 
eruek fight they continued together kaz the pace of two Hours. Ar 
last. Feriimus being enraged oft the Ualour of his Adverſary, and 
fn wing that irwas now no tin? of dalliance, becauſe he ſaw the 
<Suriar begin to keint, allailed Zoilus ſo fiercely, that he could 
{carcely withitand his fury, and there had dyed by the unconquered 
Arm of Varifmus , but that the Outlaw had reccived luch a Wound 
by the hand of Ramon, that he fell down dead under his Hozſe, 
which lone what er Zoilus, ko that Ramon taking the advan⸗ 


rage, 
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tage, allo allailed Pariſmus, which put him to his uttermoſt ſhikts. 
At laf he eſpyed a piece of Armour bzoken from Ramon's Arm, in 
w hich place he gave him ſuch a thꝛuſt, that he let his Hozfe Reins 
fall. and his Hoſe being ar liberty, ran diſoxerly about the Liſts : 
Zoilus in the mean time being well refreſhed with rhe ald of Raman, 
fruck ſucha toe ble blow at Variſmus, that it pi:recd che Armour on 
his left Arm, nd lighted (o full on his Thigh, that he was moſt 
geievoullꝰ wor ed. Which blow turned Var:{mau?s endes to (uch 
fury, that * 4 all his kozte ſtriking at Z us, he tmore him on rhe 
Hcad with ſuch fury, that he fell down krom his {Ha2ſCe. At which 
blow all the Field ſhouted, and ariſmu-'s Dw92d burtk, 

All this while the orher two Champions continued combating each 

other moſt bzavelp, and with great commendation, but to the 
diiadvantage of Brandor, who was mighty Urong, and a big:bon'd 
Knight ; who ſtrook his blows with luch kozce, that had not Polli- 
pus nimbly avoided them, he could not have withtood him Ar [a(t 
Pollipus, having elpyed his advantage, thzuſt at him with ſuch kozce, 
that his Swoꝛzd lighting on a b2oken place of his Acmour, pierced 
him quite thzough the Body, that he dyed p2eſently. 
By this time Ramon had recovered his ſenſes, and ſ@ing Pariſmuz 
to have vanquiſhed Zoilus, aſſailed him Weaponleſs as he was, and 
wounded him in two oz three places. But ſoon Pariimus got within 
him, claſping him in his Arms, and with main kozce thꝛew him out 
of his Saddle, and in the fall he bzoke his Shoulder, whereof he dyed. 
Whereupon the whole Allembly gave ſuch another ſhout, that the 
Earth ſeemed to ſhake. 

The Theflalian Potentates pꝛeſently roſe from their Seats, and 
conducted the Combatants with all Solemnity unto a Rich Pavili- 
on, erected only fo2 the lame purpoſe : where they were no ſconer ar⸗ 
rived, but the King moſt lobingly Embzaced them in his Arms, and 
with many Tourteſies thanked them fo2 their pains, deſiring them 
to unarm themſelves, that che Phyſicians might ſearch their 
Wounds, which they refuſed to do, until rhe Conditions and Cove: 
nants of the Combat were perfozmed by the Perſian King: who 
hearing their juſt Requeſt, could not in that Loyal Aſſembly ſo much 
diſhonour himlelf as to bzeak his Wozz, bur pꝛeſently gade oder 
that all his Fozces ſhould be Removed: And calling unto him his 
Son dicanus, he commanded him, upon his Duty and Reverence he 
boze him, to confeſs the certainty indeed, whether he, oz any by his 
Nocuremeat had lain Pariſmus ? ; My 
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My Lord and  ather, (quoth Sicanus) by the Keverence I owe 
your Majeſty and the reſt of the Kings in this afſembly, I denounce 
him for a Villain and a Traitor that accuſeth me for Pariſmug?s 
Murther, | 

In like Reverence to this moſt Honourable Aſſembly, ſaid Pariſ- 
mug, | return that Villain and Traitor to thy ſelf, Sitanus, for that 
thou lieſt ; fer thou did(t hire three of thy Tartarians, with pro- 
miſes of great preferment, who, the ſame day that Pariſmug was 
miſſing, wou!d have murdered him moſt treacherouſly in the VVood 
hard by; my ſelt found his Body cut and mangled ; and here ſtand 
to prove it againſt thee, that like a Villain and a Traytor thou didſt 
this deed, in whole behalf I dare thee to the Combat. And foraſ- 
much as thou thinkeſt that Pariſmus had no Friends to maintain his 
Juſt Quarrel, I charge thee as thou art a Knight, and honouteſt 
Arms, not torefuſe the Combat. This Challenge Sicanus accepted 
in greet rage, and pzeſently went to Arm himſelf, thinking that he 
might be cafily overcome, by reaſon he was lo grizvouſly wounded. 
Do what Dionyfius and the King of Bohemia could, pet Pariſmus 
ill demanded the Combat of Sicanus ; whole conſtancy and reſolu- 
tion they wondzed at, and the whole Aſſembly were ſodeſirous of his 
Cenquelt, that all applauded and excolled his honourable Reſalution. ' 

Laurana ſeing her Champion ready to undertake a freſh Battle, 
came to him, and gave him hearty thanks fo2 his pains taking in her 
behalf, and deſired him to deſiſt the Combat, fo2 that it might much 
endanger his Perſon. Pariſmus alighting from his HozCſe, kiſt her 
Hand, the vcry touch whereof revived his Senſes with ſuch joy, 
that he told her, That if it were her pleaſure Pariſmus's wang . 
would go unrzvenged, he would deſiſt; otherwile, being vowed her 
poo2 Knight, he would either at that inſtaut make Sicanus confels his 
Treaſon, o; ſpend his laſt Bzeath in purſuit of the Quarrel : and 
tycrefoze he moſt humbly craved her pardon. : 

The Pzintels all the time he talked to her, noted him with a cu- 
rious Epe; and though he were much altered, and changed his voice 
as cunning as might be, vet ſhe deemed it like the Nolte of her dear 
Pariſmus, which ſhe was rather induced unto, fo2 that the c ſpyed a 
Ring on his Finger which the had befo2e given unto him: whichdzave 
her into ſuch an Agony between hope and deſpair, that had not her 
Father and many others been by, ſhe had then reſolved her ſelf o 
that daubt: wherewith, and with the ſight of the Blood that iCued” 
but 
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out of his Wounds, the endured ſuch inward affliction and tozment of 
mind, that her lpirits were overcome with a tender regard of his 
Eftate. But pzeſently (as all the ACembly thought) Sicanus moun- 
ted on his Hozſe, ſo Pariſmus mounting on his, took bis leave of 
Laurana, and riding towards his Adverſarp, began to unbuckle his 
- White Armour, which was ſo artificially made, that it was but a 
* .taſe to his Armour underneath ; which wag no ſooner off, but he was 
known to be the Black Knight: that had fought ſo valiantly in the 
behalf of Theſſaly, and had flaſn in ſeveral Combats an incredible 
multitude of Perſians, which ſo amazed the Eyes of the beholders, 
— they all allotted him the Conqueſt befoze that he began the Com» 


The Black Knight at the ürſt Encounter bzoke Two of the 
batants Ribs: and in ſhozt ſpace with fozrible Blows be bear 
off his Hozſe, and alighted to have parted his Head from his 

Shoulders. But the Perſian King, leing his Son in that peril, ran 
from his Seat, and deſired the Black Knight to ſpare his Like; 
which when he had obtained, he unlaced his Helmet to give him 
Bteath, and found that it was not Sicanus, but another Knight that 
Sicanus had hired in his trad, foz that himſelf durf — — 
llant a Knight hand to hand. UWhich the Black K percti- 
ving, in great Rage wauld habe Cain him, but he was dilwaded by 


Pollipus. 
This cowardly Jeſt was ſo odiaus, that afrerwards Sicanus was 
- counted the unwozthieft Knight living ; but being of a-baſe dil poll 
tion, he nothing regarded the lame. |

Pariſmus having entred the Chamber, with ſuch fervency hedeligh.- 
ed himſelf to behold her pꝛelence, that his Wits. were raviſhed with 
a heavenly Joy: and Lauraaa ſ(reing bim, was ſo lurmized with. a 
vertuous Amazement to behold his Perſon, that the Tears food in 
her Eyes, and her Heart lcaped in her Bzeaſf. They being moſt 
lovingly met, kindly.ſaluted each other, ſo much ſurfciting in. delight 
of each others pzeſence, that their lpeech was turned into a delight 
ful embzacing of. hearty content, not to expꝛeſſed: which being end: 
ed, Laurana tame to Pollipus, and welcomed him with ſo ſweet a 
Kiſs, that had the not been beloved ol Pariſmus, he would have vowed 
himſelf her Servant.

Laurana knowing that her Father and the King of Bohemia ſtap⸗ 
ed fo2 Pariſmus g return, with a joyful countenance accompanied 
them down into the Hall; and being come to the King, ſhe ſaid, My 
Toꝛd and Father, J deſire your gracious Maſeſty to let theſe wozthy 
Champions be delibered unto my charge and cuſtody, to have thelr 
Wounds cured, which they bave received in my behalk. 

Daughter, ſaid he, J commend the regard. thou haſt of their 
bealth, andcommirrhem into our hands, being a charge of a high 
account : pzaying thee to uſe them in the kindeſt ſozt, fo2 they have 
wozthily deſcrved to be eſtcemen. And my Lozd, quoth Dionyſus to 
Pariſmus, Qnce it is my Daughters requeſt, J hope you are conten- 
ted to be her Gueſt, Elſe, replyed the Pꝛince, J were ungrateful. 

Laurana then preſently conducted them unto two fair Rooms. 
which ſhe had moſt richly adoznedand ſer koꝛth with Jewels and coſtly 
Furnitures, wꝛought of the moſt richeſt UWozk in the Wozld, all of 
Eꝛeen and Crimſon Satin, bozdered with Gold and Azure. Hig 
Bed was framed moſt curiouſly, ſtanding in the manner of a Pavil- 
lion; and the Poſts that bare it were framed of Jvozy, beſer with 
Rubies; the Cozds of Gzeen Silk, the Cover of rich Arabian Silk;

They had not long remeined there, admiring! the Beautpof the 
place, but their Ears wert dell herd with the foundof moſt plcaſanr 
Muſick ; to which having a while lined, Laurana deſired Pariſmus to 
accept this fo2 bis Lodging, and told him Po lipusd Lodging did 
adjorn unto bis, that at their pleaſures chey might cnjoycachothers. 
company, wlirher Pollipus was honourablp conducted, 

Pariſmus moſt kindly rhanked her, whoſe hearr was exceedingly 
rabiched with beholding her p;eſence. By ryfs time the King's: 
Phyſicians were come, which cauſed Laurana with a kind farewell 
to bid Pariſmus adieu ko; that nightz whoſe Heart waxed lad at her 


departure. 
The 
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The Pbyficians had ſoon d1eft his Wounds, which were many, 
but none moztal; and being wearied with that days crerciſe, theſe 
two wozthy Knights willingly gave theuilelves to reft ; where (01 
that night let us leave them. 

Oriſtus hearing that his Tod Pariſmus was returned (being then 
in the ertreameſt danger of his Life, by reaſon his Wounds were 
then freſh,) could by no mzans be perlwaded but that he would go to 
dee him; and therekoze the next mozning very eariy (without the 
_ knowledge of any) ſtole down to go to his Maſters Lodging; and 
being weak and keble, he received a fall, which made a Rupture in 
bis Wounds in luch extream loꝛt, that they fell again to bleeding a» 
freſh : but having a drong heart, with much adoe he recovered his 
fet, and got to Fariſmus's Lodging. - By which time the Phys 
cians that attended him, miſt him, and ſuſpecen the truth, followed 
him by the tract of Blod unto the Pꝛince's Chamber: where although 
the Phyſicians uſed the beſt gkill they had; they could not poſſibly 
UTanth his Blod, lo that there he dyed in his Lozd's Arms: whoſe 


q days he could not baniſh the rememhzante out of his mind. 

This knowledge was ſoon come to the King of Bohemia, and all 
the reſt, who generally lamented his Death, foz that he was a 
f Knight of good and honourable qualities. Pariſmus continued many 
ö days in the Heavenly Paradiſe, where he wanted koz nothing that 
f might bzing comfo2t to his diſquiet heart, being carefully tended by 
4 the Pzinceſs Laurana until he had fully retobered his Health. Du- 
i ring/which time he often enjoyed the Pzinceſs pꝛelence, and told to 
her the whole truth of all that had happened ſince his abſeiice from the 
Court, (only he left out the diſcourſe concerning rhe Merchants

Death (truck ſucha palſſionate ſoꝛrow to hariſmus'g heart, that in many_ 


Daughter :) which did much rejopce the Lady Laurana to hear the 
ſame, who with moſt kind and loving KiCſes blamed him, fo2 that he 
- would not make himſelf known in the Palmers Werds; with many

Ma days continued the Ring of Perſia and the other Poten-

rates in the Tourt of Dionyſius, in which time many were 
enſnared with the Beauty or Laurana, which was ſuch as 
it vazled the Eyes or all Seholders, and aſtoniſhed rhe Hearts of no 
imple Judgments with divine Concett: inſomuch that che King of 
Natolia was determined to require and demand her of her Father in 
Marriage, had he not been kept back by Sicanus, who defired his 
Father the Perſian King to ſolictte Dionyſus to that effec. But he 
told him, that his pꝛomiſe relyed upon his Daughters choice, [though 
indeed he intended (hz ſhould neber marry the Perſian. fo? that his. 
Behaviour and Treachery had made him hated in all Mens ſight.) 
Fariſmus being now determined to wozk his own and Laurana's 
conrent, and walking very ſolitary to the King's Garden, ftudying 
how to move his Fathers good wiil to this match, in the midſt of his 
dumps he wag encountred ty che Pzinceſs Laurana, who, only attend: 
ed by Ledia, wag come down into the Garden to take the Atr ; oho 
- a= the Punce out ok his study, with a courteoug greting 
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My dear Pariſmus, (quoth ſhe) may J be ſo bold as to bear ou 
company in this your ſolitarineſs ? o would you but bouthſafe to 
impart pour ſadneſs unto me, that J might be partaker of your 
j ſoꝛrow, then ſhould you ſoon perceive that whatſoever can pꝛocuce 

your diſcontent, will likewiſe purchale my diſquiet. The Pzince then 
taking her by the hand, ſaid onto her, Moſt vertuous Lady, J ac- 
knowleege my Telf ſo far bound unto you fo2 many worthy favours 
2 I undefervedly beffowed upon me. that J know nat which way to yield 
pou [uffictent thanks fo2 the leaſt of them. much leis to requite them; 

and it J ould deny to fulfil pour requeſt herein, unts whom J am 
perpetually bound, J ſhould ſhew my ſelf altogether void ok Man⸗ 
ners : therekoze know, courteous Lady, that my ſuppoſed diſcontent 
bas a pleaſant and delighrful meditarſon; and calling to remem- 
bance your manifold Uertues and undeſerved favourable aCurance 
ru have given me of your Atfedion, J was now determining to ſpeak 
to the King my Father, to requeſt a conſummation of our happineſs 
# at 
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— the King pour Fagher's hands, ſo it may (and with your good 
* liking. x MV | 

My Low, (ſaid Laurana) J wholly commit the matter unto your 
Wiſdom, whom in obedience Jam bound toobey, by the choice J have 
made of you to be my Lozd and Husband ; therefoze J delire you ro 
uſe that Pꝛerogative over me that by right briongery unto you. 

In theſe and ſuch like kind conferences they conctaued talking in 
the Garden, (to both their unſpeakable joys) being to united in the 
bonds of Amity, that it was impoſſible to cemove their ſettied Friend: 
ip. Dinner time being come, they both departed their teveral ways, 
tach being contented with the others faithful pꝛomile. 

Pariſmus no ſooner found oppoztunity, but he made his love to 
'Laurana known ts his Father; who was glad of his Sons vercuoug 
Choice, and pꝛomiſed him to motion the ſame to ')ionylius : which he 
preſently vid on this octalon. As he was walking alone, he was en» 
countred by Dionyſius and Olivia, none being with then: : and ha- 
ing kindly ſaluted each other, Dionyſius began tu £aik of the wozthi 
;neſs of Pariſmus, and told him, That he ezeem:o him the koztuna⸗ 
teſt Man living, to be.the Father of ſuch a Child; entring ſo far in 
comme of him, that the King of Bonemia thougpt he could 
'havaggo fitter time to motion the Warriage then that, and thercupon 
returned this Anlwer : 

Sy Tod, J thank you fo2 having ſa good an Opinion of my Son, 
whom J cannot diſcommend, to that he hath weil de{erved Honour : 
but J have an humble tutt unto pou and the Muen here pꝛelent in his 
behalf, which if you will vouchlake to grant, both he and J all be 
bound unto you fo2 the lame, Nioayſius and Olivia earneſtly requeſted 
bim to manifeſt the lame My Sen, ſaith he, intreated pour Po- 
nourable favour to contract a Marriage between him and pour vertuous 
Daughter, unto whom he hath lo dedicated his Aﬀections, that Jam 
become an humble ſufto2 in his behalf. Dionyſius and the Queen 
bearing his requeſt, were ſo exceeding glad thereof, (being the only 
thing they dedred) that taking the King of Bohemia by the hand, 
they told him that they were highly contented it ſhould be fo. Thus 
2 things falling out attoꝛding to their minds, they parted fo2 that 

me. | ö 

The next day Dionyſius aſſembled all his Council and Noblemen 
together, and there mentioned the Contra unts them, who mo 
willingly conſented thereunto ; by means wherepf the. 9 this 
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Marriage was ſoon publiſhed, lo that it came to the hearing of 
Pzince Sicanus: who being enraged with grick and ſhame, abando- 
ned the company of all Knights ; and in ſhazt time grew to ſuch a 
deſpervce conceir of his impaired Honour, that with griet thercof he 
dyed ; which bꝛought ſome heavineſs to the King of Perſia and the 
reſt. But his Death was ſgon fo2gotten, fo2 that his Father eſteem: 
ed him not wozthy the name of a King, and had lately grown into 
great diſlike of him, and altogerhcr favoured his next Son Len- 
nelus, who far exteedeth his Bꝛother Sicanus in Uertue. 

The appointed day fo2 the Marriage was to be within Fo2ty days, 
(to, the unſpeakable joy of Theſlalv, but eſpecially unto the two poung 
Piinces :) in which time Dionyſius ſent Mellengers to invite thither 
many Kings and Potentates, by means whereof the fame of theſe 
Nuprials was (pꝛead in ſeveral Nations, and many hundzed Knights 
determined to be there to do honour to Dion ſius, whoſe Uertucg by 
repozt had been made known to them. 

To this Marriage came rhe — Conſtantinop!e, with 
many other Knights ; the Emperoz's Son of Greece; named di- 
cheus with many other Knights; Ptolomy the Kings Soriof Egypt, 
the Riag or Frize, and the mo famous Champion in the Wozld, 
Guido ot Thrace; with many others, too tedious to rehtarſe; who 
on the appointed day were Royally entertained by Dionyſius. 

Pariſmus and Laurana were with all folemnity bzought unto the 
Temple of Diana, where their Kites were perkozmedwith admirable 
Pomp; the Bzidegroom being accompanied by eight Kings, and the 
Bzide being led by two Empero2s, and attended by two Qucens; 
the Rites and Dolenmities being perkozmed with ſuchDignitp, that it 
excelled the ſtatelinels of Hecuba Quten of Troy. 

Thus all things being ended fo2 that day, rhe night appꝛoached, 
moſt part whereof was ſpent in Bagks and other Courtly paſtimes, 
nedleſs to rehearſe. At laſt, the 1521de was conducted unto her Bed: 
chamber by the two Queens, where we will leave her in all content to 
entertain her dear Pariſmus, who behaved himſelf ſo kindly, that 
Laurana's Foztreſs of Uirginity was beaten down, and he had the 
ſcaling pf that {weet Fo2t and ſpotleſs Purity, and of a chaſte Uir-: 
gin (be became a vertuous Wife, and that night he made her the hap: 
py Mother of a goodly Boy, as ſhall be declared hereafter. 

Dionyſus fo2 the moze Royal Entertainment of the States there 
allembled, cauſed a ſtately Tilt to be erected on a G2en bekoze the 

N : Palace, 
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Palace, the Stages being moſt cunningly made by expert UWozk- 
men, and pꝛoclaimed a Triumph to be held there koz ſeven days a- 
gaind all commers. The fir days Triumph the Pzince of Sparta 
and his Knights held as chief Challengers, who appeared befoze the 
whole Allembly of States that were ſeated on the Scaffolds in ſuch 
Kopal manner, that the glozy of them ſ&@med to exceed the ately 
Pomp of that mighty Monarch Alexander the Gzeat. 

Laurana was ſeated in the midſt of them in a Chair of State; with 
arich Diadem on her Head, (as Lady of the Revels, who had p2e- 
pared ſeveral gifts foꝛ the Conquero2s) ſþining like Golden Phoebus, 
and her Eyes tWinkling like Stars; inſomuch that her ſurpaſſing 
Beauty made all the trange Knights to admire rhe excellency thereof, 
The Pꝛzince of Sparta had his Tent piteht at the firſt entring into 
the Liſts, being as white as Milk, chewing his umple eſtate: on 
the top whereof was Artificſally framed a Golden Sun, the ſplendour 
of which beautified and adozned all the Lists. 

This days Triumph was perkozmed by the Pꝛinte of Sparta and 
his Knights with great Ualour ; himſelf having unhozſed above 
Fozty Knights of (range Countries; whom the Bzide pzeſented 
— £1 pſy of Silver Gloves made by the tunningeſt Wozkman in 

e Wind ** 

Thus in great Royalty, to the excceding pleaſure of the beholders 
the firſt day was ſpent, till the dark Evening cauſed rhe Knights ro 
give over, and then they betook themſelves to their Nights repoſe, 

Early the next Mozning the Knights were ſummoned to the 
Liſts by the ſoundof Trumpets. The firſt that entredthe Lift that 
day was the Lozd Remus of Theſſaly, gallantly mounted on a Theſ- - 
ſalian Hoſe of Iron gray ; his Tent was pitched near unto the o⸗ 
thers, being of ſeveral rich Colours, on the top whereof was artf- 
ficially framed a ſwift running Hart, foz which the Country of Theſſaly 
was famous. Befoze him went four Pages richly attired, carrying 
four ſeveral Scutcheons : on the firſt was dzawn fozth his Miſtreſles 
Picture ; onthe ſecond thꝛee white Dobes, ſignifying his Jnnocency ; 
on the third a bleeding Heart; and on the laſt a Man ſ&ming deſpe- 
rate. He behaved himſelf with no leſs Ualour than the Pzince of 
Sparta, to the great jop of the Lady Iſabella, 5 

The third day Pollipus was chief Challenger, who had his Tent 


richly pitch'd over againlt the Stage, being of the colour of Blood; 
m the top whereof (ood a Lyon Rampant; his Hozſe was .

ed with toſtly Þabiliments of beaten Gold, and his Armour after the 
Phrygian manner. Whoſe matchleſs Chivalry that day unhozſed a 
humdzed Knights, and he foiled al! that encountred with him. 

The fourth day Lozd Oſiris of Theſſaly was chief Challenger; 
whoſe Tent was pitched in the manner of a hollow Tre, from 
whence he illued ſo artificially overſpzead with Mols, that he læmed to 
be nothing but a lump thereof, running up and down the Field: but 
fo * he behaved himlelk, that he was alloted that days Con · 
queſt. 

The fifth day Pzince Lennalus, Son to the King of Perſia, was 
chief Challenger ; whoſe Tent was of the colour of the Sky, his 
Habiliments'of the tolour of Azure, beſet with Stars of Gold. He 
behaved himſelf with great honour moſt part of the day: but at laſt he 
was erttvuntred by the valiant King of Frize, by whom he was un⸗ 
hozſed, by reaſon that his Hozſe tumbled, and ſo the Conqueſt re- 
turned ro the adberſe party. The King of Frize afterwards unhoz- 
fed many wozthy Knights, to his exceeding-commendation. 

The urch day the King of Frize was chief Challenger ober the 
adverſe party; 'who had not continued long dut he was unhozſed by 
the King of Lybia, who moſt part of thatda> bare away rhe pꝛize; 
until he was encountred by Guido of Thrace, and by him unhozſed. 
Guido fo} that day did bear away the p2ize, having overthzown many 
hundzed Knights, and was likely to atchieve the greate Honour at 
the Turnament. | . 

The ſeventh 1 of Thrace was conducted to the Liſts in 
great Triumph, having his pitcht in the full view of all the 
4 whole Aſſembly, ſhining like Sold, and ed by fotir Elephants; 
himſelf being mounted upon a coloured 'Hozfe, moſt richly behung 
with Habilimentg of beaten Gold. He behaved himſelf ſo valiantly 
that day, foiling many of the Theſfalian and Perſian Knights, that 
the whole Aﬀſembly admired his Chivalry. "Which Pollipus ſeing, 
— — his laft days Triumph, yer he) armed himſelf, and 
encountrev Guido moſt bjavely. The firft carreer they met, they 
bzoke their Staves only: and afterwards had ſome five oz dr Courſes 
moze, in which all Guido's gktll and fozce conld not once diſadvantage 
Pollipus, Pollipus being enraged that he could not unhozſe Guido, 
both of them being ſafficiently ſtirred ro wwath, addzeſſed themſelves 
- fo another encounter, and met with ſuch fury, that they unhozſed 
each other: which Guido ſeeing. fozgetting where he wes, and 

N 2 diſdaining 
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diſdaining to be encountred by Pollipus any longer, d2ew his 
Swozd; and he did the like, whereupon they began to Tombar + 
which Dionyſus ſeeing, commanded the Heraldz to part them; but in 
fury they both mounted themſelves p1eſently again. The Judges 
confidecing the miſchief that might ariſe, (fo that there began to be a 
tumult in the Field) ſought to appeaſe rhe Champions, and per- 
ſwaded them to give over, and lo let the honours of thoſe Triumphs 
reſt to both of them; which the Thrzcian in great diſogin refuſed, 
without hearing what anſwer his Adverſary would make. |. 

Laurana, by the advice of Pariſmus, lent Mellengerg to pollipux- 
to deſire him fo2 her ſake to let Guido end that days Challenge, foz. 
that himlelt᷑ had ſufficiently ſhown his Ualour ; witha! (he Cent him 
one of her Gloves. hole command Pollipus:p2eſcntly obeyed, , fox 
that he was a Knight of exceeding Courtcſie ; whereby he won moze 


bonour than Guido could atchieve by the Conqueſt. . 9 
The reſt of that day Guido unhozſed many Knjghts, and was 
like to bear away the 1. ok the Triump , and foiled all the 
Knights that afterwards encquntreÞ with him: which grieved Pa- 
riſmus to behold ;; and noting. bis, Pzide, he ſecretly got from the 
Stage, and. pzeſently went and Armed himſelf in Armour which 
he had cauſed to be made fo2 the ſame purpoſe, feeming to be old, 
tozn, and rulty, but pet of ag good pzoof as might be, being made 
of the pureſt Lidian ſteel. : his Habiliments and Furniture ſ@med to 
be ſuch as had ben laid up, and not uſed in leben ycars, and all-tos 
he eaten with Moths: his Hozle he made to trot like a Country Carts 
Hozſe, his Plume was of Ruſſet Feathers. accompanied with ſome 
Thirty of his Knights, attired like.rude Country Fellows , with 
Batts and Stabes on their Necks, in the mid of the Thracian 
Uicozies he entred ſuddenly and rudely into the LiTs : ſæming in- 
ded to be a very natural Country Peaſant, erected by a company of 
rude fellows to make paſtime: and being eſpyed-by the People, he 
was was welcomed with exceeding ſhouts and laughters, ſa that 
the Eyes of all the beholders were fixed upon him. Being come tg 
the Liſs, heofferd to run; but Guido dil dained to cope with one ſo 


baſe, Which bariſmus 's Knights ſeeing, came to him and told him, 

That their Walter came to run with none but himſelf: and therefoze 

5 ſhauld eſther bzeak a Launce , oz clſe they would beat him out of 
eld. 


Guido 
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Guido then (with a ſcoznfull laughter) raking a Staff, ran at 
this Ruſtick Knight ; who netwithſtanding his outward New en- 
countred Guido ſo valfantly, that had he not been an appzoved good 
Knight he had mcaſt:red his length on the Gzornd : which lo vered 
the 't bracian, that he ran at him the lecond time, thinking then 
verilp to overthzeow him. But it fell out contrary to his erpcctatt- 
on; fo! he could not with all bis power move rhe Country Champion 
in his Saddle: but at the third courſe he was unhozled himſelf with 
ſuch violence, ihat Man and Hozle lay tumbling on the Gzound. 

Guido, having received this foil, in a great rage departe? the 
Field; and none of the contrary party encquntred this Knight, bur 
they were all foiled and overthzown, ſo that at laſt thers was none 
would run againſt him arip moze : which he perceiving, alſghted 
from off his/Hozle, and went up the Scaffold whereon the Bzlde late, 
and rudely offered to have bilt her? but ſhe courceouſly repzoved his 
Boldnels: whereupon all began to laugh at his rude Behaviour, and 
ſome began to rhzuſt him away. At laſt he diſcovered himſclf, and 
Laurana knowing him, wondzed to d him armed. 

Thus the whole honour of the Triumph redounded to Pariſmus, 
as moſt wozthy of the ſame, whoſe behaviour was ſo highly com- 
mended, that all men applauded his laſt device; and Guido knowing 
— was not much dilcontented ta be foiled by ſo valiant a 

night. 

By this time the Night's black Mantle began to overſpzead/the 
whole Earth, which made Dionyſius with the reſt of the Potentates 
conduct Laurana unto the Palace; where after Supper was ended, 
they ſpent a good part of the Night in Dancing and other Courtly 
paltimes;- their entertainment being lo honourable, that they admired 
the Royalty of the Court, where thep afterwards continued. many 
aays, ſpending the time in many Martial ererciſeg. 


CHAP. 
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CH AP. XVII. 


How Parſſmug r:warded the Outlaws that preſerved his Life. How 
Pollipus fell in Love with Utoletta, and how Uioletta forſook 
her Father*s Houſe in the diſguiſe of a Page, and was entertained 


by the Prince Pariſmug : and of the care Pollipus took for her 
Abſence. * | 


Ong time the Outlaws continued in great penſibeneſs fo? the 
want.of their Captain, marvelling what was become of him: 
but at laſt they were eaſed of their care, fo2 Pariſmus remem- 

bzing the benefit he had re:cived at their hands, deſired Oionyfius to 
remir their Dffences ; who willingly granted his requeſt, and there: 
foze Pariſmus ſent fo2 them: who befoze having knowledge that he 
was the man whom they had pzeſerved, willingly came, and ar his 
hands received their Pardons, with large and bountikull Rewards, 
The Damſel alſo coming along with them, Pariſmus canſed her to be 
well uſed, repozting very honourably of her Uertues. The Empe⸗ 
roꝛs and Ring ok Ferſia and Natolia being pꝛeſent at the Outlaws 
coming, greatly commended Pariſmus fo2 the tender care he had of 
thoſe peo2 People. | 

Amongſt the number of Knights there aſſembled, the Father of 
the Damſel chanced to be pieſent, who very dilfgently beheld his 
Daughter, but knew her not, koz that che was mightily altered: 
but at laſt, hearing Dionyſius make recital of fer ic epalled misłoz⸗ 
runes, and how that Oſiris was wounded in her reſcue ; by tirtum- 
ffance, andcomparing the time of her departure with rhe lame, he 
knew her to be his own Daughter, and in the pꝛeſente of them all 
with weeping Epes fo2 joy embzacing her: and che was much com- 
fo:ted with his preſence. Pariſmus ever after that uſed her Father 
moſt kindly, and much eſteemed her, foz that ſhe had taken great 
care to heal his Wounds. 

During the time of Pariſmus's abode in the Country of Theſſaly, 
(alter that the two Emperozs of Conſtantinople and Greece were 
departed, with the reſt of the Knights that came to the ſolemni3a- 
tion cf the UWcdding, and likewiſe the Perſian King, and the ref 
of the famous Potentates on his party, had taken their leave, only 
Pollipus excepted) the chiet Governours of the City of Thebes invt- 
ted their King and Queen, the King of Bohemia, the two new 
married 
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married Pzinces, the Pzince of Sparta, the King of Hungaria and 
his Quern, the Lady liabellz, Lezd Remus, Pollipus, Oſiris, and 
many other Nobles, unts a great Feaſt, which they had pepared in 
a large Hall, called the Council-houſe ; whoſe gentle courteſie was 
kindly accepted; and at the appointed day they went thither in 
great Royalty; where they were ſo heartily welcomed and honourably 
entertained by the Citizens, as it were a tedious thing to rehearſe ; 
ſuch Pageants, ſuch delightful Shows, ſuch Mulick, ſuch general 
Rejoycing, and ſuch Gifrs and Commendations given to the young 
Pinces, as the like was never pieſented to any Pꝛinte befoze by Sub- 
ſects in thoſe Realms. Among the reſt of the Citizens, the Fa- 
ther of Violetta (the Damſel whom Pariſmus had kindly uled, as is 
ſaid befo2e) was one of the chiekeſt that oꝛdained this Banquet, with 
whom alſo was his Daughter: whom as ſoon ag Pariſmus eſpyed, a 
Ruddy Si{ufh began to overſpzcad his Theks, being touched with the 
remembianc: of the injury that he had done her. 

This Danrſel Violetta behaved her (elf with ſo much modefy in 
this Royal Allembly, that ſhe was generally noted; inſomuch that 
Laurana, having viewed her comelineſs, began greatly to commend 
her to the Queen her Mother; who eſpying occaſion, called Violetta 
unto her, demanding of her whoſe Daughter che was. Violetta, 
humblingher kel upon her Knes, made anſwer, That ſhe was the 
Daughter of Senioz Andrugio, an Ancient Citizen. 

WyilG® the kneled bekoze the Queen, Pollipus took ſuch a view of 
her Perfections, that he was ſuddenly Crucken with Tupid's flery 
Dart of Love, and began ſo vehemently to affect her Beauty and 
Perſon, that his heart was enſnaredin the intricate Labyrinth of 
Love ; and leing her de part, he thought his vital Spirits hegän to 
decay, and with a heavy ligh he bꝛeathed out his longing deſire to be 
acquainted with her. Pariſmus likewiſe food in a ſtudy, deviſing 
how he might make ſome amends to Violetta; and therekoze ſ&ing 
her talking with rhe Queen and Laurana, he came to them, and 
asked what Damſel that was that talked with them. My Lozd, 
(quoth Laurana) it is a Merchants Daughter,, whoſe behaviour ſo 
well pleaſeth me, that J could wiſh her to ſpend her time in ſome 
honourable place of pzeferment, It pou pleaſe, (ſaid Pariſmus) Y 
will ſpeak to her Father, that ſhe may attend on you. Whereupon 
he came ta Pollipus, who ſtood like one metamozphoſed, and deſired 
him to enquire who was the Father of that Damſel, and tell him, he 

0 would 
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would requeſt him to come and ſpeak with him, Pollipus being glad 
of ſuch an oppoztunity, ſoon found out Violetta, and greeting her 
with a kind Kiſs, cold her he was ſent by the Pzince of Bohemia 
to intreat her Father to come and-ſpeak with him. She replyey, 
"That her Father was hard by, and che would pꝛelently let him under: 
tand his pleaſure : who having knowledge thereof, immediately went 
unto the Pzince; who uſed fuch entreaty, that (although very un⸗ 
willingly) he yielded to his requeſt : and when he came back, he told 
his Daughter to what effect be was ſent koz; which ſhe was very glad 
of, though outwardly ſhe made a ſhew of unwi:lingneſs. 

Pollipus having underſtood the cauſe why the Pꝛince ſent fo? her 
Father, (Pas iſmus loving him ſo dearly that he could conceal nothing 
from him) revealed to the Pzince the Love that he bere to Violetta; 
who promiſed to further him what he could. By this time the Ban- 
quet being ended, and the King departed to the Palace with great 
Joy and exceeding Triumphs, they ſoon took ©2der to have Violetta 
ſent koz. But her Father ſeeing the Mellengers come, began to 
make ſuch ſozrow fot her abſence, that it would have melted a heart of 
Adamant to hear his plaints, ſo that the Mellengers, pitying the 
ſozrows old Ar drugio made, riturned without her: which dyove 
Pollipus to ſuch an extaſie of ſozrow, that de ſeemed altogether im 
patient to endure her want. But ſeeing no ocher furrherance to his 
Love . he often repaired to old Andrugio's Houſe. and manifeſted his 
ſuit unto her; who uled him moſt kindly ; but delayed him with ſuch 
ercuſes, that he was the moze entrapped in the (ſnare of Love, and 
yet nothing the nearer of obtaining his ſuit. 

At lait it was concluded between Fariſmus and Pollipus, that the 
Pyince ſhould accompany him in ſome diſguiſe, and make himſcif 
known to none but Violetta, thereby to pzocure the (ooner her good 
liking ro Pollipus, which he was the moze willing to do, fo? that he 
thought upon manifc&ing himſelf unto her, ſhe would not deny Pol. 
Þpus's requeſt , and thercfoze finding a conventent time, they went 
to old Andrugio's Houſe, where they were kindly welcomed by them 
both, who uſed them better than ever he had done befoze, being 
d2a1522 thereto by an inward fo2wardneſs which the felt contrary to her 
fozmer diſpoiition, where they had not long continued, bur Parifmus 
found, opportunity to gitet Violetta in this ſozt : Fair Damſs), 
guoch he, J am come an humble Petitioner unto you in the bchalf of 
wy Fcictid oll pus, wyo:e Love is (o fervent towards yen ſelt, 
that 
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that unleſs you pity him and yield Come comfozt to his care, you will be 
the Death of the wo:rhſeſt Knight living; therefoze J deſire vou 
that J may be the happy D2acle ro declare unts him his good koz tune, 
pzonounced from pour Lips. | | ghee: 

Violetta ſtood all this while as ene amazed, ſeling ſuch an ercte- 
ding th:obbing at her heart that ſhe could not tell what to anſwer : 
at laſt, being touched with the remembzance of his Love that had 
cropt her Utirginity, ſhe replyed in this ſozr - Gentle Knight, J 
would not willingly be any Man's Death, if J could otherwiſe chuſe, 
but J cannot grant his ſuit, J have already placed my Afﬀections, 
and vowed never to alter whilſt Life doth laſt in me. 

This ſudden and reſolute Reply ot hers, Pariſmus much commen« 
ded, yet uſed many ptrſwaſions in the behalf of Pollipus, and began 
to demand of her to whom ſhe had vowed her Love ? uſing many 
intreatits, that at laſt ſhe ſaid: It was but folly to agk that Mueſ- 
tion. But, ſaid Pariſmus, What (f J ſhould name the Man: 
(wherewſith Violetta blucht) andſo pulled out of his Boſom the Scarf, 
which ſhe bekoze had given him. Behold [ſaid he) your ſelf hath ſer 
down a Deſcription of your Loves fir coming unto you, which was 
the Pzince of Bohemia himſelf, unto whom you preſented this, who 
leaping down the Palace Wall flew your Fathers Dogs, what kind- 
neſs he received at your hands, your ſelf knows beſt : and ſince it is 
mipowble to obtain ang recompence at his hands being wedded to 
the Ezinceſs Laurana) let Pcllipus, wie fn Chivalry is inkeriour 
.[ none, be the Man that ſhall poſſeſs the ſccond Room in your god 

ing. 0 

Violetta hearing him make ſo true a rehearſal of that Adventure, 
and hearing him affirm by lo many reaſons that it was Pariſmus, 
was ſtruck with ſuch a ſudden fear and ſhame to lee her ſecrets dil⸗ 
cloſed, that ſhe was ready to ſwound with grief; and kneeling 
down with the Tears ſtanding in her Eyes, ſhe defired him not ts 
reveal the ſame to any, fo2 ſhe was fully reſolved to love none but him 
although he were a Pzince, and ſhe unlikely to attain any favour at 
bis Hands. J will not quoth he, reveal it to any, fo2 none but Pa- 
riſmus knoweth thereof, who is here preſent with thee, wherewith he 
folded her in his. Arms and killed her; ſhe pet being in ſome doubt 
that it was not he, until at laſt Pariſmus made himſelf known unto 
er, and by ſuch” pzivare tokens as ſhe both certainly and alluredly 
knew that it wag he: which [9 1 her heart, that ſhe moſt on 
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bly upon her Knis intreated him to pardon her boldneſs, and vowed 
never to lobe any but himſelf; which pꝛoteſtation ſo grieved him, that 
he began to perſwade her not ro wzong her ſelf ſo much; fo? that he 
was no way to bzeak his Medlock Uows to pleaſure her. 

1 (quoth ſhe) Jf J had a Thouſand lives, and every 
Life Ten thouſand times dearer than this my Life, J would moſt wil: 

lingly ſpend them in Meditation on the firſt Fruits of your kindneſs 
towards me. He ſceing her firm Love, could not tell what means 
to uſt to alter her ſtedlaſt Reſolution, but paſſed ſome time with her 
in pꝛivate talk, till he ſaw Pollipus with heavy dghs erpec his happy 
02 unhappy News, therefoze he left her, and coming to him, did tell 
him, there was ſome hope of obtaining her Tove; 7 which com» 
foztable ſpeech, Pollipus Cill pzoſecuted his Sul. 

Violetta hearing that Pariſmus was departing tc »ards his own 
Country, determined to venture her Life and Credit 1 go with him; 
and on a conbenfent time, ſhe attired her ſelf like a Page, which 
habit ſhe became lo well, that ſhe ſeemed to be the beſt Wozkmanthfp 
that ever Nature had framed; her Suit being Gzeen Sattin, her 
Bugkin of the fineſt Spaniſh Leather faſtned to her dainty Leg, with 
Tryſtal Buttons, her Hair wzeathed with a Carnation Ribbond, and 
all things elle ſo neat and decent upon her comelſp Body, that it was 
pleaſant to behold her. Jn this changeable Apparel the Cole ſecretly 
from her Farher's Houſe, and got to the Palace z where although 
there was a general ſearch made by Andrugio's Servants, pet the 
was not ſuſpected in that habit, where ſhe continued many days toge- 
ther, in which time ſhe laboured by all means to be entertained by the

It ſo chanced that Violetta on a time eſpyed Pariſmus talking ro 
Laurana, pzibately in the Garden, and coming towards them, they 
deemed her rather a Divine than a moꝛtal Creature; that at laſt Pari(- 
mus demanded whoſe Page he was? My Lozd, (ſaid ſhe) as per J 
have no Walter, but would be gladly entertained, . Will pou then, 
(quoth the Pꝛinte) give diligent attendance of the Lady Laurana and 
my ſelf (ik it pleaſe her to like on you?) Jam (ſaid ſhe) in oll hum- 
ble duty ready at your command, 

Manp Nuetions Laurana agked the Bop, (as the ſuppoſed) de- 
manded of him his Name, Country and any My Nate, 

- ſaid the, is Adonius, my Country Greece, m rents are, dead, 
and the fame of this Tourt made me travel vither with the Empe: 
r02, 
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toz, with a determination to get my ſelf ſome good ſerbice, which 


you have vouchſafed me, and herein my duty and endeavours ſhall be 
ſuch, as J truff you will hereafter well like of Which Speech Vio- 
letta uttered with lo ſweet a Gzace, that they both took delight in her 
Beha biour; whom we will now call by the name of Adonius. 


How Pariſmus and Laurana, with divers others in their Company, 
departed from Theſſaly : and how they were difperſed from 
the King of Bohemia, and how they were ſet upon by Pirates 


whomthey vanquiſhed. 


DR a long time Pariſmus and Laurana continued in ſuchhap- 
py eſtate of contented Love, every day ſncrealing in atkeckio 
nate kindneſs, as though the one could not {ive without the o 
thers pzeſence, he fill growing into greater favour in the Theſſalians 
hearrs , that when the day of his departure was come, the Citizens 
much bewailed the ſame, all being ſo ſad and heavy, as though their 


departure were a ſign of ſome ill ſucceſs to enſue. 


Laurana with many a ſalt Tear took her farewell of her Country- 
men; and pooz Violetta ſging her Father ffand at the dooz com- 
foztleſg fo2 the loſs of her, uttered ſuch paſſionare and heaby Lamen: 
tatians, that it would hade cauſed a Heart of Stone to have pitied 


her. 

The Two Pzinces bring conducted by Dionyſius and Olivia, the 
King and Queen of Hungaria, the Pyince bf Sparta, the Lady Iſa- 
bella, and the moſt of the Theſſalian Peers, unto the Haven where 
they ſhould take Chipping, their parring being ina heavy ſozt and with 


abundance of tears, at laſt Pariſmus uttered theſe Speches. 


Wolt noble Pzinces, theſe Tears which you ſhed at our departure, 
cheweth your unwillingneſs to leave us, whoſe company you ſhall nor 
long want, fo2 pour Daughter and J will ſho2tly return again, that 
ſhe may be a comfcyt to pour Age, thercfoze J humbly beſeech you ro 


ceaſe pour grief. 


Noble Pyzirice, ſaid Diony ſius, our grief muſt n&ds be great to 
S as pour Royal Father and 
have ſhewed your ſelves to be: therefoze our lafifarewell, we p2ay, 


loſe the company of ſuch aſſured Friend 
t the Gods would pꝛoſper you in = your Journey.

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Pariſmus and Laurana having received their Bleſſings, with moſt 
heavy Hearts, t hey committed them to the mercy of rhe Seas, where 
hoilng Sail, with ſpeed launched into the Main, where they were 
= our of light, and Dionyſius and the Nucen.ſadly rerurncd to the 

ity. 

The Bohemian King had not ſailed above two days ſpace, in great 
hope to recover the Toaſt of Bohemia, but the Winds began to blow 
atofr, and the Seas to rage and ſwell, and ſuch an exceeding Tem⸗ 
peft aroſe, as if the Gods had conſpired their utter oberth!ow ; lo that 
the Ships were diſperſed from one another, and the Mariners ex- 
peced nothing but Death: Pariſmus, Laurana, Pollipus, and Ado- 
nius, were ſevered from rhe reſt of the company, all being in deſpair 
of ever ſeeing tach other again. The cruelty of this Tempeſt con- 
tinued fo2 the ſpace of thꝛæœ days in ſuch raging and ertream bort, 
that the Mariners were compelled to cut their Datls and thzowrheir ,

Pariſmus being glad that they had ſo well eſcaped the fury of the 
Seas; with molt comfoztable Speeches he revived the learkull ſpt- 
rits of his P2incels in this ſoꝛt: Dear Laurana, ſince the Deſtinies 
have allotted us this Miſchance to be thus diſaſteroufly parted from 
dur company, and d2iven into an unknown place, tomkozt your ſelf 
in theſe extremities with hope of better ſucceſs : foz J doubt not but 
we ſhall recover the Company of my Lozd and father, and Jhope 
the Seas will not be ſo unmercifult as to d2ench his Aged Years in 
their ſpacious Gulphs, but, oh mp dear Lady, wert thou ſafe on ſho2e, 
then would my Heart be at reſt. 

Many other Speeches he uſed to comfort her in her ſadneſs, who 
wag the moze comfo2red with beholding him. They had not long con- 
tinued in this good hope of recovering Land, but they eſpyed a 
Ship making towards them with all ſpeed, and being come near un: 
to them; they p2eſently knew them to be Pirates, and they began to 
board the Ship where the Pzjace was, but were valiantly reſiſted by 
the Mariners. Pariſmus being under the Hatches, aon armed him: 
ſelf,, and made (yeh a laughter amongſt the Pirates (moſt of his own 
Men being lain) that he (with the help of Pollipus) had ſoon. de- 
ſtroped the biggeſt part of them, and the reit yielded to their mer⸗ 
ty. 
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cy. - Afterwards boarding the Pirates, (who belong.ng to Andra- 
mart of Tartaria the Scythian Pirate, who had filled the whole TUozld 
with repozt of his Tyranny,) and believing them upon ſuch Daths 
and Pꝛoteſtatious as the Villains mave ; they conveyed all ſuch Kich⸗ 
es, Jewels, Povicon, and ſuch as they had, aboard the Pirates 
Ship, koz that their own was ſhzewdly UWearher-beaten, and having 
put Laurana, Ledia and Adonius, into the lame, ſunk their own, 
and placed thoſe few Mariners which they had left alive, Gobernours 
over the Pirates, making towards the Jland they ſaw befoze them 
Being landed, they found rhe Country waſte and deſolate and not inha⸗ 
bited, but well repleniſhed with Deer and Wild Fowl, of which they 
gor good Coze, furniſhing themlelves likewiſe with freſh Mater and 
other Pꝛovidong. 

Pariſmus demanded of the Pirates if they knew this Alland, who 
told him, That they gave it the name of the Deſolate Iſland, becauſe

In the mean while Pariſmus and Pollipus, only attended by Ado- 
nius, (raping from the Ship to kill Tleniſon, leaving Laurana a- 
board, little miſtruſting any Treachery», and truding too much to his 
own men: Now the Pirates having befoze watched ſ1:ch an oppo2- 
tunity, by policy conveped moſt of rhe Bohemian Matiners under 
Hatcheg, ſaving ſome two oz thzce whom rh:y llew, and fait bolted 
down the ſame, and befo2e the two Knigyts were returned krom kil- 
ling Ueniſon,thep had hoiſcd ſail and launched quite out of Cght ; they 
under Hatches not knowing pet they were ſo betrayed.

| Punce miſſing his beloved Lady (now too late ſuſpeging the

veration to2 his own careleſsneſs, that he toze his Hafr, Camped. on 
the Earth, curſed the day and hour of his Birth, and was ſo overcome 
with griek and paſſion, that he fared like a mad Man, oftentimes being 
diſpoled to leap into rhe Sea and dzown himſelf, and oftentimes at. 
tempting to deſtroy hiniſelf : all the inluppoztable Paſſſons lo over⸗ 
came his ſenſes tharhe fell into a Trance. 

Adonius [eeiag her Lo2d in this extream caſe, uſed alt gkill poſſible 
to recover him to his ſenſes, and ſ&ing it nothing avail, began to 
make ſuch lamentation as would have fo2ced a heart of Adamant w 
pity him, where Che continued rubbing his pale Cheeks with her ſoft 
Hand, a Thouſand times kiſſing of his cold Lips, and waſhing the 
ſame with her bziniſh Tears, that Pollipus (&ing his Friend in that 
ſo2t raging againſt loztune, and ſeeing the moan the poo2 Page made 
(little thinking who it was / by viewing their Jnfirmities moſt pu: 
dently governed himſelf, and did what he could with Adonius to re. 
cover him, but all was in vain 5 then he began to meditate on this 
affliction, thinking thar if he ſhonld rage lo exceſſively as the Pꝛintt 
did, he ſhould be no whit the nearer of any hope of remedy, but thereby 
give example to him to continue in his (oxrow, which was beyond 
the compaſs of compare. But ſgſng Pariſmus come to himſelf, 
loking like one overmaſtered wich care; he uttered unto him theſe 
Speches. 

Molt woꝛthy Pꝛinte, unt e it is allotted to you to be croſſed in your 
happineſs, J belech you bear the ſame patiently and remit This er: 
tream care which lo overmaſtered pour Uertue that it cannot ſhine in 
ſuch ſplcndo2 as ft hath done kozmerly: Mhat can helpleſs grief a- 
vail you: UWhat can care herein pleaſure you ? Oz how can this dil; 
temperate ſozrow pꝛoture pour loft Friend? Then do not ſhew your 
{cif fo intenſderate as to waſte pour ſelf in this ſozt, but let us con: 
ſult which way to.recover her, fo2 ſoxrows in this caſe will do no god: 
It ill beſeems your Honour at this time to caſt your ſelf down, but 
rather with quizrneſs bear your Allictions, and with wiſdom deviſe 
how to eaſe pour ſelf of this Grief. 

Pollipus uttered theſe woꝛds with ſuch kerventy, that it made Pariſ. 
mus ſomewhat remember himſelf, and beholding his Page kneeling 
by him with blubbered Cheeks lozrowkull to (ee his (ozrow, he uttered

As ſon as the ſtoꝛm was ended, the King miſung the Ship where.

Hen theſe two Knights had travelled many days along the 
Coaſts of the Defolate Adand, their chief food being wild 
Fruit that grew upon Tres, their Dink the clear Foun: 

tein Mater, and their Lodging the cold Earth: At length, cicy be: 
held many goodly Towng, but not inhabited, which cauſes them 
bothzo markel, - and being defiroug fo; to know the cauſe thereof, re- 
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membzed what the Pirates had told them, That there was a ſtately 
Caſtle ſituated in the midſt of the Country, which was by ſome in⸗ 
| habired, andrherefoze they determined to Travelthither, koz they ſaw 
no hope how to get away from that Jfland, being grown very weak by 
reaſon of their faſnt Food and hard Lodging. 

This Travei Adonius willingly endured, thinking all pain a 
pleaſure in his Maſters Company, unto whom he behaved himſelf 
with ſuch a tender care, that Pariſmus would oftentimes extol and 
commend him to Pollipus : ko when Parimus'at any time Cepr, ' he 
would cover his Face with his thinneſt Garment, and make a Pillow 
of the reit fo2 his Bead, and oftentimes dzibe from his Mind many 
fad Thoughts with his (weet Songs, that Pariſmus thought he could 
1 have endured that redious Travel (f his Page had-bcen ab⸗ 
'Fenr, 

Theſe wozthy Knights having continued a long time in this the ir 
ſolitary walk, took their Journey by gheſs, to the mfd& of the Coun- 
try, in which Travel they continued fome Thiee Mels, being often 
in danger of Dzowning, by reaſon of many deceitfull Mutck-ſands, 
and often like to be Famifhed koz want of Suſtenante, and often in 
danger to be devoured by Mild Beaſts, that were abundantly in that 
Country, and yet Uni they were fruſtrated of their expectation 2 at laſt, 
they began to deſpaſc of ever accompliſhing Means to get from 
this unfrequented plate; and they Travelled a Day and a Night over 
a mighty Plain, having neither Water to quench their Thirſt, noz 
Fruit ro allwage their Hunger. 3s 

Early in the Mozning they eſpyed a mighty Mood, where they 
thought, although there were no other Conifozr, yer that there they 
ſhauid find Fruit, but being come thither, their hopes was deceived, 
ko there was nothing but Thozns and Sypars, and they lo thick, 
that they could by no ineangenter the lame, that then they fufely ex · 
pected nothing but Famiſhment: The Pzince what with extremity ol 
hunger and grief fo2 the loſs of his dear Lady, and the care he took 
(02 his Friend and his Page, ſat him down under a ſpzeading Oak, 
and with a heavy Heart erpꝛeſt theſe plaints : * | 

bow un foztunate am J above all Men, to be dztven tothiSexigenee 
of miterable calamity, that by my ill Foztune hath betraped the moſt 
Ucrtuous, Chaſt and Beautifull Lady living, into the hands of the 
Tyrants, and by my means have bzought my Friends in danger of 
Death by Famichment: Had all theſe been pꝛoper to my ſelk, then J 
would in deſpite of my crooked Deſtinies have endured them, 222 


— 
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ſhould not theſf my friends complain, then ſhould Lauma a have been 
ſill in the Court of Diony ſius, whoſe Tears at my departure did 
pognoſticate my unlucky ſucceſs: Jn this exrremity what hope (s 
left foz my comfo2zt? How may Laurana Curſe my unkoztunate 
Teſtinies ? How map Dionyſius accuſe me of dich mour fo2 long 
his Daughter? Pow may the Phrygians condemn me fo! the loſs of 
the wozthy Pollipus? How may J ſufficiently recompence all theſe 
wongs ? Deſpair ſhall attend my eps; Bozrow ſhall be my k, 
Affliction ſhall be my companſon, and Care my reſt, the Day will J 
ſpend in Tears, and the Night in Gzoans, let the Beavens pour 
down their Uengeance on nytHead, and the Earth wozk my Sozrow ; - 
ko J, the moſt unkoztunateſt of all Pen, have delerv'd the greateſt 
puniſhment that ever was infli#ed upon Man. 

In this vexation of Mind continued Pariſmus, and Adonius lap 
weeping at his feet almoſt dead fox want of Food: Pollipus went up 
and down raging inwardly in his Mind, his Heart being ready to 
. burſt with Sziek. 

All the while that theſe wozthy Knights had continned in this 
ſympathy of Soztow, there was an Aged Permit had heard their 
complaints, and underſtanding by their behaviour that they were dil 
trelled Strangers, pitied their Palllon, and came towards them, 
and found them all thzee lying under the Dak, whom he thus ſalu- 
ted: i . 

Moꝛthy Knights (ſaſd the Hermit) becauſe J ſee you are diſtreſ- 
ſed, if my pooz Cell map any wap eaſe you, and ſuch Uicuals as that 
yields refreſh you, oz if myſelf, oz Tounſel may any way pleaſure. 
pou, I deſire you to go with me thirher, and you ſhall be welcome. 

Pariſmus hearing the aged Man utter ſuch kindſpeeches, as one 
rabiſhed with: joy, role from the Gzound and told him, That he kind- 
ly accepted his pꝛottered Tourreſle, fo2, Courreous Old Man, quoth: 
he, you could neber habe come in a time of moze need, loz we are 
xeady to periſh, -therefoze we may ſay, Happy Old Man, you wilt 
do us a friendly deed, which we ſhall thank:ully accept, and wſlling- 
ly requite to the utmoſt of our powers: Then go with me, quoth 
he, fo2 J:perceive your Bodies are wearied with Travel, and your 
Hearts tired with Gzief. So they joyfully went to his Celt, being 
glad of this comfozr, and in little ſpace got thither; which was in 8 
large Cave under the Earth moſt ſecretly contrived ; where they re- 
freſhed themſelves with good Wine and fat Ueniſon, which the Old 
Wan had always ready dzeſt, 
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When they has well ſatisfied their hunger with this good Uituals, 
the Old Man requeſted to know of whence they were, and by what 
biſatrous- miſchance they were arrived on that unhappy Jſland, 
Pariſinus told him, That he waz Son to the King of Buhemia, and 
that his Friend was a Phrygian Knight, rehearſing unto him their 
whole miſadventures and the loſs of Laurana, uttering the ſame 
with ſuch ſozrow, that the Hermit could not refrain from tears. 

By that time the Pꝛinte had ended his dfſcourſe, it grew dark, and 
therefoze the Old Hermit conducted them to their Lodging, which 
was the ſame Bed whereon he lay himſelf (there being no other) on 
which Pariſmus was very unwilling tolye, thereby to diſplace this 
good Old Man: but by the manifold Jatreaties of the Hermit he 
yiclded, and ſoon adde led himCelf thercunto, deſiring Pollipu; to be 
bis Bedfellowz and becauſe Adonius was ſomewhat ſickly , they 
laid him in the midſt between them, koz that he had done them many 
Pleaſures in their Travel: Pariſmus being ſo far in lobe with him, 
that he would have ventured his Life to do him good. 1 

Adonius with bluſhing 'Cheks-put off his Apparel, and ſeemed to 
be abaſhed when he was ia his Shirt. and tendorly leapt into the Bed 
between the Knights, who little Cuſp;ted that it was Violetta, where 
ſhe (poo2 Soul) lay cloſe at Pariſmus's Back, the touch of whole 
ſweet Body (ſ@medto rabiſh her with joy; but ſhe being unacquaitred 
with ſuch Bedfellows, ſeemed as it were Metamozphoſed wich a kind 
of delightful fear : tut had Pollipus known it had been his dear'Vio- 
letta, he would habe mote kindly regarded his Bed-fellow,” whoſeem: 
ed to ſtare when he did but Cir. | 
Thus they all took their ref that night, the Knſghrs being glad of 

this quiet Repoſe after their long Travel, and Adonius being much 
delighted ro have couched Himſelf ſo-near Pariimus ; theretoze tatiy in 
the Mozning he got up, being afraid; to uncover'h(s delfcare?Badp, 
and with ſp&d arrayed himſelf ſo neatly, pꝛoviding un chings «fainf 
thele two Knights ſhould riſe, that bath or them admited⸗ vis Beha 
viour, fo2 be had pꝛovided cool Bathes koz their Feet, which did them 
much caſe, 'fo2 they were ſoze bꝛuiſed with Travel. | 

The Hermit ſ&ing theſe wozth» Knights ready to-raK#their leabe 
(fo2 that they were unwilling to ſtay ro:trouble him) requeſted them 
that they would ſtay with him ſome days to refreſh themelves. Good 
Father (ſaid Pariſmus) if we be not troubleſome then we will ay; 
and b;ing our (elves karther in pour debt. Pot fo, Worth 
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Knights (cuoth he) to: J know you will net go from fozth of: rh 58 
Country unleſs you ey ſeme while with ine, ko; J alluxe j ou there 43 
no wap but ene, with muſt Le ätchieved with much hazard og, pour 
lives, which many have atteupiſd, kut none. could ever, ctfeck. u 
p:ay peu good Father (aid the Pfince). let me be ſo happy ag to know 
the mans, fe2 be it never ſo da getoug, I chall willingly undertake 
the lame, ſing there is no other means to eſcape, fo2 F greatly delle 
to know what ig betome of tle wü crugug Lady Laurana ; whereupon 
the Hermir thug began. ,, 

Woll wozthy. Pzince (tus:h be) J now begin to tell a Fiſtozy of 
- moſt vileſt C raytoʒ living, whole name is Urubal, ſometimes a a 

ubjec of mine, but new my Supcriour, fo2 know wozthy Knights, 
my name is Amiochus, once the unhappy Ruler of this Idand; this 
Drubal once ſerved me, unto whom J commitced mp Secrets, as the 
Pan J moſt truſted, who in time grew ſo Pꝛoud, that under p2erence 
of mp favour he would comnitr many bad Actiong,, whereby. he was 
much hated among my Noblemen and my Subjects began to accuſe 
me ag atteſſarp to Lis Facts, and bicauſe J was (lo blinded with his 
latterles, they began to ribel; and being repzoved of my elteſt Son 
fo2 big miſdemcancurs, he offered in my p2cſcnce to have Cain him, 
which made bim lo odious, that at the entrraties of my Nobleg. J 
Baniſhed him my Court, whirh ever after he took in ſuch d:ſdainull 
lot, that he always de vile d how to do me miſchief, and joyning him- 
ſelf to one Bellona my chicf Enemy, the wickedeit Bag litiag upon 
the Earth, uſing Wirc| crafts, Sozccries and Enchantments, ro 
fur tber theix purpoſe againſt me; ond coming in this my Tountry, 
having made frients, firſt won many of my Subjects Hearts, and 
then made open War age inſt me, who by their Strength put me 19 
light; having gotten my Trcwn, they impꝛiſoned my Muecn, my 
two Sons, and my Daughter : but pet notwithſtanding they could 
neber quietly enjop rhe Fobcrnment, but Were oftentimes diſturbed 
by my People, who reſuſed to lire under his Tyranny, foz daily he 
grew moze odious inthe light of them; by continual War the Countrp 
was almoſt waſted, and by the Teunſcl of that wicked Bag Bellona, 
he with his Confederates betook them elveg to a high and mighty 
Mountain, and foztifled the lame, and by Enthantments framed an 
invincible Caſtle, from whence they often ilſued fozth, ang ſlexx moſt 
of my Nodlcs,.. the ret remaſning-now in the Caſtle under their 
Tyranay ; But not contented with this (they were ſo much Want 
l tollich 
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Deviliſh fury, that) they deſtroyed all the whole Country, not ſuffer. 
ing Man, Woman, oz Child to ve, noz can any land here, but by 
rheit. Sozcerſes they deftroy them: in this kind of cruelty they habe 
continued man Vears,' my ſelf is ſecrerty hidden in this plate, from 
whoſe hand J have been ſaved all this time by Divine P2obidence, 
and by the vertue cf & Ring that was given to me by an Artſman of 
Tartaria ; The Caſtle wherein they remain is diſtant from hence 
rhtee Biles, the goodlit thing to the outward ſhew that ever Eyes 
behcld, where Druval and Bcllona live in great mirth without fear; 
continually tonmenting my Queen and thzer Chſldzen with mueh 
cruelty : Now, worthy Knights, unleſs pou can by ſome means ober: 
come theſe Furits, there is no hope to eſcape from hence, fo2 long 
von cannot remain, but they will know of your being here, fo all 
Paſſengers do utterly un this place as a hatefull and omſnoug 
Coaſt. 48 ws 55 

MWihen they had heard out his Speeches, they wondzed much, any 
were confounded in their thoughts to think of the imminent danger 
they Could undergo to conquer the Enchantments, that ſuddenly 
they could not tell what to determine of, but craving pardon of Anti- 
cchus fo2 their rude Sehaviour towards him, whom befoze they 
knew not, moſt {ovingly ſaluted him: Pariſmus ſaid to Pollipus that 
he would the nert mozning Travel thither, and Pollipus returned 
bim this Anſwer, That were he ſure to ſuffer a Thoufand Deaths he 
would bear his Highneſs company, bowing not to loſe his light. 

The next Mozning being early up, they determined to leave the 
Page with Antiochus, but notwithllanding all their perlwallons he 
would not ſtay, but with Tears and hafnble Entreatſes he deſired the 
P1ince to let him go, which he was unwilling to do, leſt he ſhould 
be hurt in the attempt Antiochus conducted them until they were in 
fight of the Caſtle, and then returned to his Cell, invotcaring and 
pꝛaping to the Gods foz their good ſucceſs. ' 

Whcn they had well viewed the Castle, which was ſtrongly itt 
ated upon a high Rock, encompaſſed with a mighty deep Lake, then 
went round about it, but could findnopaſſage thereto, having neither 
B1idge noz other way to get over; ar laſt they heard a little Bell 
ring within the Caſtle, which Alarm was rung by the Match men, 
thereby giving notice to the reſt of the Soldiers ro arm themſelves 
with altſped, upon which noiſe they p2eſcntly diſcover a Boat with Cx 
armed Men in it making towards them. As tdon as on 
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Landed, Pariſmus demanded of them who was the Lozd of the 
Chile: The Knights anſwered, Come along with us, and you ſhall 
ſg,” and peſentiy began to lay bold on him. Stay (ſaid Pariſmus) 
let me ask you one queſtion ? Say on (quoth one of them.) Js the 
Lozd of this Caſtle amongſt vou? No, (ald the other. J would 
he were (quoth the Pzince) fo; J bow were he here, J would have 
his Troptozs Head befo2e he returned; and thereupon he and Pollipus 
dew their Swozds being otherwiſe unarmed) and ſo valiantly allail- 
ed thoſe ux Knights that Ferried over krom the Cadle, that in a ſhozt 
ſpace they were all am upon the place, the Uinozs receiving very 
little damage 02 hurt, 

The Ferrp:men ſecing their ux Champions lye weltring in their 
purple goze, ran towards their Boat; but Adonius ſ&eing his Maſter 
and Pollipus had ain their Enemies, was befo2e gotten down inte 
the ſame, and ſceing the Ferry men coming towards it, and Pariſ- 
mus and Pollipus purſuing them, thzuſt the Boat out of their reach, 
by which means they ſoon took thoſe Slaves, pzomiſing them their 
lives upon condition they would diſcover the ſecret paſſages of the 
Callle, and by what means they might obtain it; but they denying 
to diſcloſe any thing that might be p2ejudicial to their Lozd, they im. 
mediately diſpatched them. And Pariſmus coming to Adonius moſt 
kindly embzaced him, and with exceeding praiſes extalled his Mil. 
dom in perfozming this exploit, to Pollipus, who admircd to ſee (a 
great policy and diſcretion in one ſo poung: but had they known the 
party, they would have far moze admired his incomparable Uertue. 
By means of this Boat they had paſſage unto the other Cde of the 
River, where they were no ſooner landed, but they heard ſuch a hide: 
ous noiſe within the Caſtle, ſuch rhundsring and ratling in the Skies, 
that it would have amazed the ſtouteſt Champions in the Wozld, per 
they were nothing abaſhed thereat: but Adonius ſtood quaking and 
Haking with extream fear, Then iCued out of the Caftle two mighty 


huge pꝛopoztioned Monſters, ſgming rather to be Devils than na- 
tural Men, who allalled theſe rwo wozthy Knights with Guch fury; 


that had they nor nimbly avoided their Blows, they had at that very 
inſtant periſhed, and p2olecuted their Slows with ſuch flertenelg, 
that the very Earth ſeemed to ſhake and tremble therrat, (nſomuch 
that with extremity of labour and madneſs that they could not offeny 
theſe Knights, the Sun being then at the higheſt, they were ſo hot 
that their Epes daz led with rhe = at that fell from their mo 
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which advantage theſe Champions ſan eſpred, and with their 
SWw0:ds having gotten within compals of their mighty Wares, 
ſon ended their wzerched lives, who gave ſuch Gzvans that all: the 
Callle rung with the noiſe thereof 3 which cry ſo amazed Drubal and 
Bellona (being then at their pleaſure) that they came haftilp running 
to behold theſe two wozthy Knights, who were then entring the 
Callle, and no ſooner came into the inner Court, but they beheld the 
rareſt Buildings that ever they had ſeen. | 

They had not fayed long, but theprſpyed Bellona coming towards 
them, whom they thought to be lome Mugen impꝛiſoned in that Cattle, 
fo: ſhe woze on her Head an Imperial Diadem, who with her Boz⸗ 
teries ſo bewitched their Senſes, that immediately they fell into a 
dead and ound Sleep, and pzeſemly ſhe commanded thein to be con: 
veyed into a ſtrong Miſon, and there kettered them with Yrong. - 

When thepawaked, they were greatlp amazed to ſee themſeſbes 
impiiſoned in that manner, and Pariſmus was ſo enraged, that he 
toze-his Halr, rent his Garments, ralled on his Miskoztune, turſed 
his Deſtinſes, and vexed: his own Heart with extream Pallſon 6f 
heart, that his Speeches was turned into bitter Sighs, and his Sen- 
kes fozgot their Uertue, tnſomuch that he was ſo ſd2rowfuf, chat no 
Gziek might be compared to that he vid undergo. 

Pollipus on the other fide continued his wonted manner ok endn- 
ring Affiiction, and fudying how to free himſelf and his Friend from 
the ſame, which was a rare Uertue in him; he only contriv'd ow 
to releaſe themſeives, and never diſtempered h&nſelf, bur overtame 
his inward Sizrow with ſuch Patience, that Pariſmus woulo highty 
extol him. fo2 the lame, and Adonius wondzed much to ſ& him govern 
himſelf ſo well; which made her oftentimes accuſe her ſelf of un- 

neſs, to refuſe ſo gentle a Knights love: which thoughts touched 
lo near, that ſhe was olten in the mind to yſeld to love him, and 
began afterwards to affect him exctedingly. |

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Early the next Mozning they were bzought faſt bound in Iron by 
a company of hunger-ſtarved Slaves into a goodly Hall, moſt rich⸗ 
ly hung with ſtately Hangings, at the upper end whereof ſar Drubat 
and Bellona, befoze whom they were no ſooner come, but Drubal 
with a Tyrannous look demanded of whence they were? And what, 
was the cauſe they had ſo evil intreated and ſtain his Servants 7 Pa- 
riſmus ſo much diſdained to be examined by da baſe a Villain, that he 
could not fo2 extream anguiſþ of mind ſpeak, no2 could he, would he, 
have anſwered him; But Pollipus ſtepping foxwards anſwered; We 
are ſtrangers that have ſuffered Fipweeck, and were unluckilx cat 
upon this hateful Jland, made lo by thy Treacheries, where we 
habe been often in danger ok Famichment, and coming to this 
Caſtle, thy Servants offered us vlolenct, and we have rewarded 
them, and thou like a Tyrant unjuſt{y impꝛiſoneſt us, not uſing us 
as all Knights ſhould be uſed, and not by Ualour, but by Sozterieg 
haſt b2oughr us into thy ſubjection ; which if we cannot revenge, the 
jult Gods will. Which wozds he urtered with ſuch a ditdaiaful- 
Countenance, that the ant was amazed at his reſolution, and 
told him, That he would (don abate his haughty mind, commanding 


them to Pꝛiſon again. b

ed the Inchantment. And how afterwards Antiochus was reſto- 
red to his Kingdom, and Adonius the Page fell ſick, and was re- 
ſtored by Pollfpus. 

Fllona all this while took ſuch view of their Perſonages, that 
ſhe thought them the goodlieſt Men that ever ſhe beheld, and at 
that inſtant vowed either to obtain their loves by fair means, 

02 to inflict Tozments upon them, that ſhould fozce them to yſeld to 

her Tuſt; wherefoze the ſecretly commanded her Servants to load 

them with moze Jrons, which they pecſozmed z where. theſe wozthp > 

Knights lay fo2 the ſpace of a Week in rhe moſt crueileſt Tozmenk 

that might be, their Food being Bꝛead and Mater, their Bed the hard 

and cold Earth, in a moſt foarhſome ſtinking ion: which pain they - 
patiently enduredz but were both lo grieved fo2 poaz Adonius, that 
their Þearts were almoſt ready ro burſt with Gzick, who coninually 

(notwithſtanding his weakneſs) (emed to be of good. __ 1 
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But being all his life tenderly bzought up he began to wax very Sick

much mo2e kind to her if he knew her to be Violetta. Everp day they 
were ſerved by a rude and uncivil Slave, in ſuch ſozt, that it would 
have made the moſt delicate and daintieſt fare ſeem loathſome to be ſo 
handled; which Bellona did upon petence, firſt rs ule them hardly, 
and then by better uſage to dzaw them to a good opinion of gentleneſs * 
Foz one day the came to view theſe Pziſoners, being no way djawn .. 
thereto out of a Uertuous inelination, but of a moſt unchaſt and 
beaCtlike diſpoſition, and colourabiy ſeemed to repzobe the Japioz that 
he had uſed them ſo hardly, commanding him to remove them into a 
moze delightſome place, where they had very ſolt Bedding, good Air, 
and far better Diet; which kindneſs ol hers they both commended, 
and there they remained many days: During. which time Polhpus 
and Adonius were Bedfellows;- he full little knowing who it was he 
ſo tenderly regarded; foz by reaſon that he was ſickly, Follipus being 
dzawn thereto-by a Uertuous- Inclination, pꝛoteceding from mild 
Pity, would often fold him in his Arma, and ſo kindly therich him, 

that by his means pooz Violetta had recovered her fozmer Health. 
Which embjacenents of Pollipus at the firſt feemed to be range to 
her, but in continuance, ſbe took a vertuous delight in his ſweet com: 

pany, ſo that in his pzeſence was her whole delight; and his kindneſs / 
ſes did ſo much reſopte her Þeart (by the knowledge of ber own 
Elate, and remembzance that che was unknown) that the was a 

thouſand times in mind to reveal her ſelf to him when ſhe lap folder - 
in his Arms, he having not the lea(t thought, that ſhe was a Woman ;

Be llona being tickled with this flattering Spech of Pollipus, which 
ſæmed to agre with her dilpoſition. made im this Anlner,” Cala · 
thy Knight, quoth ſhe, ik it lye in my power to peltaſt: vu. Ae

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molt willingly do it, ko; ſuch good will J bear you, and luch pity J 
take fo2 your hard ulage, rhat J have cauled you to be removed from 
rhe miferable P2icon wherein you ere befoze, and have both bettered 
your Dſet ond Lorging, and will vo all vou wich, oz venture my Life 
in purſaſt thereof, if you will condeſcend to Cay with me in the 
Country; ko: Wozrhy Knight, though it id beſeems my Sex to be: 
zin the motions of Love, and to ſhew their Belobed the depth of 
thetr Aﬀection, yet fo2 that peradventure your inclination, is not ſo 
bent, J bere borh offer your freedom and what elle you require, o 
you will vouthfale to lobe me; koꝛz at the firſt view of pour perſon my 
Heart was (9 raviſhed with beholdiag you, that ever ſince J have 
enjoyed no quiet but only the hope J have to enjoy my deſired wich; 
therefoze, Gentle Knight, reſoive me of mp doubt, and grant this 
my ſuit, and thereby cafe your (elf of further Pain, and ſer theſe 
your Friends at Liberty.

rween them, which thougyt ſhe could not put out of her mind, where: 
with ſhe continued very much grieved : But when ſhe ſaw that Bellona 
came about the appointed time to Pollipus, the poo ſoul lay in her un. 
quiet Bed tozmented with ſo much Sozrow, that the Tears all bewet 
the place where ſhe lay. 

Bellona having cauſed Drubal to Teep by a ſomniferoug Spell the 
tad caſt upon him, and being greedy to ſatisfle her Uenereous deſire, 
haſted to the Lodging where Pollipus was; who expected then her 
coming, and taking him by the hand ſhe locked the Dooz, and tondu⸗

thee no other Anſwer. 

Pꝛond disdainkull Trull (quoth Adamaſia) J ſe thou art willing 
to wozk thy own Sozrow, being ſome ſtragling Mate oz baſe bozn 
Houſewife, that art not wozthy of rhe Love of Andramart, and thinks 
ct thou to eſcape my hands by thy reſolute replies and denyalg ? No, 
know fooliſh contemner of thine own good, nothing ſhall ſatisfe me, 
but thy conſent, which thou wilt pield J fear me when it is tos late; 
the downfall of thy ſelf, thy Son, and a!l that is thine, ſhall not ap: 
peaſe my fury, but thy conſent to love Andramarr, and ſince thou wilt 
by no entreaties be perſwaded, J will inflict all this upon thy pꝛoud 
Yeart, that ſo ſco2nfully denieſt his requeſt, and therefoze either ſpg- 
dily yield thy unwozthy Fancyto attend his good liking, oz reſolve to 
lee the Tragedy of the Child. 

Adamaſia being departed, left Laurana ſo terrified with her Spee- 
ches, that her Senſes were overcome with extream fear, inſomuch 
that che fared like one bereft of their Wits; bur reviving her ſelf from 
that heavy dump, with abundance of Tears ſhe bedewed her Crimſon 
Cheks, and in ſilent Sozrow ſpent her time, gill erpecting to hear the 
deavy news of Pariſmenos*'s Tragedy, which within few days this 
Tyrannical Woman effected in this ſozt: ſhe cauſed the Nurſe that 
kept Pariſmenos to hzing him to his Mother with this Mellage: 
That unleſs ſhe would in all reſpects fulfil the requets that Adamaſia 
had made, ſhe muſt pzeſent[»deſtrop him befoze her Face, 

Laurana hearing the Nurſe utter that. diſmal doom ef her Son, 
fell pꝛecently itvo a a deadly Trance, and the Nurſe departed, in 
which (ſoz Ge continned a good ſpace; but when ſhe came to her ſelf, 
and perteibing the Nuile gone with Pariimenos , ſhe uttered ſuch 
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h:avy Lamentations, that the very Malls ſeemed to pity her diſtreſs : 
but being much perplcred with fear to tlink what was become of her 
your:g Son, ſhe got to the Window, and bcheld Adamaſia with the 
Nude, ready to ſtrangle the Infant before her Face; but the Nurſe 
pitying the Inkant, who looked with ſuch a ſmiling Countcnance, 
(that the cruclleſt Tyrant would have ſpared his Life) upon her Knees 
with abundance of Tears intreated Adamsſia to ſpare his Life, who 
was no way guilty of his Mothers Dffence : But all the entreaties 
the could uſe, nothing availed, but ſnatching the Jafanc from the 
Nurſe, went to murther ir. 

Laurana beholding her cruel intent. called aloud from the Wins 
dow, deſiring Adamaſia to hear her ſpeak befoze ſhe ſpilt the inno- 
tent Blood of her young Son, which cauſed Adamaſia to Cay, but 
ſtill Che continued like a furious Lioneſs, ſanding ready to devour her 
dev, and Laurana from fozrh of her Window uttered theſe Sp:ech- 
es. | 

Ik ever thou wert bozn of a Woman, be not ſo inhumane as to de- 
roy that Harmleſs Inkant, which is of no power to wozk thy dif: 
content : Whercin hath ir offended thee, oz how hath it any way de: 
\crved ſuch an untimely Death; What will it p2ofir thee at all ro ſec 
his Deſtruction ? It is J that have offended thee, It is J that may 
appeaſe thy cruel mind, it is my Blood that may ſuffice thy devouring 


- Appetite, then inflict thy wꝛath upon my Head, revenge thy lelk on me, 


that here offer up my (cif to be deftroyed by thee : Uhar mercileſs 
Creatures would be lo Tyrannous as to deſtroy a harmleſs Innocent, 
when they habe in their power a fitter ſubject to appeaſe their Anger! 
Oh, cruel Adamaſia! Oz let me tall the, gentle crucl Woman ! 
Let a Mothers tender Tears move thy Cony Heart from doing that 
bar barous deed, let my Gziek and remembzante of a dear B-thers 
love to a Child, revoke thy crucl doom, let my Sorrows and Pains lo 
much pzick thy Flinty Bzcaft, as to cauſe thy Heart to relent, and ay 
thy hand from that mercileſs deed: Here J am that have offended ; 
why wilt thou not then revenge thy lelk on me, that may latigtle thy 
will, and ſpare that tender Babe, whoſe Death will make thee ſo odi⸗ 
eus, that the Earth will refuſe to bear thy hateful Body, the Sun will 
ſend noiſome Uapours to poyſon thy Soul, the Air will infect thy 
Entrails, and the very Fowls will wok thy downfal : Remember tyar 
his Life may be a means to alter my mind, but his Death will har: 
den my Heart (a much, that. it will be impoſũble fo thee to attaſn the 
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thing at my hands thou lo much defireſt, then be not lo cruel as to 
ſpill the Blood of that innocent Lamb, who is alrogether yer unfit fo} 
the daughter. 

Adamaſi hearing the concluſion of Laurana's Speeches, did think 
that ſhe would yield to her conqueſt, wherein ſhe was decciv'd; there- 
fo2e delivered Pariſmenos again to the Nurſe with many Daths, p20: 
teſting that if his Mother would not the next day yield to Love An- 
dramart, he ſhould aſſuredly dye, 

Laurana was ſome what comfozted by this (mall time of Truce ſhe 
had gotten fo2 Pariſmenos's Life, but ſtill remained in fuch a perplexi 
ry of Gziek, that ſhe was in the molt wokulleſt eſtate of Miſery that 
ever any Lady was in, her Senſes being filled with abundance of 
So:row, that ſhe couldneither reſolve what to do, noz ſtudy to avoid 
further miſchief. © 

The Nurſe having received young Pariſmenos, with great joy went 
to her Chamber, where ſhe was no ſooner come, but ſhe began to ſtudy 
how to p2eſcrve the wet Babe from Death; fo2 although ſhe was a 
ſtranger to Laurana, a Woman of a rude and barbarous Nation, and 
altogether void of civility, yet by Divine Operation, (he was bo far 
in Love with rhe young Infant, and took ſuch delight in his p2eſence 
to Educate ſo gallant a Child, that ſhe determined to ſave him from 
Adameaſia's cruelty, though thereby ſhe wꝛought her own deſtruction ; 
therefoze ar Midnight when none were ſtirring, ſhe deyarted with Pa- 
riimenos from the Caffle, and by that time it was day, ſhe had travel ⸗ 
led ſome twenty Miles from the lame, where ſhe got into a Wood, 
and then p2ovidedſuch Food, that ſhe carefully bzought up Pariſmenos 
as well as was poſſible fo any Woman to do in that unfrequented 
plate, of whom we will ſpeak of moe at large hereafter. 

The next Mozning Adamaſia came again to Laurana's Chamber, 
and demanded the accompliſhment of her requeſt ? 2Wtho by this time 
had determined what to do: and weighing the fate ſhe was in, con- 
adcred that if ſhe ſhould condeltend to love Andramart, ſhe ſhould both 
diſrobe her ſelf of her Chaſtity, and do a monſtrous injury to the Noe

making further inquiry, (being by this time allured that they were 
not to be found) ſhe was (o enraged with ſuch mad anddeviliſh Frenzy, 
that ſhe came to the two Hags that had executed her will b:foze on Lau- 
rana, camping and raging, declaring unto them all chat had happen 
ed, and how that the Nurſe was fled with her Son, who by her wick 
ed commandment, fo2 many days afccr continually rozmented this 
Uertuous Lady with ſuch extream Toztures, that it was impoſũble 
long fo2 her to endure ſo much miſery, wherewith ſhe was bzought in; 
to a moſt dangerous eſtate of Death, being void of all comkozt, and 
continually the ſpent her time in bemoaning the loſs of her Husband, 
and the untimely end of Fariſmenos, whom (þe thought alluredly to 
be murthered.

how ſhe had uſed her, it would turn to her great diſpleaſure. 
Andramart having a long time endured the abſence of Laurana with 

a ſozrowful mind, and ſeeing that he could not attain to the Happineſs 

he expected, but was always delayed with the kalr pꝛomſſeg of his 

Siſter, determined to go and villt her himſelf, which he had not done 

fo; many days, and therefoze with a joyfi:l Countenance he went ro 

her Chamber, where at his coming in, he found ſuch an alteratſon that 
he was aſtoniſhed to behold the ſame, fox Laurana ſat by her Bed-ide 
upon the Gzound weeping, her Oznaments were all tozn by the old 

Women that uſed daily to tozment her, her Golden Treſſes hanging 

about her Shoulders, her Crimſon coloured Cheeks turned 'to a pale 

hue, her lovely Face all ſcratched with their Helliſh Nails, and every 
thing lo out of oꝛder contrary to his expedation, (little Cuſpecting the

impatience might cauſe her to uſe that cruelty to her (elf, but pje- 
ſentip after he began to miſtruſt his Siſter , becauſe he miſt her 
Maid. ; 

At laſt Laurana-having eſpyed him, being abaſhed at his ſudden 
coming, koz that ſhe was dilrobed, aroſe from off the place ſhe ſate, 
fearing leaſt his coming hither might be to offer her ſome Uiolente; 
but andramart humbling himcelf upon his Knee, uttered theſe Speches. 

Molt Uertuous, Honv!:rable, and Divine Lady , vouchlaſe w 
hear your Servant ſpeak, whole heart is much afflicted to ſee the Soy: 
row youremain in: Fair Lady, J have accozding to your command az. 
ſcnted my ſelf from manikeſting mydeſire this long time to be accepta: 
ble in your light, truſting that your gentle Heart would in time pity 
my Paſſions, and now having been overburdened with a longing de⸗ 
fire to enſoy your Heavenly p2eſence, J have pꝛe umed to ſhew mp 
ſelf in pour gentle aſpect, though contrary to pour command, pet 
truſting to have ſome good hope of your gentlencſs but, contrary 
to my expedation, J nd mp ſelf to be fruſtrate of all comfo:rs, and 
your ſelf in that equipags that J know not how to utter theſe my 
Speeches, noz conjecture the cauſe of this pour Sazrow, which dzi⸗ 
beth me into a thouſand cogitations, leaſt J am now moze unwelcome 
to pour company then J have deſerved, being altogether ignozantof 
any offence offered you. 

Moze he would have ſaid, but Laurana p:cſently made him this 
Anlwer. * ä 

It ill beſemeth a Man of thy ſer to uſe diſſimulation, fo2 the cruel 
uſage J have ſuffered cannot be unknown to thce, but pzocurcd by thy 
means, and now further to tozment me (whois reſolved to endure thy 
greateſt fury) thou comeſt with dillembling and counterfeit Speeches 
to excuſe thy Tyranny, thinking by thy pꝛetended ignozance to purchaſe 
that whic hrhy cruelty cannot effect, but now be alſured that Jam lo far 
from condeſcending to conceive any good opinion of thee, as it is in 
vain to ſay any moe: but think and be perſwaded that by thy wicked 
devices thou haſt given me ſuch cauſe to hate thee, that J will koz ever 
_ thee the wozſt Tyrant living, and the cruellet Homicide in the 

0210. 

Theſe woꝛds did dzive Andramart into ſuch amazement, that with 
many pꝛoteſtations and intreatleg he deſired Laurana to tell him 2 
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meaning of her Speeches : Eut Laurana wond zig to ſee him ſo ear- 
neſt to know, (fo2 ſhe thought all had been pzocured by him) ar laſt by 
his Uows and Taths began to ſuſpect the contrary, and declared un. 
to him the whole manner of her uſagez how ſhe was dally whipt and 
beaten by two old mercileſs Women, and tow his Sifer had mur: 
thered ter Son Pariſmenos, the remembzance of whoſe Death cauſed 
ſuch abundance of Tears to fall from her Eyes, that Ardramart 
tould hardly refrain weeping to ſee the Sozrow ſhe endured : This hard 
uſage, quoth Laurana, J have endured by pour cruel means, beſites 
the impziſonment of my Servant Ledia, oz her death, fo2 J have not 
along time ſeen her, and now in fraudulent manner J fear me you 
tome to ſpill my Blood, which is here ready to abide your. Tyran 
ny, 
"Divinet Lady (quoth Andramart) if any of theſe evils have hap: 
ned by my means, 02 any way by my conſent, then eſtem me the cru- 
tlleſt Creature living; then let me never enjoy any Tittle of pour Fa: 
bour , which will be moze grievous unto me than Ten thouſand 
Deaths ? then let the Heavens pour down their heaby Uengeance upon 
my deteſted Carkaſs, let all the Furics of Hell eternally peſeſs my 
Soul, let the Earth wallow up my hated Body, and let me koz eber 
be abhozred of all Creatures living. | 
When he had»ended theſe Speeches, Adamaſia was entred the 
Chamber, and ſceing her Bꝛother in that rage, would have departed 
again; but he ſeeing her, called her unto him, and Laurana now aſs 
ſuredly perſwading hcrſelf that he was not guilty of her cruel uſage, 
and hating the ig).t of his Sister, ſaid: Sehold the Exetutioner of 
Pariſmenos's Tragedy: At which woꝛds Andramart dꝛew his Sword, 
determining to bill her, but ſhe fearing his Fury, and being krighted 
with his angry Countenance, ran from him with ſuch lwiktnels, 
that miſſing her Steps, ſhe fell down a high paſr of Stairs and bzoke 
her Neck, and in that manner ended her wicked days, 
Andramart thinking her death not Cuſficient to revenge the cruc!? 
Tozment Laurana had endured, in furious ſozt ranged uy and down 
the Caſtle until de had found out the two old omen that had ben his

tommand was uſed moſt gricveully, and being tome unto her, be ut: 
teted thele Spaches: 

Damſeh laid he, if you have conceived any bad opinion of me koz 
this your hard uſoge, J belcech you remir the lame, tv2 it was alto- 
gether without mp knowledge, and J have ſo handleu the pzocurerg 
thereof, that they can nevermoze work your diccontent, humbly de- 
firing pou to pardon my negligence, by means whercof you are bzought 
inio this milchance ; and J pꝛay certifle your mot excellent Witreſs 
that Andramart is no wap to be blamed fo2 theſe Evils. 

Then taking Ledia by the hand, he b:ought her into Laurana'g 
Chamber, who no ſooner law her, but pꝛelently embzaced her, where: 
upon Andramart departch, commanding all things to be miniſtred 
unto Laurana in ſuch delightful ſo2t, that ſhe could not chuſe but com. 
mend his good nature, who (tl laboured by all the means he could to 
purchaſe her good will. 

Ledia being come to-Laurana, ſo cejoyced her Heart, that the began 
to leave off her penſive thoughts, and. declared unto her the miſery ſhe 
had endured, with all the Tragedy of Pariſmenos, the remembzanceof 
whom made her to weep again; but by the comfoztable. perſwaſions 
of Ledia (whoſe counſel ſhe much eſteemed) ſhe gave her mind to 
much quiet; in whicg eſtate let us once again leave her.

Thoſe that lived near rhe Dea-ſide, (ceing Barzillus on ſhoꝛe, came 
to him, and told him, That he needed not now to fear Bellona foz 
that there were two Knights in the City that had dellroyed the En⸗ 
chanted Caſtle, and freed their King and Quen out of thꝛaldom, 
who would be very ſozful to hear that any Paſſengers were landed. 

Bar zillus hearing their repozt, and believing their Speches, went 
with them unto the Court, which was ſo ſmall, yet there he was mo@ 
kindly welcomed by the King and Mueen, eſpecially by Pariſmus and 
Pollipus, who enquired sf him whence he was ? He told them he be: 
longed ta the King of Hungaria, his name Barzillus, and ſecing the 
Fl:gs of Truce, came to know the cauſe thercof. 

Friend cquoth Pariſmu-) pour coming hither may greatly pleaſure 
me, and mp fricnd Pollipus, by whoſe pꝛowels this Jland is reduced 
to its fozmer ſtate. Barzillus hearing him name Pollipus, Cuppoſen 
him to be the famous Pyince of Bohemia, of whoſe loſs at Sea he had 
heard divers Repozts, both of Theſſalian and Bohemian Ships that 
wert gone in (earch of them, and therefoze with great reverence he 
began to utter unto Pariſmus theſe Speeches. 

Moſt courteous Knight, J have oftentimes heard cf that woꝛthy 
Knights name, and of the Renowned Pꝛzince of Bohemia, by many 
Knights that are in ſearch of them, whom J ſuppoſe to be pour ſelf, 
and therekoꝛe J account my ſelf a happy man if J can pleaſure you in 
any thing; therefo!e wozthy Knight, if my Self, my Men, oz nip 
Ship, can do you any ſervice, J freely offer them at pour command. 

Pariſmus kindly thanked him, alluring him that he was the ſame 
whom he had named, and that a long time he had remained in that 
Jllnd foz want of Shipping, to go in ſcarch of Laurana Daughter 
tothe King of Thellaly, whom they had loſt, and chat if he would 
do them that courteſie as to leave his further travel fox Merchandize, 


- andaccompany them in the Uopage, he would make him lo large a re: 


tompence that he ſhould never alter need Wealth. 

Parzillus replied, that notwithſkanding his honourable proffer, he 
might command all that was his: So giving them all the courteous 
entertainment that might be, they ſoſourned with Antiochus until they 
had furntſhed themſclves with all things neceſſary, and finding a 
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time tonvenient, they took their leave of the King and Queen, and 
aſi his Thild:en, who took their departure very heavily, fo2 they were 
lo gracious in their Eyes, that they acconnted one part of their Soul 
del artcd with them, and havmg obtained a pꝛomiſe of them to villt 
them when they had found their dear (riend ; the Mind ſerving, 
they launched into the Main, not knowing which way to ſail, com: 
mitted them lelves to their good oz ill Foztune. 

Ti hen they had ſaited ſome th2&@ days, Bari lus gave them to under⸗ 
ſtand that they were near the Province ok Tartaria, and told them 
that there it was dangerous travelling, fo2 quoth he, theſe Seas are 
often frequented by Pirates, and Robbers, whoſe words thep ſoon 
found true; fo2 they had not ſailed thzee Leagues, but they eſpyed 
a Ship making towards them with all ſpecd, whom the Captain pze- 
{ently knew to be Pirates, and therekoze Barzillus came to Pariſmus 
and Pollipus, and ſaid; Moſt worthy Knights, p2epare your ſelves 
torcliſt the Enemies appꝛoaching us, whom J know to be luch as ſk 
the deſtriftion of all pallengerg, into whole hands if you fall you muſt 
expect nothing but Tyranny. 

By that time he had ended his Speeches, the Pirates had appzoached 
cloſe to them, and began to board the Ship, but Pariſmus and Pollipus 
having armed themſelves, with their Swozds dzawn, boldly de: 
manded what they would have ? The General replied, he would 
have them pield. Yield (quoth the Pzince) that we will, whereupon 
he ſtrook one ok them ſo violently that he cleft his head, and Pollipus did 
the like to another, who leeing themſelves thug handled, allail⸗ 
td theſe two Knights with great fury , being a multitude to their 
ſmall company ; butthey reſiſted them with ſuch valour, that a great 
number of the Pirates were llain, and the reſt much dilcomkozted: 
In this cruel Fight, Pollipus not regarding the danger he was in, 
no2 the Treachery the Pirates might uſe, was gotten aboard their 
Ship, and there made luch a laughter, that the Pirates dcſpairing 
sf Uicozp, hoiſed their Salls, and befoze Pollipus could again re: 
cover his own Ship, they were launched from the other a good wap, 
which Pariſmus eſpying, defired bra, ta after them. 


Pollipus ſeeing himſelf thus betrayed, lald about him with ſuch 
furythat none durſt come near him: At laſt, the General noting his 
txceeding Ualour, uttered theſe Speeches; WMozthy Knight (aid he) 
yield, and do not dꝛaw a further mil chief upon thy felt by procuring 
my diſpleaſure, otherwiſe know that J am of a ſuſficiency to abate 


: thy 
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thy Courage, and bing thee in lubjecion, notwithllanding the bil 
reſiſtance thou tanſt make. Pirate, (qusth Po'lipus) J ſtozn thy 
proffered friendſhip, and dare thee to uie the belt gkill chou tanſt to 
tonquer me, fo2 J am reſolved to try thy Ualour. 

Theſe wozvs being ended, they allailed each other with ſuch fury, 
that it had been a ght wozih the beholding (ik any had been by) to 
ſg the bzavery of their fight; bur Polipus allailed his Enemy with 
ſuch Ualour, that he had mangled and cut his Body in many places, 
who being grown weak with effuſion of Blood, fell down dead at his 
feet, which the Mariners perceiving, all at once aſſailed Poll'pus, 
who ſo valiantly withſtood them, that they could little endanger him: 
one amongſt tye reff offered him a rb2uſt, which lighted on his left (ide 
at the Shirts of his Ar nour, which marted worſe than all the 
Wounds he had bekoze received, and ſo enraged him, thar he chaſes 
him up and down with ſuch fiirious blows that many of them in un- 
ning his keen Swozd tumbled over-board 3 divers of them were dif: 
membyed, and the reſt [&ing themſelves unable to withſtand his kozte, 
hid themſelves under Hatches, and (ett Polſipus above all alone, who, 
leing none to trouble him, and being loze woundeb and weary, dat 


- him down as well to reſt himtelt, as to conuder what eſtate he was 


in. 

Pariſmus haſted after the Pirates Ship with all rhe ſpeed as could 
be, but do what Barzillus could, they had loft the ſight thercof, which 
dove the Pꝛince into an exteeding excaſie of So2row, and pooz Ado- 
nius ſeeing the Knight ſhe lo dearly loved faln into ſuch miſhap, with» 
dew her (elf to a lecret place of the Ship, and uttered theſe 
Plaints, 

ow unyappy am J, that have cauſed the loſs of ſo wozthy e 
Knight as my dear Poilipus is, who hath given himſelf to carcieſs 
deſperatencls fo2 my loſs, wyo am not worthy to be cfteenied of him: 
Now is he tain into thi hands of ſuch as will loon end his daps, fo2- 
it is impoſſibice fo) him to wichſtand ſo great a multitude, but fall in 
to utter ruine: Ol, that my unworthy ſelf had been in his comoany, 
that J might have ele: Tit the alictions, be is likely to mdure, 
and have com{oteb him in i iſtrels: Uceucled and uncourteous that 
I was, in ſo many fir occaſſions as J had, not ro manite@ my (elf unts 
him, who continitaily Iameiitec my bſcnce 3 Never moze ſhall Jen⸗ 
joy his [wert company, never maze thall J lpe folded in his Manly 
Arms, the touch or whole Body was mae delightful to me than all 
dhe 
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the comtozr I ſhall enjoy hereafter ? Then what reſteth foz me but tg 
ſpend the reſt of my unkoztunate Life in continual ſozrow fo2 his ab: 
fence. a 

Having ended theſe Specches, ſhe ſuddenly Carted up and came 
{with abundance of Tears) to the place where Pariſmus was, who 
'fering the loꝛrew Adonius made, wondzed from w,ence ſuch kind 
Love and Aﬀecion, and thoſe Uertucs that he perceiv'd in him cpould 
Mocecy. 

By this time the Night was appꝛoached, and they fill made lozwards, 
till by the counſel of Pariſmus they caſt Anchoz, determining to ſtay 
there till next mozning. 

Pollipus leeing the Shiß wherein he was lalled lo far from the com: 
pany.of his Friends, cut down all the Tackling and Coꝛds with his 
Swozd, which made the Sails fall over-board, and he al! Night lay 


hulling upon the Sea, by reaſon the Wearher was very calm, deter , 


mining next mozning to compell ſuch as were under Hatches to cons 
duct him back to the other Ship, whom he knew would not Cray from 
bim. | 

The mozning being come, the Ship was with the Tide bzought back 
again, and Barzillus's Mariners having elpied the lame, came and 
told rhe P2ince thercof- who was accompanied by Adonius which 
news lo revived them, that they preſently came up, and they aſſured 
themſelves it was rhe Pirates Ship. Pollipus ſ&ing them, food 
handiſhing his Sword above his Bead, in ſign of Uicow : Being 
both met, Pariſmus with great joy embzaced him, commending his 
Ualour ; and Adonius ſtanding by, was alfcned with ſuch an inward 
joy, that my Penis not able to expꝛels. 

Pollipus then declared unto them the manner of his Micozp, and 
called up thoſe that were under Hatches, who, er pccing nothing but 
death, were unwilling to ſhew themſelves; but ar laſt they came up, 
luke men agaſt, many of them being ſo grievouſly wounved . that Pa- 
riſmus pitied the eſtate they were in: Ye demanded of whence they 
were, but they (aſd they were lwozn not to reveal the truth; yet ace 
it were ſo, that they muſt needs, they thus began. 

We were (quoth one of them) Servants unto Oſwald, the Ge: 
ncral of our Company, whom this wozthy Knight hath lain, himlelk 
likewiſe being a Servant unto the Mighty andramart, Governour, 
of the Ille of Rocks, ſo termed, becauſe the fame is to be entered but 
oa? way, by reaſon of the mighty Rocks that incompaſs the Jdand; 
my 
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my Maſter continually bzought unto him ſuch Riches as he could get 
upon the Sea, and had you faln into his hands, thither he would have 
conveyed you as Pꝛiloners, from whence you ſhould never have eſcaped, 
in which we yave contfnucd a loag time, but being now in your pows 
tr, we deſire you to [abc our lives. ä 

The Pzince hearing their repozt, was wonderſully troubled. in 
his mind, and began to conjecture that the ſame Pirates that had be: 
tra ed them in the Ueſolate Iſlard, and fed away with the Lady 
Laurana, were likewiſe A\ndramarc's Dervants, which cauſed him to 
confer with Pollipus, who. was troubled with the very lame doubt; 
| and both grounding their thoughts thereon, they determined to matze 
tryal thereof ; But firſt chey queitioned with Oſwald's Serbants to 
ſ if they could hear any comfs:table news from them; who replycd 
that it was a great while unte they were in the Aland, and thecefoze 
they could no way inkozm them rhereof, 

The two Knights were ſo revived to hear of this Andramart, 
that they fully perlwaded themſeives that there they ſhould find Lay» 
rana, and with this reſolution they choſe out ſuch Pirates as they 
thought moſt fir fo2 their Guides, and with all the ſp&d they could 
haſted rhirherwards, once again conmitiing themſelves ro the mercy 
of rhe Sea, | 

Not many days after, they by happy ſucceſs in Travel, were tome 
ntar the Jland of Rocks, the wiſhed place of their expectavion, and 
then the two Knights began to conſult between themſelves fo2 their 
det landing; koꝛ they well perceived they could not enter by fozce, by 
reaſon that the pallage was always ſo (trongly guarded, and all things 
ſo artificſally cdntrived to diſadbantage all that ſhould attempt any 
thing againſt the ſame, inſomuch that theſe wozthy Knights ood in 
admirarion to behold how invincible it was Cruated, Gill Rudying 
bow to find an entrance. 

Theſe diſcomfo2ts dꝛove them to the tryal of their uttermoſt wits; 
fox by the perſwaſicn they had to find this Lady, they determined, 
though the attempt were ncver ſo dangerous to make 1114! rhercof, oz 
Pariſmus rather determined to be detained there as a Pziloner, then. 
to leave any thing unperfozmed, whereby he was. put in anz tomlozt 
of enjoying his long and wiſhed ex pr dation; therctoze calling to them 
ſuch as were the Servants of Oſwald, they told them, That the con- 
queſt of that place wholly conſiſted in their powers: Now (quoth Pa- 
tilmus) if zou will condeſcend. to. follow my direction herein, J 

doubt. 
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doubt not but cally to overcome the lame, and reward vou lo well fo} 
pour truth, as you ſhall næd no way to fear the fury of Ardramart, 
who makery na other accountof you but to keep you as his Uallalg any 
Slaves in bondage and ſervitude, whereas, if you will be true an 
faichfiul to me, J wil let you at liberty, and reward you to your own 
hearts content; ko: Imp ſelf am Governour of a Nation far cr. 
ceding this place, wh ' ther you ſhall go with me, if J can atchleve my 
deſire herein, oz ik my determination fail, vou ſhall ſafely return un; 
to your Ships, and bz atquitted from all kear ort his Revenge, 

The Pirates b:aring the Courteous Speches of Pariſmus, and 
having noted his Pꝛinctly behaviour, weighing the eſtate they were in, 
and being his Priſoners, on whom he might inflict a puniſhment if 
they ſhould deny his requeſt to aid him; and allo conſidering the ſmall 
account Andramart had made of them, and the cruelty he had uſed to: 
words them; all theſe conſiderations wzought luch a change in the 
hearts of theſe pov2 Slaves, that they freely condeſcended to follow 
his Directions in any thing he ſhould demand, Pariſmus was glad of 
their conſent, but fearing to truſt them, ſaid, 

Sirs, J thank pou ko; your willingneſs to pleaſure me, but par: 
don me if J make ſome queſtion of your Loyalty, fo2 J have already 
ben deceived by men of your p2ofeſſion, and, as J ſuppoſe of An- 
dramart's Scrvants by whole unfaithfulneſs theſe miſerics that wi 
are faln into, are pꝛocured: whereugon he then took occaſion to declare 
unto them the Trrachery of thoſe Pirates in the Deſolate Iſland 
thereby to make unfaithfulneſs lem odfons in their lights, 

The Pirates then vowed with ſuch confidence to be true unto them, 
that they were fully cured of their fidelity, and being near the platt 
ok theic landing, admiring the ſtrength of the lame, thus they con- 
trived to get entrance, Pariſmus, Pollipus, and Parzillus, (who 
would needs accompany them) armed each other with the beſt Arinout 

they had, and puttifig on Night-Gowns, (under which they carrie 
their Bwo2ts ſo fceretly that none could diſcern the lame) were con: 
ducted, ag conquered by the Pirates, unto the. paſſage into the Jan, 
Adonius being with them, who by no means would leave them. The 
Guardians knowing them to be Oſwalda's Servants, and thinking 
the reſt to be Pꝛiſoners, carelily laid down their Arms again, nd 
thing ſucpeaing their intent, kindly welcamed their Fellows,” and 
conducted them with great joy pait their places of reſiCaace ; whit) 
fie Bmgzis perccibing, frvcred themlelveg, and With their Sword

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dawn, valiantly laid about them till they had Cain ſuch as rcſiffed 
them. The Pirates ling this happy ſucceſs, went tozwards with 
Pariſmus and Pollipus towards Andramart's Caſtle, which, when they 
had ſhewed them, they dellred (being rerrified with fear of Andra- 
mart's crueltp) to return unto their Ships, who laughing at theic 
timerouſneſs, gave them leave to depart with Barzillus, who under: 
took to keep the paſſage that none ſhould enter in to endanger their,

With what danger Pariſmus and Pollipus entred Andzamart's 
Caſtle : How Andramart brought them in great danger of their 
Lives: And how afterwards they ſlew both him and his two Bre- 
thren. 2 


His Conqueſt thus obtained, and all things as pet falling out 
accozving to their wiſhed deſires, Pariſmus and Pollipus, on: 
ly attended by Adonius, made towards the Caſfle, where, by 

reaſon that it was late, they could not enter, but ſecretly conveyed 

themſelves into a heap of ſhoꝛt Shzubs and Bulhes that grew by the 
the Caſtle Wall, (uſficient to hide them in, and there determined to 
take their Nights repoſe, | 

This Exploit was (e ſuddenly perfozmed, that thoſe within the 

Caſtle bad no knowledge thereof, which fell out well koz the two 

Knights, by which means they reſted quietly in that place, being no 

wap moleſted that night, bur were ercedingly grieved to hear the cries 

df thoſe that remained wiehln the Pziſon, which were ſo wokul, as it 

would be too lamentable to kr pꝛeſg. | , 


Carly the next moznſng, theſe Noble Knights having weſghed 
ſeriouſly the greateſt peril of this dangerous attempt, waſted their 
ürſt oppotunita, which thus felt out: As they were fitting in their 
ſecret ſyꝛoud, they elpyed ſome of the Servants paſs in and out at the 
Caſtle Gate, whither they pzeſently went, and being come to the 
ſame, Pariſmus (aid, Pozter, open the dooz, and let us in. 

The Pozter ſeeing them —— was lo amazed, that he (food 
like one bereft okt ente, calling his Spirits, made this reply : 
Sir Knight, quoth he, 4s dangerous to enter here,; ko; be aſſured, if 
pou once enter within chels gares you will never return. Tuſh, tuſh, 
(aſd Pariſmus open us the Gate: wp hat rhe Pozter began to ring a 
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Bell with all his fozxce, but was ſon hindzed by Pollipus, who gave 
him lo deep a wound on the Arm, that he was enfozced to let go, but 
that little time of ringing was ſuſficient warning to thoſe within, 
who, by multitudes flocked to the Gate, and opened it: Pariſmus and 
Pollipus then pzeſently began to enter, but they being stronger, by 
reaſon of their number, ſhut to the ſame again, and ran unto Andra- 
mart, who hearing their repozt, pzeſently commanded twenty of the 
beſt Knights to arm themſelves, he likewiſe armed himſelf, and 
went down to the Gate and ſ&@ing but two, ſcozned to ſpeak to them, 
but commanded his Servants to carry them to Pzilon, by which 
means they had occaſion to enter within the Caſtle Gate, and imme 
diatelp d2zawing their Swozds, they ſfood upon their own defence, 
which Andramart's men ſing, began to laugh at them, thinking 
them fooliſh to reſiſt them; but it fel out to their Sozrow. 

Pariſmus then began to lay about him; and Pollipus to defend him. 
ſelf, that they had ſoon ain two of Andramart's Servants, which 
the reſt perceivitig, all at once began ts allail theſe Champions, who 
placed themſelves in ſuch ozder that they eaſily withſtood their force, 
and by their good Skill furthered themſelves, that still the allail- 
ants periſhed, and in ſhoꝛt ſpace they had lain one half of them: the 
reft ſ@ing their party ſtill decreaſe, began ts dꝛaw back, which tur: 
ned to their deſtruction, fo2 when the Knights le them once daunted, 
they ſo furioufly aſlailed them, that they all there ended their lives; 
which others that ſtood by perceiving,fled into another Court, and ſhut 
a ſtrong Gate againſt thoſeKnights that pupſuedthem,and in the mean 
time by the commandment of Andramart,-thpy were encloſed within 
the Court, and ſuchas were in the other Court went out at a Poſtern 
Gate, and faſtned that Gate at which they entred ſo kalt, that it was 
impollible fo2 them to get out, by which means they were encloſed in 
this Court. 

The Knights beholding this, perceived it to be no other than a 

frong P2iſon, fo it was encompaſſed with. a mighty Stone-wall, 

and no paſſage thereto but the two Gates; by. which means they wer? 

betrayed into the hands of Andramart, uuleſs by ſome ſtrange means 

they ſhould be delivered; this dove theſe woꝛthy Knights into luch 

— that they tould not tell whats ta do, no how to:behave them⸗ 
bes. | 

Andramart ſeeing his men thus flaughtered by two Knights, 
greatly adruſred their Ualour, and wondzed what the occaſign--ofz. 
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their quarrel might be, which he deſired to know, fearing the Trea- 
chery of his Servants that kept the paſſage, by means whereof, be- 
foze that time, he ever thought himſelf in ſecurity, andlooking o'er the 
Wall, he ſaid : 

Knights (quoth he) what ſeek you in this place? What Hath 
moved you to offer ſuch outrage again my ſervanis ? Jf any that be- 
long unto me have offered you dilcourtelle, J am ready to ſee them 
make you fatisfaction ; It none have done you offence, J would wiſh 
you to depart without bzinging your ſelves in further danger; fo2 (o 
much J regard your good (ſ&ing your Ualour) that J ſhall be loath 
to ſ&k revenge ko my Servants deaths, but let ou at liberty, fo 
you will pꝛomiſe me to depart without offering me any Jnjury. Pa- 
tiſmus firing his Epes on the Mall, made this Anſwer ; 

If thou art rhe Owner and Ruler of this Calle, cas J ſuppoſe? 
then know, That we are ſuchas gs in ſearch of a log Friend, whom 
we aſlured[y think thou unjuftly detaineſt, fo2 none but thy Celf would 
do ſuch a diſcourteous deed, and alſo hearingtheTreachery thou uleſt to 
Travellers, and the continual Dutrages thou attempteſt by Sea, 

, whereof we have had ſufficient trial; we determinately came as well 
to find our loſt Friend, as alſo to requite the diſtoureũe we have found 
by thy Servants, ſince our coming; thou knoweſt what we have be» 
gan, and ougdetermination is to go fozwards, unleſs thou wilt ſhew 
uSthat courteſie as to let us lee the Pziſoners thou detaineſt, which, if 
thou denieſt, allure thy ſelf, we are fully bent to purchaſe that we 
came fo2, 0: in purſuit thereof, hazard our deareſt Blood; therekoze 
wilt thou reſolve us what thou wilt do? fo2 we charge the, if thou 
haſt any ſpark of Knighthood in thee, to ſpew it honourably, and 
not in this Treacheroug lot, which will whet our Revenge againff 


e. 
Andramart hearing theſe Speches, could not tell what Anſwer to 
return them, one while purpoſing to detain them in that plate, but 
not confidently truſting the rength thereof, that thought was ſoon 
extinct, then he began to confecure that Laurana was the Lady in 
whoſe ſearch they went, who, if che were taken from him, would be 
mote griebous unto him than Death: at laſt, a multitude of thoughts 
vppeeſt his mind, that he could not reſofve what to do, but he deter- 
mined to try the uttermoſt of their power, and put them to miſery, 
the reloze he returned them this Anſwer ; 
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P2oud Knights, quoth he, whoſe malice J nothing fear, J wil 
not in anp reſpect pield to your requeſt, and therekoze content your ſelf 
with this Anſwer, That Jam determined, becauſe pou have refuſcy 
my gentle offer, to detain you here until your P2ide be ſomewhat a: 
bated, and by that tims J hope you will wiſh you had accepted my pyof: 
fer; whereupon he pzcſently departed : This vered the two Knights 
much, by reaſon they ſaw themſelves void of means toſeek Revenge, 
being encloſed in ſuch lozt that they could ng way eſcape, where they 
continued all Night in a molt heavy tale, in which time Pollipus, ac: 
co:ding to his ulual manner, ſtudied how to unfaſten the Gates, and 
eſcape the fury of Andramart, 

Pariiinus on the other Clbe had his mind troubled with a Thouſand 
cogitations of his beloved Laurana, whom he thought aCuredly to be 
there fmpziſoned, which dzove him into luch good hopes, that notwith⸗ 
ſtanding the Speches of Andramart, he ſeemed to look with a moze 
chearfut Countenance then he had done fozmerly ; which greatly re. 
ſopted both Follipus and the Page, whoſe heart was much grieved to 
ſee the peril his two Friends were like to ſuffer. 

Now Andramart began to conſider, that it Laurana were the Lady 
whom they ſought, then it was his beſt courſe to keep them Pziſoners 
ſtill in that place, and not to deſtroy them by famiſhment, as befoze 
be had intended, but to rid himſelf ok this doubt, he pzivily called 
Ledia unto him, and bzought her unto a ſecret place where ſhe might 
p:ivately behold the two Knights, with theſe Speches : Damlel, lald 
he, here are newly arrived at me Caſtle two Knights, who, J lup- 
pole are come fn ſearch of your Miſtrels Laurana, therekoze J deſire 
you toreſolve me; foz, if you know them, J will not uſe them ſo hard 
85. J am determined, but foz her ſake (in whoſe ſight J deſice Rill 
to be gracidus) J will remit the offence J have taken againſt them foz 
the laughter of thoſe my Servants, whom you ſee [ye dead at their 
Feet by their Ualour. 

Ledia all this while diligently beheld the two Knights, but knew 
them not, by reaſon of their (trange Armour; but at laſt ſhe eſpyed 
Adonius, whom ſhe pertec(y remembzed by his habit, aCuring her 
lelk thereby, that the two Knights in Armour were Pariſmus and Pol 
lipus, and fearing that the Mops that Andramart ſaid to her, rather 
pꝛotetded from Pollicy then any good intent, (koz he was full of 
Treachery ſhe knew) made him this reply. 
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Sir, J know not whence theſe Knights are, neither did Jever le 

them befoze z but J wich J might be lo happy as to carry ſuch good 
news to my Lap, oz, were he lo happy to artide here, that he mighr 
be at your courreous diſpoſition, who, J am lure, fo! my MBiitreis 
ſake would ule him well: But had Androm ice marked her colunte: 
nance, it would have betrayed, that ſhe cenccaled what he deüred; 
fo: ſhe thought the time very long until the wire come to her Miſteelg 
with theſe joyful! Tydings, and Andrumart tci;rr ſatisfied, let her 
depart to Laurana, to whom ſhe declared the caule wyy andramart had 
called her kozth, and was aſſured that Pariimus and Poll!pyus were ar: 
ribed there. telling her that. they had ain above Twenty of Andra- 
mart's Servants, and that they were incloſed in an inward Toure, 
but they remained. in a good eſtate 

Laurana was (a r:ivived with joy to Hear her dear Pariſmus name, 
that her heart leapt within her B2zeaſt ; a Thouſand times cnbzacing 
Ledia fo2 bzinging her ſuch happy news: Then ſhe began to conſider of 
the eſtate they remained in, being. incloſed where they could not get 
out, which thought troubled her exceedingly, but by the comfo;table 
Speeches of Ledia, ſhe remained in great aſſurance of theic happy 
eſcape out of all danger, in Which good hope ſhe continued, with a 
longing deſire to hear further from them. 

Andramart being determined not to famiſh the two Knights, tau⸗ 
ſed ſome food to be carried to them, and fotificd his Taſtle ag (ron 
as he could deviſe, being given to underſtand that the paſſage towards 
the Sea. was ftrongly guarded, and fenced up, lo that none could paſs 
that way, which crook a great terro2 to his mind. 

All this while Pariſmus and Pollipus continued in great care, ear: 
neſt)» tudying how to rid themſelves out of thzaldom ; Ar laſt they 
concluded in the ülent time of the Night to let Adonius upon the 
Wall, (who could befk get down, becauſe he was little) and go to Bar- 
zillus with this Meſſage, that Pariſmus and Pollipus would deſire 
him to ſend them ſome Cozds, wherewith to make a Ladder; ir being 
the readieſt way to ſurther their intent: Adoniu; willingly undertook 
this Tagk, not at all regarding the danger therein, and lo with much 
ado they got her to the top of the Wall, whoſe heart began to fail when 
the ſce the Heighr che muſt leap down, being unactuſtomed to ſuch 
peril. But remembzing the Parties fo2 whole ſake ſhe undertook 
that hazard, arming her ſelf with an undannted Courage (not agre: 
able to her Sex and weak Nature) ſhe leapt down, and the Earth 

refuſing to harm ſo ſweet a Creature, fafcly eſcaped the danger of 
the 
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be Call, and with a ſoyfull heart went towards the place where Bar. 
z'\lus remained, which ſhe could (ſcarcely find, becauſe it was ſo dark, 
an? remembzing the danger of this place, ſhe thought every Buſh the 
encountred gad been her enemy; but at length, with much moze than 
actudomed ſpied ſhe arrived at the paſſage where Barzillus wag, 
Whom ſhe found carefully keping his charge: Barz lles ſeeing Ado- 
mus, requeſted to know how the Pꝛince and Yollipus fared. Sir, 
quoth the, in good Bealth, and then declared unto him her Mellage. 
Bar zillus having ſuch good p2oviſions in the Ship, and leaving the pal. 
ſage to the cuſtody of ſuch as he knew both faithful and valſant, he 
departed with Adonius unto the Caſtle Wall, and with the Ladder 
mounted to the top of the ſame, ſo that both of them went over un: 
to the Knights, who with great joy welcomed Barzillus, who having 
laluted them, andconferred about their exploits, at their entreaty he 
departed again unto his charge, whercon depended the chicfeſt tap of 
their ſafeties, fo2 they knew that divers of Andramart's- Servants 
were abzoad, whoſe arrival might endanger them, to p:cvent which, 
it behoved them to have a ſpecial regard. 

Having gotten this device, they preſently put the ſame in pꝛactile, 
and got ober into the next Court, the ſtatelineſs of which exceeding 
all the bnildings that ever they beheld; in the midſt of this Court 
ſod a ſtatcly Fountain, whercon was placed many beautiful Jma- 
geg of molt curious Engraven UWozk : The pleaſantneſs of this 
place much delighted their troubled Senſes to behold ; and under thig 
Fountain they ood to view the gallant Building, Cately Turrets, 
and (umptuous Wall, that outwardly adozned the place, expecting 
the cheerful light of the Sun to tomkozt them in their diſtreſs, which 
pꝛeſently began to ſhew his ſplendant Beams, which ſhin'd ſo night 
againſt the Glaſs, that the plate ſemed like a Paradiſe, and there 
they attended koz the concludon of their Attempt, either to their Com⸗ 
tozig 02 Tonfuſtens, 

The firf that entred the Court they laid hands on, and by compul- 
on urged him to declare what fozce was in the Taſtle, who upon p2v- 


unte that they would ſabe his Liſe, told them, That {ately there sx. 


rived at the Caſtle two of Andramart's Bzethzen, being efteemed 


Men of great Courage, Which inhabited the further part of that 


Jaand, who were determined to make tryal of their Ualour that dap, 
tye eldeſt named Guilmon, the other Barmon, and that Andramart de 
termined, ir his Bzothers kuled, himſelf would make * his 
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koztune, and if he were likely to be overcome, he had then a handzed 
Servants always in readineſs to alũſt him. 
pPariſmus hearing his Speeches, began greatly to deſpair of Ui. 
&02y, tonſideting ſuch a number were in rcadineſs againſt ttem two; 
but ſuch was the conſtant reſolution of theſe Knights, that chulag 
tut the fitteſt place fo2 their furtherance in fight, they determined ro” 
try the event. 

Andramart being early up the next Mozning. anddiſcourſing with 
bis Bzethzen about their affairs, by chance looked out of a Window, 
and elpying Pariſmus and Pollipus (whom he did think had ben ſecure) 
walking at liberty, which Crook luch a terrour to his Heart, that at 
the very light thereof his Heart failed him, which ſo altered his koz⸗ 
mer dil polltion of cruelty, that he thought it beſt to uſe (uch behaviour 
towards them as would agree with an honourable Mind, koz alchough 
ſometimes he perſecuted thoſe that never offended him, yer he many 
times chewed tokens of a Uertuous and Courteous diſpoſition , 
though altogether darkned by his Cruelty 3 but kearing the Ualour of 
theſe two Knights, becauſe he ſ& them ſo reſolute, he came to his 
e, Bzethzen, and ſaid: :

Guilmon being of a pꝛoud diſpoſition, ſcozning at the lenity of. 
Andramart, his Heart being void of fear, would make. him no an- 
ſwer, but went p2eſently-and armed himſelf, which Barmon and An- 
dramart perceiving, did the like, and ſo went altogether. into the 
court; and pzeſently the two Bꝛethꝛen aſſured themlelveg ot Uicoyy, 
vithal, being full of ſcoznful pzide, aCailed Pariſmus and Pollipus. 

The Knights ſeeing no odds but one to one, entred the Combat 
bery cherfully, which continued a god while between them, without 
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any diſadvantage on either party; the noiſe of whole Swo2ds claſhing 
on their Armour, came to Laurana's hearing, (who could by ng 
means take any reſt that Night, fearing leaſt Andramart ſhould wozk 
the Death of her dear Lozd and Pushand) that on a ſudden Carting 
to a Mindow that looked into the Court, che eſpyed four Knights 
Combating, aſſuring her ſelf two of them were her Friends, whom 
ſhe knew not but as Ledia informed her, who told her, thoſe in the 
Blue Armour, whoſe ght much revived rhe afflicted Heart of Lay- 
rana with foy, but on the contrary fide, the danger ſhe ſaw them in, 
as much afflicted her Heart with fear. 

Andremart ſtanding by to behold the iſſue cf this Combat (having 
an Eye to the Window where Laurana was) unkoztunately eſpied her 
ſvoking cut, whereupon immediately he ſent four of his Servants 
to remobe her into a ſtrong and cloſe Pzifon, far enough from theilt 
light, which ſs tozmented Laurana, together with the fear ſhe con 
ceived fo2 Vat ſmus, (habing no friend but Pollipus, andenvironed 
with a Company of Enemies) that had not Ledia laboured to pye- 
ſcrve her, che had then dled. All rhis while the fight continued ter. 
rible between theſe Champions, inſomuch that Pollipus feling his 
Wounds ſmart, was ſo enraged with fury, that at length he thut 
Barmoa quite though the Body, and he (ell down dead at his feet, 
which Andramart perceiving, came and d:ew near unto the Ualiant 
Follipus with rhele Speeches. 

Knight (queth.he) thy task is not pet ended, fo2 here am Ju 
tebenge the death ol him thou halt now conquered; whereupon he be- 
gan to affail Pollipus with all his trength, who anſwere» his blows 
couragioulſly, betwixt whom began a crucl fight : By this time Pariſ- 
mus had left Guilmon breathleſs upon the Gzound, who lay tumbling 
on the Earth, .trangledin his own Blood. 

Andramart fæing this, would have fled, (becauſe he feared his own 
downkal) but Pollipus ſæing his intent, thougyt now oz never to 
ſhew Lis Ualour.z theref92e to rid themſelves from further danger, 
with both his Hands . ſtrook ſo violently upon his Cref, that the weak- 
neſs of his Armour pielded to the ſharpneſs of his Swozd, and fo 
oſtonied him that he waggered, whereupon Pollipus cloſing with him, 
tyzew him, and ran his Swozd into his Body quite thozow. 

When Andramart's Servants ſaw their Maſter thus diſtreſt, they 
all at once aſſafled Pariſmus and Pollipus, who could not tell well how 
is cadure any further aſſault, lo that dꝛawing back to a toner — cht 
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Court, they placed themſelves in ſuch ſozt, that their Enemies could 
not greatly endanger them, but Qill receivedthe wazſt, moſt of them 
being of {mall Courage were in the fight ſoze wounded, and many of 
them were lain, and the retſgmed like Men delperate: One among 
the reſt that Andramart had befoze taken Pꝛiſoner, but fo2 his honou- 
rable Mualitics had releaſed him, and made him one of his chiekeſt 
Servants, whoſe name was Tellamor , ſeeing Andramart lain, 
and noting the chivalry of theſe two Knights,uſed all the perſwaſions 
that might be to withdzaw his Fellows from their Madnels, who con- 
tinued the fight very eagerly, without an y Conſideration ok the little 
good they ſhould reap thereby; at laſt ſome of them began to liſten ta 
him, by which means Pollipus had time to byeathe himſelf, and Pariſ- 
mus perceiving them to and doubtkully debating Matters betwen 
themſelves, ſpake thus unto them. 

J wonder (quoth the P2zince) that Men that are endued with Reg- 


fon, as pou are, ſhould ſhew your ſelves ſo inconſiderate as to ſeek re: 


venge againſt thoſe that never harmed you: What cauſeth you thus 
willfully to endanger pour ſelves by offering us Utolence, you will 
ſay, The death of your Mater? Why, what was he but a Traytoz ? 
What account did he make of you, but to keep you as Slaves and 
Uaſlals, and in Bondage? Wag he not efemed of all to be « 
cruel Homicide, a Pirate, a Robber, and ſpoiler of pooz Paſſengers, 
foz which himſelf and his Servants were hated of all good People? 
Did he not always Tyrannize over you in moſt cruel ſozt, that many 
of pou were put to moſt ſhameful Dffices, and foz every diſpleaſure 
in danger of death, oz impꝛiſonment by his Fury? What do pou 
think was the cauſe of our Arrival here? not as you ſuppoſe, to make 


you our Taptives, 02 to get your Wealth, oz the Spoil that Thieves 


and Robbers look after, noz would we have offered Wijolence ro An- 
dramart, no2 any of you, if you would have ſhewed us his Pyiſon- 
ers: Then let all Reaſon rule your mind, which ſhould be in Men, 
and tell us what you require at our hands, and we ſhall in any reaſon» 
able reſpect ſatisfie you : We are not determined to (tay amongſt you 
to bear rule over you, thereby to defraud you, but will leave the Callle, 
and Riches thcreof as yours to diſroſe of, which you may quictly en: 
joy now pour cruel Waſter is dead, whoſe Life would have been the 


' cauſe of pour further Servitude, but by his Death you are fred 


from the Slavery wherein you lived befoze. 
* When 
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When che P2zince had done ſpeaking, the Pirates, wſrh a gene. 
ral conſent, being much perſwaded thereto by 'T'cllamor, (whoſe 
Counſel they always eſteemed) rhzew down their Weapons, and 
yielded, which greatly rejoyced the Champions to fee, who be koze 
were in great danger of their lives, having taken their Darhs to be 
fairhfu!. 

Pollipus pulling off his Helmet, began greatly to extoll and com- 
mend their Wiſdom, becauſe they had ſo much conſideration in them, 
as to conceive aright of the Pzinces Speeches, telling them that he 
would ſo highly Reward them befoze they departed, that they ſhould 
{o2 t ver account themlelves happy fot their arrival. 

The Knights having taken oder fo2 their ſecurity not truſting 
them, notwithſtanding their Darhs, becauſe they knew them not 
to be accuſtomed to dertuous humaniry, they were conducted to fairand 
ſumptuous Chambers by Tellamor, and there had their Wounds 
careſullydzet by Adonius, whoſe tender Heart bled dꝛops of Blood to 
(& the Purple goze that iClued from their mangled Bodies, whoſe N. 
ligent attendance was a great comfozt to them at all times, by which 
means they lo el eemed him, that they would not have parted from him 
fo2 any good in the whole UWozld. 

Tellamor having ben vertuoulp bzonught up, and being allo a 
Knight of god and honourable parts, carefully, povided them all 
thinks neceſſary,and with ſuch affection attended their lakety, that there 
could be no Milchlek attempted by Andramart's Servants, whoſe 
minds were ſtill full of Treacherp, but he would diſcover the lame; 
whoſe diligence the Two Knights obſerved, who grew into muth 
good liking of him, and greatly commended his courtclie, 
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How Pariſmug being paſt all hopes to find Laurana, at laſt (to 
his unip akable Joy) found her; And how afterward, leaving 
the cuſtody of the Caſtle to four of Andramart's Servants, - he 
— towards Theſſaly, and by the way viſited old Antio⸗ 
chus. ; 


P Ariſinus all this while could by no means be at quiet fo2 think · 


ing on Laurana, the remembzance of whole abſence was cov 
tinually in his mind, moze than uſualſy was wont to be, 


filt perlwading himſelf that her abode was in rhe Caſtle, which * 
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ſed him the next day to reſolve himſelf by ſearching, otherwiſe he 
could not learn, foz that Andramart would not ſuffer any of his Ser- 
id F vants, but only four, to ſ&, oz have any knowledge of Laurana, who 
te || were all Cain with their Maſter, and coming ta Pollipus, they went 
be to ſearch the Caſtle, being directed by Tellamor, they came firſt to 
the P:iſoners, where they beheld a great many lying in the greateſt 
n- | Hiſery that ever Eye beheld, their joynts and fleſh being wozn with 
n, the erteeding weight of the Jrons wherewith they were fettered, 
he BE who then began to fear their utter deſructon, which long bekoze they 
Id F had feared ; but contrary to their thoughts and erpeſations they were

g From thente they went unto the Dungeons of the Caſtle, wherein 
ot T were many dlar led People, that in a long time had not ſeen the 
1 F pure light, noz kelt the heat of the Sun, buf now to their great joy 
s | vere let at liberty, who greatly applauded rhe Ualour, and Latour, 
to ud exceding Courteſie of theſe two Heroick Knights, 
2 The Pꝛince not having found the joy he expected, could not be quier 
ch until he had ſearched about rhe Caſtle, ſaving the place wherein the 
m Pi:incels was, which was fo ſecretly contrived amongſt the other 
buildings, that the paſſage thereto could hardly be found, whereby 
a || the Pzince was deceived, and thinking verily that he had ſearched all 
the places in the Caſfle, he entered into moſt heavy and ſorrowful 
re I cogitations, and being void of all comfozr, wandzed from Pollipus 
ſe who was earneſtly in talk with Tellamor, and by chance happened on 
e; | adark entry, which place læmed to agræ with his heavy Diſpofitfon, 
th where being entered, and having a while walked up and down, he 
found a Doo) at the further end thereof faſt ſhut, which cauſed him to 
leave his Mourning, and ſtudy how to open the ſame, whith he had 
ſoon effected, and having entered farther, he beheld a moſt ately 
e | Room wherein were divers ſigns that it was nor unfrequented, but 
* becauſe he was unarmed he would not reſhly go on further, fearing he 
bs might unawares run into danger, rherefoze ſofrly tifting up the 
iQ Hangings, behind which was a Dogz into another Chamber, he be⸗ 
held a Lady there in great ſadneſs (itring on the Gzaund, with her 
back towards him, leaning her Hzad upon the Beds ſide. 
b When the Pzince beheld this, he was ercedinaly aſtoniſhed to 
think who that Could be, and looking moze earnclly, he elpyed a 
Damſel with blubbered Cheeks, weeping to hear the lozrow her Lady 
had made: This Lady was Laurana, who being terrified with be⸗ 
| X 2 watil:ng 
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wailing the danger her dear Lozd was in, and grieved to be abzidged 
his fight, was faln into a lent Slumber, wherein che had not long 
continued, but at the very (nant, when Parumus entred the Cham: 
ber, ſhe dꝛeamed that he ſtood behi1d her, whereupon ſhe awaked, and 
earneſtly looking about her, ſhe eſpyed him indeed, wherewith ſe 
was ſo amazed, fearing Cill ſhe had been in a Dream, that her joynts 
trembled, between an eatrelt hope, and a comfoztable deſpair. 

Pariſmus, as ſoon as he law her face, knew her, and took her in 
his Arms and Embyaced her, which lo rejoyced them both, that rhe 
Tears ran down their Cheeks abundantly, and Ledia beholding him, 
came and fell pꝛoſtrate at his Feet foz joy, who then had no leiſure to 
ſpeak unto her, his Heart was ſo repieniſhed with comfo2t to behold 
bis vertuous Lady Laurana, whom a thouſand times he folded in his 
Arms, and as many times greeting her cozal Lips, in which Em. 
bzaces they continued a good (pace, being unable to think of any 
thing elle; when they had latisſied themſeves with this amozoug Be. 
havicur, Pariſmus uttered theſe Speches : 

Wolt kind and loving Pzinceſs, unce we are thus happlly met, 
and that we have no further cauſe of ſozrow, it wouldbe too grievous 
to make rehearſal of our ſad Miſhaps lince our parting : therefo2e 
now let your Heart be at quiet, and fozger all pour fozmer griek, 
which were ſounfoztunately occaſioned by my negligence, andaccept my 
acknowledgment of Dffences as a [uffictent latigfaction, and let pour 
vertuous Bounty (ti bʒing me in further admiration of your Uertue, 
unto whom Jam moſt infinitely bound in all the Bonds of True any 
Loyal Friendſhip : To recount my noble Friend Follipus his kind- 
neſs, (by whoſe Ualour 4 have eſcaped many imminent Dangers). 
and the kind attendance 4 have had of pooz Adonius, craveth a long 
circumſtance, and therefoze at this time J will omit the ſame, only 
deſiring pou to make ſuch eſtimation ok them as being my deareſt 
Friends, and, but by whoſe Means J had never enjoyed the fruition 
of pour Heavenly Company, but now J account all my pains plea 
ſures, and the reward of mp Travels co bountiful, that all the 
Wozlos wealth cannot countervail it, habing at laſt obtained the 
height of my deſire, and fulneſs of all felicity, by enjoying your 
Uertuous Pꝛeſente, whoſe Abſence was moze grievous to me than 
Ten Thouſand Deaths. 

Many other Speches paft betwen them, which their Lips ekten 
interrupted with many wert Killes, and hearty Embzaces, that in 

thi 
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this delight they would have continued a long time, but that the deſire 
Pariſmus had to acquaint Pollipus with this happy news, and Laura- 
na to ſ& her Friends, cauſed them to bzeak off, and go to him. 

Jt chanced that Pollipus mifing the Pzince, began to enquire ear: 
neſtly fo2 him, and in the time of his ablente, had ſearched moſt part 
of the Caſtle fo2 him, but Cill miſt the dark paſſage in which he was 
entred, which dzove him into a doubtful wonder what ſhould become 
of him, whereupon he began greatly to fear that his perſon was en: 
dangered by ſome. Treachery, but ſuddenly in the midſt of this his 
perplerity, he eſpyed him with Laurana coming towards him: which 
fght exceedingly rejoyced his Troubled Mind. 

Follipus coming to Laurana, with great humility did her rebe- 
rence, whom ſhe moſt kindly ſalured, giving him many heart 
Thanks fo the honourable love and valiant Chivalry he had manikel- 
ted in her behalf; and then ſpeaking to Adonius, ſhe greatly com: 
mended him fo2 his diligent Service to Pariſmus, pꝛomiling ts re: 
ward him koz his kindneſs. 

Then with great joy on all ſides, they ſpent the reſt of the day in 
pleaſant communications, having all things neceſſary readily p28- 
vided by Tellamor, and diligently ſcrved by ſuch Pꝛiſoners as hadre- 
ceived their Liberty, who had now lo well rekreſht themſelves with 
good meat, that they were of ſufficient ſtrength, both fo2 their own 
defence, and the ſafety of thoſe that had let them at liberty, whom 
they ext edingly tendred, and were willing to undergs any danger foz 
their ſakes. 

Pariſmus pꝛeſently ſent a Mellenger to Barzillus, to certifle him 
of their happy ſucceſs, who leaving the cuſtody of the Paſſage to ſome 
of his truſtieſt Soldiers, came to be partaker with them in their 


op. 

But notwithſtanding when all thought there was no mote tauſe of 
ſadneſs, their quiet pleaſures were darkned bp the heavy Countenance 
of Laurana, who could not fo2get the death of her young Son Pariſ- 
menos, who (til! was purpoſed to conceal the ſame from her dear Lozd 
and Husband, which made them greatly wonder. 

Upon a time, when Pollipus by the entreaty of Pariſmus had re- 
hearſed the whole Diſcourſe of their abventures in the Deſolate Iſland, 
and rhe occaſion of cheir arrival at thai pace, Laurana with rheſe ſap 
remembzances was put in mind to com are her miſery with theirs, 
and found them to be greater, fo2 that they were all in ſafety, but ”- 
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milt her young Son who was untimely loft, which (rok ſuch a ter- 
rour to her Heart, that the ſhed abundanceof Tears, inſomuch that the 
whole Company Coov in admitation thereof, and Adonius and Ledia 
ſ&ing ber ſozrow, could not refrain from partakfng with her in her 
Sadneſs, but (as the cuſtom of Women is) wept fo2 company 

The Pꝛince marvelling at this her ſudden ſadnels, and deſirous to 
know the ſame, (ſoz that his heart therewith was exceding ly Toy 
mented) mo\ earneſtiy entreated her to unfold the cauſe of her qrief, 
that he might, it ſt were poſſible, comfo2r her therein. 

Laurana being unwilling in the leaſt degree te ſhew her (cif enduti⸗ 
full to his will, began to declare the manner of Ler bzinging to that 
place by the Pirates, afier they had betrap'd him in the Deiolate Iſland, 
as alſo the kindneſs ſhe had received at Andramart's hands, and how 
that in all that time he had uſed her very honourabiy; But mp Low, 
quoth ſhe, Andrama t had a ſiſter named Adam-ſi:, who many times 
did move me to love her Bother , which, when ſhe law Þ would not 
do, ſhe impꝛiloned my Servant Ledia, and then ſhe took trom me my 
young Son, that was bon in this unlucky place, whom J cauſed to 
be named Pariſmenos, and with cruel To:ients afflicted my Body, 
cauſing two old Women every day to wifp me in moſt cruel ſor, 
which J was fo2ced to endure : But when ſhe ſaw all this could not 
pꝛevall, the cauſed the Nurſe that kept Vari menos to come untu me 
with this Mellage, That unleſs J would in every reſpec, and with: 
out delay fulfil her command, ſhe muſt befoze my face Murther my 
Child, and being about rhat cruel derd, J entreated Ad maſia to res 
fer her puniſhnent and doom until che n-rt day, but ſince that time 
A never ſaw my tender Babe; no2 is he oz his Qurſe any where to 
be found ; and afterwards again ſhe continued her t82m-r manner of 
Cruelty: Now Andramart all this while by perſwalion of his 
Sifter, abſented himſelf from me, (fo? that ſhe had promiſed him to 
obtain my conſent to pield to his requeſt) he nothing 5:isdouliting the 
cruelty ſhe daily uſed unto me; but at length, ſ@ing his Suit weill 
fruſtrated, and finding (as well by mp own repozr, ag other manifeſt 
p:o0's) the Truth thereof, he offered wich his Swozd to have ain 
her, but ſhe haſting ro avol) his fury, bzoke her Neck down a pair of 
Stairs; the two old Women he likewiſe cw with his own nds; 
my WPaſd he releacd and ſent unto me, and ever after rhat J was 
uſcd very well, and that very day when zou were in fight with his: 

3:cthten, he cauſed me to be lodged where you found me: The great» 
elt 
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eſt cauſe of this my ſadneſs, is the untimely loſs of my dear Child, 
whoſe p2cſence-would have expelled ſuch lad thoughts as do oppieſs 
my mind, and diſouſer ie happy content ſhould receive by pour ho⸗ 
nourable Tompany. 

Pariſmus having heard the ſumm of this Tragfcal repozt, could 
not chuſe but grieve, eſpecially to think of rhe Miler ſhe had endured, © 
at the Death of his young Son, whom he had never ſcen, that with 
his grief, and Laurana's ſadneſs, all the company was much trou⸗ 
bled, but by the comfo2rable perſwaſions of Pollipus, the cement- 
bzance of thoſe Gziefs were ſomewhat mitigated and laid aſide. 

Thus lo; a long time they continued in the Caſtle in good Health, 
and quiet eſtate, until the longing dcfire Pariiſmus had to return into 
Thelialy, cauſed him to commandP}oviſion to be made foz his depar- 
ture. 

Tellamor having knowledge thereof, deſired the Pzinte that he 
migh: attend upon him in his Travels; ko; quoth he, J am of Sal- 
matia, and Travelling in the ſearch of a Siſter that J have lot, was 
here taken Þ2iſoner, rehearſing the whole Truth thereof, whereby 
Pariſmus kn.w him to be Dina's Bother, in whoſe reſcue Oſiris was 


vounded; (as hath been bekoze declared) that rhe Pꝛinte made greater 


atteunt of him than he had done befoze, entring into a dep inſight of 
bis {o2zmer courteous Behabtour, and yielded him many Thanks fo 
the friendſhip Le had ſhewed unto him, and his Friend Pollipus fince 
their Arrival, telling him, That he needed not to make any further 
ſearch fo2 bis Siſter, koz that ſhe remained in the Court of King 
Dign; fes in Theſſaly ; repeating the whole Circumfance of the 
many kind Favours he had received at her hands, and in what manner 
ſhe was taken by the Dut-laws. 

This News much rejoyced Tellamor's Heart, as alſo that he had 
libed to be ſo Happy as to be eſteemed of ſo wo2thy a Pyince, as Pariſ- 
mus was, that being allured of his Siſters Safcty, and his own 
happy Foztune, to habe ſo fit an occaſion to rid himlclf {rom Bondage, 
je alinays afterwards endeavoured to gow furthir taco his Fa⸗ 

ur. 

Pariſmus and Laurana remaining in a Happy and Pcaceable con- 
tentedneſs, by means of their good ſucceſs, having reſpite to view 
other grieks, began to note the lad Conntenance of Pollipus, which 
beloze they did not obſcrve, which cauſed Pariimus to lulp et that his 
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old ſoze was not yet cured (his love to Violetta) wherein he aimed 
aright; foz Pollipus ſecing his Travels (fo the Pꝛinteſs Laurana) 
were at an end, began to deſire to hear ſome News of Violetta. 

And though there was no likelihood fo2 him to attain her love, yet 
the extremity of his Aﬀection was ſuch, that he thought he could no 
way content himſelf better, than to ſpend the reſt of his Life in her 
ſervice, ſtill purpoſing (actoꝛding to a molt conſtant and noble Reſo: 
lution) never to defiſt from ſhewing the true Zeal he bear to purchaſe 
her Favour : Dfrentimes he would ſpend many Complaints in te. 
cret Pꝛoteſtations of bis true and loyal Love; wherein, accopding to 
the * of Love-ſick People, he thought he did ſomewhat caſe 
bimlelf. 

Violetta well noting his Behaviour, (as being inkected with the 
fame WDiſcaſe) would oftentimes interrupt him in his ſad lamenta: 
tions, with ſuch conceſts, that Pollipus wondzed to ſte ſuch Mildom 
tn a Bop; bur by reaſon ſhe was taken koꝛ no other than a Youth, and 
the Pꝛince'g Page, he entred into no deeper conſideration of her At- 
tions. 

In the ſilent Night Violetta with ſuch kindneſs afeced his Com- 
plains, that when he ghed, ſhe üghed, and if he chanced at any 
time to complain of his hard Foztune, ſhe would as often bleſs the 
happy time and hour when the firſt law him, and that ſhe was ſo happy 
as to be beloved ot ſo Honourable and Ualiant a Knight. 

The various difference of theſe Lovers were quite contrary, fo 
Pollipus (little thinking his Violetta, had ben ſo near him) contl- 
nually ſpent his time in Heavineſs, not being any way able to com- 
fozt himſelf with any hope of obtaining his wiſhed deſire, being often- 
times Terrified with the Remembzance of her laſt Anſwer and De- 
nſal of his Suit, and alſo fearing that ſome miſadventure might be- 
kal her, oz that ſhe had wilkully done her ſelf ſome Ujolence, and a 
Thouſand other unpleaſant thoughts, ſufficient enough to diſcourage 
any from pꝛeſuming upon good Succeſs, by means whereof he con- 
tinued in a moſt heavy and ſad Eſtate, (ill deviſing how to caſe his 
Heart of that care it endured, wherein he much ercelled in Conſtancy, 
the fickle and wandzing Thoughts of divers now adays, which are 
eaflly diſcouraged from perſiſting in their firſt Reſolutions upon every 
'{mall dfſcomfiture. 

Violetta's Joys were as much erceding as his Sozrows were er- 
tream ; foz ſþe beheld continually the Conſtanty that Reigned D his 
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Heart cowards her, the Noble Gifts wherewith his mind was en- 
dued, and the comelſneſs of his goodly P20po2tion (which was able to 
pleaſe every curious Ladies Eye) his Uncongquered Ualour and 
Pꝛawelg, whereby he Atchieved incredible Uicozies with fame andre» 
nown, the great Friendſhip and courtcous Behaviour that ſo abun- 
dantly flowed from his gent'e Heart; whereby it was apparent that 
he diſdaincd not the meaneſt Perſon living. 

Violetta hearing the complaints thar Pollipus continually made 
fo2 her harſh Sentence, was much troubled at it; vct all her delfght 
was in his Company, being never from him in the Day; and his 
Bed kellow at Night, that ſhe was witneſs to all his Actions, uſing 
many Kindnefſes, which he little thought pzoceeded from ſuch At: 
fection, and not at all ſuſpecing Violetta had been ſo near him, 
though ſhe (pooz Soul) never touched his Body but with a trem- 
bling Fear, remembzing her own condirion, fill uſing ſuch a modeſt 
kindof Baſhſulneſs in her actions, as if many Eyes had been behold- 
ing her Diſguiſe, and watchfully obſerved her Behaviour, whereby 
ber Jors continued in ſuch a ſecret Content as is not able to be ex- 
pelted, 

t ſo fell out, that one Night when Violetta was in Bed with 
Pollipus, he could not leep by reaſon of the reſtleſs Paſſlons he con- 


- tinually endured, and never ccaſcd tumbling and toſſing, in the midit 


of which his ſadneſs, (ſhe pitying his Sozrows, and) rs d2aw the 
remembzance thereof from him, #þe uttered theſe Speches ; 

Sir Kaight, quoth ſhe, J do marvel what Paſſion that is which ſo 
diſtempereth pour quict Slæp, andif mp Talk be not offenſive, J fe: 
lech you make me acquainted with the ſame, fo in all mp Lifc-time 
JI never beheld the like in an yp Man. Poo2 Boy, replyed he, it were 
but folly foz me ro erpꝛeſa that to thee whereof thou canft not judge, 
fo2 that thy Years are not of ſufliciency ro entertain ſuch Divine Co⸗ 
gitations. Divine, quoth ſhe, can Divine Cogitations ſo diſtemper 
Weng Wits: Yea, ſaid he, fo: Love is a Divine and Heavenly 
Gift, and Love it is, that ſo Tozmenteth me; not that J love, bur 
that Jam not beloved agaſn, foz in Thellaly J loved a Damlel na- 
med Violetta whoſe erccllent Beatrty and Uertuoug Gifrs hath en» 
thꝛalled my ſen'cs, that J fear me, Bop. it will be ro me a perye- 
tual Beabineſs, whoſe Abſence is the cauſe of my Oziet; not only 
that ſhe is abſent, but that J know not where to behoid her acrractive 
Beauty, fo; even at my coming from that Country ſþe was (upon what

occaſion J know not, to my great Sozrow) milling, in whoſe con: 
tinual ſearch Jam determined to ſpcud the reſt of theſe my weari 
ſome Days. 

It is very much, methinks, quoth ſhe, that you will ſo much re: 
gard her good that hath ſhewed her ſelf lo dilcourteous towards pou, 
and ſurely pou are not of my mind, in that vou will take ſuch paing 
to find her out, and in the end peradventure reap nothing but diſdain 
foz your good will, fo2 it is likely ſhe hath made choice of ſome other 
Knight, (tLough not ſs Worthy to be belov'd as your ſelf with whom 
the ais departed; then why will you hazard your Perſon in the dan- 
ger incident to Travel, and ſpend your time in purchaſing nothing 
but ycur own Diſcontent. 

Mell, replyed Pollipus, however J am rewarded, a Thouſand 
moze Perils than J can imagine, (hall not diſcourage me, fo2 if J 
were but lo happy as but once to find her, then J would commit the 
reſt to my good Foztune, which (hall be ſuſſieient, ik J can but once 
again make my Love known unto her, that ſhe map have further 
tryal of my Sei vite. 

Ik ſhe would not reward you, quoth ſhe, actozding to pour Hearts 
content, J ſhould account her the moſt diſcourteous Lady Living, 
and were Jin her caſe, J would endure a Thouſand Deaths ſooner 
than (ew my ſelf ungrateful to ſo honourable and kind a Friend, and 
becauſe J would (ce the iſſue of pour Love, J would willingly ac- 
company you in your Travels; fo2 though J am altogether unwoz⸗ 
thy to be eſteemed of you, yer if you would bouchſafe me that kind- 
neſs, J would both ſhow my ſelf Dutiful and Diligent, and ever 
reſt continually bound unto you fo2 theſame ; and thus far J pzeſume 
(though my Wozds may ſem Ridiculous) that whenever you met 
with Violetta, . ſhe will yield unto your juſt Suit, fo2 J know her 
well, and have been better acquainted. with her rhoughts than J was 
worthy of, tho ſhe hath now forſaken her Father's Houſe, and ablen⸗ 
ted her ſelf upon what occaſion J know not. 

Pollipus hearing the Page's UWows,. ſmiled to think how far it 
was from his power, and to ſee how kind he was to put him in ſuch 
tomlozt: Gzamertp, quoth he, koz thy good will, and if ever J 
met Violetta, J ſhall willingly yield thee recompence fo2 thy kind- 
neſs. Then, laid che, ſet your Heart ar reſt, and trouble not your 
lelf with theſe Cares, but live in hope of ſome better Succeſs, foz 
my mind perlwadethme that you will find: Violetta ſafely returned at 
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your arrival in 'I hetlaly, and if you find it not ſo, then never here 
after credit my Wozds, fo2 J have already made tryal of my p2eſa- 
ging Thoughts, which ofren fall out as J imagine. 

Pollipus hearing theſe Speeches, took them at fr as ſpoken of 
courſe, but calling to mind all his former Qualitieg, began to con» 
fider whether he ſhould credit them oz no, that his Heart began to be 
ſomewhat revived, determining to make tryal of the Page*s Divina⸗ 
tion; luch Uertue had her Speches, that they did wozk an uner- 
pected event in the Love Ack Heart of Pollipu;, who was caſfily 
dzawn to yield Conceit of any Comfozt, becauſe he thought Violetta 
might be Cill in Theſſaly, and lo his Boys Moꝛds might pꝛove true, 
fo that the reſt of the Might he continued in a Slumbering Sleep. 

Early the nert Mozning Pollipus came to the Pꝛinteg Chamber 
with a cheerful Countenance, which made him to wonder at his ſud- 
den alteration; and afterwards having ſpent ſome few days there 
in great pleaſure, they made P2eparation fo2 their Departure to: 
wards Theſſaly, committing the Government of the Caſtle unto 
four-of Andramart's Servants, taking their Oaths to yield the ſame 
again unto the Prince, when he would demand it, leaving all rhe 
reſt likewiſe lo highly tontented, that they all accountcd his arrival 
there, thebeft good Fo2tune that ever befell them. 

They that were fozmerly Piiſoners there, departcd, everyone the 
way they pleaſed. 

The Pzince ſ&ing the Wind lye convenient fo2 their Paſſage, 
hoiſed Sail, having thzec Ships laden with ercceding Riches, being 
luch as Andramart's Servants had taken at Sea, making towards 
the Deſolate iſland, to viſit old Antiochus: At which vlace they be⸗ 
ing ſoon arrived, they were mot Yonourably entertained by the Ring 
and Quren, eſpccially by the King's two Sons and Daughter, who 


admired the lurpaſung Beauty of Laurana, accounting their labour and 


hardſhip in Travel wozthily ſpent to redeem ſo fair a Lady.

HowFrenettawas exceedins ly in love wi:hPollipus,w ho remembring 
his love to Uioletta, ſhunned her company; and alſo how Ftentttaà 

after their departure being diſtracted with gricf, ended her Life. 
Hen Pariimus, Laurana and Pollipus had ſojourned many 
| days in the Deſolate Iiland, in great joy, and mirth, thrp 
* We dellred to depart towards Tneiſaly: whercupon they ap⸗ 
Y 2 pointed 
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pointed to be gone within a Month, which grieved Frenetta to the 
Heart, koz ſhe was far in Love with Pollipns, unto whom the uſed 
many exiraozdinary Kindnclles, thereby ro give him knowledge of 
her Aﬀection ; bur ſo far was lis Bratt from thinking of eny other 
Love than Violetta's, that he never obſerved the great Kindnefſeg 
ſhe always uſed towards him, which on rhe other ſide cauſed Frenetta 
to encreaſe the hear of her Aﬀecions moze and mote : but in the end, 
ſeing him lo little regard her, oz ſcarce 10 entertain her Courtelle, 
with good looks, ſhe determined (though ir might be ſome blemiſh-to 
her Yoagſty) ro manifeſt her Aﬀecions unto him, which ſhe p2eſent- 
ly effected, fo2 finding him walking alone, only attended by the 
Page, ſhe came in llery, where he was, and kindly faluted 
pim, as though ſhe have pa lled by, but Pollipus being idle, 
thought to entertain the time a while in ſomeConference with her, and 
as kindly ſaluting her, ſaid: Fair Lady, may J be (o bold as to tay 
your Journey, oz it your Buſineſs be not great, vouchſafe me your 
Company that am alone. 

Sir, quoth ſhe, my buſineſs is not great, therefoze J am the wil 
linger to ſtay, eſpecially to bear you Company, unto whom J am 
much bound, anda greater favour than my Company, would J grant, 
fo that it ſtood with your Honour to fulfill : therefoze this liberal pyof: 
fer J make unto pou, who J know will requeſt nothing but whar is 
Ucrtuous, that if in any convenient ſozt J may do the thing that can 
plcafure you, it ſhall be your fault if pou enjoy not the ſame. 

J thank you heartily ſaid Pollipus, foz this kindneſs, and if J 
ſhould ſhew mp ſelf ungrateful, ſhould do much amiſs, and fo2 ſuch 
deſert in me as you ſpeak of, J have none at all, but it is your abun- 
dant Courtcſie that vouchſafcth me ſuch Favour, which J know not 
how to requite, neither tan J be ſo bald as to hzing my ſelf farther in 
your Debt, until J have by my endeavours laboured to ſhew my ſelf 
thankful, fo) that which pou have already granted. 

Manp other Speeches paſt between them, which if Pollipus had di 
ligentlp marked, he might caſlly habe ſecn the Love Frenetta boze 
him, but he having his Devotions vowed to another Saint, perceibed 
it not, which any one but himſelf might eaſily have diſcerncd, which 
Rill increaſed her Burning Aﬀectſons, that at laſt, fearing to meet ſo 
fit a means offered by ſo lweet an oppoztunity, taking him bo the hand, 
ano withdzawing to a Window that looked into the Garden, with a 
kluching Countenance, ſhe uttered thele Speeches, 

Sir 
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Sir Knight, contrary to the manner of mode Maidens, Jam 
tompelled to hazard the revealing of that which may turn to my 
Tiſbonour, unleſs it pleafe your Uertuous Wiſdom to give a ka- 
vourable cenſure of mp good meaning, whieh Jam conftratned to da, 
as pꝛotured thereto by the Chozt abode pou determine to make in my 
Father's Court, as alſo fo2 that J lee your mind cannot conceive 
thereof, without Imp ſelf make demon{tration of the lame; there 
foe, moſt Noble Knight, relying upon your Uectues , underſtand 
that Love hath ſeized my Heart, with a deſire to be beloved of pou 
again, which makes me manifeſt the thing which Medeſty wills me 
to conceal, thercfoze J deũce you to uſe the charitable opinion of me, 
that my Honour may no way be blemiſhed, and pet my grief relieved, 
which J would never have uctered, but that J ſhall hereafter be 
Baniſhed your Heavenly Company ; the Aﬀenion that J bear pou, 
being ſuch, that unlels pou pity my eſtate, pour departure will be the 
woztning of my Life, and mp reftleſs Pain thereby augmented in 
ſuch lozt, that J ſhall lo; ever remain in heavineſs, 

Pollipus hearing her Speches, was half amazed, and calling to 
mind her paſt Behaviour, well underſtood that her kozmer kindnels 
poceded from that fondneſs the had uttered, that on a ſudden he 
tould not tell what anſwer to make her, that might in Tome meaſure 
quiet her mind, and rid himſelf from Diſcourtcfle, 

Uertuous Lady, quoth he, J \@ that J am moe beholding unto 
you then J either expected, oz have deſerved, being ſozry that pou have 
paced your Aﬀection on him that hath not merited pour kindneſs, and 
Ig altogether unwozthy to be c>tcemed (o highly ar your hands: But 
Lady, as J am in no meaſure now able td yield you that thanks J 
would, fo J truſt hercafter my ungratetulnels ſhall not cauſe pou to 
repent your kindneſs. 

As they were thus in conference, Laurana entred the Gallery, by 
means whereof they lefr off their Specches, of whoſe coming Pol- 
lipus was glad, and e While accompanied them in ſuch Communica: 
ion as occaſion offered. 

Violetta all this while had noted Frenetia's Behavtour towards 
Pollipus, had lide ned to their Talk, which ſtruck ſuch a luddon fear 
into her mind, lead her Speeches might move Pollipus to peld to her 
deſire, fo! that ſhe was very Beautiful, and being the Daughter ot a 
King, te ever after grew into an ertream Jealouſie of her, that 
Pollipus could neter in all the time of his abode there be in any place, 
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but ſhe always followed him, that be wondzed at the Pages dutgent 
artendance, which pꝛoceeded not eom the awful duty of a Servant,

thing the deſired, it would much envanger her Like; and rather than 
he would think a thought to violate his vowed Loyalty to Violetta, 
himſelf would endure Death fo2 Violetta, and though the were ng 
King's Daughter, yer by reaſon of her exceeding Beauty, ſhe was 
much (poken of in "Thebes , and nothing inferiour to Frenetta in 
Gikts ok Mind, the remembzance ot whoſe Perfecions, together 
with his Love, had lo much bound him in the indiolable Bonds of 
true Friendſhip to his firſt Beloved, that foz ever after Pollipus Cf: 
chewed all occaſions to come in Frenetta's fight, but always kept 
Company with the Pzince, unto whom he unfolded and told the whole 
circumſtance of that which had paſſed between him and Frenetta ; 
which, when Pariſmus underſtood, he told him, That ſhe was an 
Honourable Lady, and ſaid, In his opinion, he ſhould do her much 
wꝛong to rejet her Love, which ſhould pzoceed from a Uertuous in: 
clination, uſing many perſwaſions to that effect ; which, when Pdl- 
I pus heard, he laid: 

My Lozd, J cannot ſo much wong my dear Love Violetta, as 
ſo ſoon to fir my mind on another, and kozget her Perfections, in 
whole Service J have vowed to ſpend the reſt of my Like: Then 
good my Loꝛd do not injure that Uertuous Maiden, who in Theſlaly 
hath lo much honoured you, ko; J will never pield to love any but her 
moſt wozthy lelk. ; 

TUozthy Friend, quoth Pariſmus, J would not any way wꝛong Vio⸗ 
letta, no pour (elf, if Fcver law any likelil,ood that you ſhould ever 
le her again, and ret lo much Þ commend pour Reſolution, that 
F thall ever ertol thoſe Honourable Parts that rule your Heart, 
whereby my (elf have been pzelerved, and obtained the height of all 
Felicity, ncicher do F utter any Mond to alter your Afﬀecion from 
Violetta, but to make rryal of pour Uercues, which ſtill continue 
perfect: And finec our abode in this place may turn to your diſparage: 
ment 
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ment and hindzante, J will by all ineans poſſibly haſten your depar⸗ 
ture towards Thellaly, where, by good hap vou may find out the 
Party that with · holdeth your happy Joys unto whom J will uſe all the 
perſwaſions J can to purchaſe your content, and alſo during cur ſtay: 
ing here, J will endeavour to withdzaw Freneita'g Love. 

adonius ſtanding by, and hearing their Dpeches, had much ado to 
refrain from Tears, which melted in her tender Heart, to ſ&- the 
kindneſs of theſe two Friends, and the care they took to find her in 
Theſſaly, who was continually in their pꝛelente. 

Pollipus ever after ſhunned all occaſions , and Frenetta moſt earneſt: 
ly Cought to have ſome furthcr conference with him, but when the 
plainly ſaw he nothing vegarded her Love, but ill ſhunned her com- 
pany, ſhe fell into ſuch heabinelg, and ſet the Guek thereof ſo near 
to her Heart, that iti Gho2t time ſhe grew lo weak that ſhe kept her 
Chamber, not once uttering to any the cauſe of her Sadneſs, though. 
her Parents earneſtly deſired to know the lame, which turned their 
ſoy into care, and their fozmer pleaſure'into ſadneſs. 

Pollipus having knowledge thereof, would never come at her, un: 
til the very day of their Departure, and chuſing a convenient time 
when ſhe was alone, only attended by a Damſel, he entred her 
Chamber; Frenetta no ſooner eſpyed him, but her Heart leapt fox

Frenetta heating this ſudden and reſolute Anſwer, fell down into 
a deadly Swound, which her Paid perceiving, Laboured to revive 
her again : Jn the mean time Pollipus went to Pariſmus, and having 
ſolemnly taken their leave of the King and Quen, who endured their 
departure with great heabineſs, haſted to their Ships, launched into 
the Main, and with a pzoſperous Gale, ſailed towards Theſſaly with 

- Joyful Hearts, the wiched place of all their Hopes. 

Frenetta being revived from her Trance, and miſſing Pollipus, 
whom ſhe thought alluredly had been by her, fell into an ertream er» 
tlamation of his diſcourteſle, inſomuch that her Bꝛothers hearing 
her Kage, demanded the cauſe of her Sozrow, which he p2eſcntly 
told unto them, (as hath been befoze declared:) This ra%neſs of 
bers, her Szothers repꝛoved with ſuch bitter terms, as that her care 
fo2 Pollipus Pil dain, did not ſo much grieve her, as their unkindneſs; 
and the multitude of ſozrows and verarions ſo overcame her careful 
and tender Heart, that fo ever after ſhe contiaucd fn perpetual Ex: 
clamations againſt her cruel Deſtinles, tyat with extremity of Gyief 
the became Lunatick, and bereit oc Senſe, and ſo ended her Life. 

This miſhap ſtrook ſuch a terraur to old Antiochus, and his 
Queens Heart, that within ſhozt ſpace, as by the firſt tonung of the 
Knights, they had received their ſoyful | Liberty, ſo by their laſt De: 
parture, they received the taule ot᷑ their Death; leaving their Two 
Sons to Rule the Jdand, who governed the ſame with ſuch pzaceable 
quictneſs, that within ſho2t ſpace it grew to be as famous as ever it 
had ben in the firſt beginning of their Fathers Reign. 

How Pariſmus and Laurana arrived at Theſſaly, and of the 
exceeding joy that was made for their return.

that their Joys on all des were ſo exceeding, that there was no 
Perſon w!;atſoeber, but had his heart fully repleniſhed with glabneſs 
/ every wap. 
When they were landed, Pariſmus determined to ſend a Mellen⸗ 
ger to the City of Thebes, with repozt of their Health and happy ar- 
rival, which Pollipus [@ing, deſired to execute the ſame, and Arming 
himſelf in Azure Armour, beſet with Stars of Gold, gallantly 
mounted; with his Spear in his Reſt, he haſted cowards the City; 
and as he rode along the Street, multitudes of People fozlſok their 
Buſineſs and Houſes to behold him, and noting his gallant Pꝛopoz- 
tion, thereby remembyed the want of the Ualiant Pariſmus, that

Pollipus coming to the Pallace, beheld a wonderful alteration 
there unte their Departure, fo2 all were attired in Bourning Weds, 
and every thing ſ&med to ſhew a ſign of Sadneſs.

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Wozthy Knight, quoth he, thou haſt bzought fuch happy News, 
that J can hardly believe J hall ever be ſo happy, as to live roſee 
them, neither be thou offended at my incredulity, {02 my miskoztune 
bath been ſuch, as F cannot any way rely upon the certainty of any 
thing: With which Wozds the Tears food in his Eyes : But Pol- 
lipus lifring up his Beaver, laid: 

My Lozd, upon my Honour, that which J repozt, is moſt true. 

Diony ſius knowing him, with great joy embzated him, and ſq did. 
the Queen and. all the reſt, who on a ſudden could not ſufficiently tell 
how to erp2eſs their joz, bur yſelded all kind and Honourable Beha: 
viour that might be, to welcome him: This News was ſoon [p2ead. 
thꝛoughout the Court and City, and the King, and almoſt all in ge- 
neral, went pzeſently fozty to mect them: The Courtiers rejoyced, 
the Citizens cauſed Banfires to be made, the Bells rung, the 
Dꝛums and Trumpers ſounded, yea, ſuch mirth and rcjoycing was. 

on all des, as is not tobe expꝛeſled. 

Dionyſius with great joy went to meet his Childzen, being ac⸗ 
companied with the King of Hungaria, the Pzince of Sparta, and 
many other Knights and Gentlemen, belonging to the King of Hun- 
garia, that attended Clariana, and they had not rode far from the. 
City, but they met with them, where the King lovingly embyaced 
Pariſmus and Laurana, who reverently kneeled at his Fer, and with 
Tears pꝛoceeding from the exccſgof exteeding Joy, welcomed their 
return: and therefoze he uttered unto them theſe Speches. 

Welcome my dear Son, your happy arrival hath baniſhed my koz⸗ 
mer hearts ſozrow, and as by your departure and news of pour mis. 
foztunes our heabineſs increaſed, ſo by pour p2oſperous arrival, our 
hearts are repleniſhed with Joy; J ſee your vertues ſtill overmaſterg 
adberſe miſery, and whatſoever is in your cuſtody, is ſafely pꝛotected 
from calamity : My gladneſs foz your return J cannot-expets, be» 
cauſe J keel my ſelf ſucp2ized with exceeding delight. 

When he had ended theſe Speches, he took Laurana by the hand, 
and with great joy embzaced her: Each Noble Perſonage having la⸗ 
luted Pariſmus, and welcomed their return in courteous ſozt, they 
entred the Tit», where they were entertaſned with all the State they 
might be, every Subject erp2eſſing their Joy: The Strers, Wins 
dows, and Houſe-tops, and every place were lo filled with People, 
that there was almoſt no paſſage left them to paſs to the Pallace, 

Violetta amongſt all the reſt, beheld her careful Father ſtanding 

at 
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at his Dco2 weeping to (ee the mirth all enjoyed but himſelf, who 
continued in great heavineſs ſoz the loſs of his Daughter, which 
ſight attained her heart with ſuch grief, that the pallage of her Cry- 
ſtal Tears ined with ſuch abundance, that all the Company won⸗ 
d2ed thercat : when as with great Pleaſure being come to the Pallace, 
they were on all ſides welcomed with unſpeakable Joy.

Then Pariſmus at the requeſt of the King, repeated the whole man»

Pollipus then took her molt lovingly in his Arms, not offering 0 Mc 
ther Behaviour than his pꝛomiſe did permit; yer he was in dau ani 
till, and could not be quiet until he had uſed (uch means (vet fat la 
from. diſhonour) as thereby he found ſhe was a Uirgin, and no Pap; 
and therefoze allured himſelf it was Violetta; then folding her del.
